1  1795.  PCGS  graded  VF-35  BB-51,  Bolender-14.  Attractive  medium  gray 

color  with  choice  surfaces  and,  a  desirable  feature  for  collectors,  choice  rims 
without  the  usual  nicks  or  impairment.  A  handsomely  made  and  preserved 
example  of  this  scarcer  small  eagle  Type.  Upon  his  attainment  to  the  title  of 
Mint  Director,  Henry  William  DeSaussure  vowed  to  place  gold  coins  into 
circulation  and  to  improve  the  designs  of  the  silver  coins.  For  the  dollar,  this 
meant  that  Robert  Scot’s  flowing  hair  design  had  to  go  in  favor  of  the  draped 
bust  motif  in  1795.  Originally  from  a  drawing  by  noted  portraitist  Gilbert 
Stuart,  the  draped  bust  dollar  in  its  final  shape  also  bears  the  marks  of  John 
Eckstein  (who  created  models  from  Stuart’s  drawings)  and  Engraver  Robert 
Scot.  Two  pairs  of  dies  were  made  for  the  production  of  1795  draped  bust 
dollars.  BB-51  was  probably  employed  first,  since  the  Mint  corrected  the  off- 
centering  of  Liberty’s  bust  that  characterizes  this  variety  on  the  centered-bust 
BB-52  obverse  (#96858) 


2  1796.  Small  date,  large  letters.  ANACS  graded  EF-40  Details  Cleaned 

BB-61.  This  is  the  always  popular  draped  bust,  small  date  Type,  a  coin  whose 
sharp  devices  and  smooth  light  gray  fields  show  faint  evidence  of  long-ago 
cleaning,  but  this  is  true  with  many  early  bust  dollars.  What  is  most  impor¬ 
tant  about  this  coin  is  its  attractiveness.  From  the  way  the  rims  retain  their 
dentils  without  bumps  or  nicks  to  the  detail  in  Liberty’s  hair  curls  and  the 
consistent  shade  of  toning,  it  goes  a  long  way  toward  satisfying  the  Type  Set 
requirements  (#6860) 


3  1796.  Small  date,  large  letters.  PCGS  graded  EF-45.  BB-61  is  the  most 

often  seen  variety  for  1796  with  the  small  date  obverse  and  large  letters 
reverse  (with  variety  BB-64  being  exceptionally  rarer).  On  the  obverse,  the 
date  numerals  are  rendered  in  a  small  font,  the  numeral  1  is  distant  from  Lib¬ 
erty’s  lowest  hair  curl,  and  an  prominent  die  dot  appears  above  the  1.  The 
reverse  displays  the  legend  “UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,”  rendered  in 
a  large  lettering  font.  Well  struck  on  both  sides  and  especially  nicely  detailed 
in  the  centers.  I  he  toning  shifts  from  light  silver-gray  to  deeper  antique  hues 
at  the  main  devices,  with  a  Ins!  li  hter  “rtibbe,)  •  < .n  the  cheek  and  curl 
tops,  the  drapery  near  the  breast,  etc.  A  h.mdo-me  ;n  all  around  and  one 
that  should  be  chosen  for  this  reason  alone!  (#6860 i 


4  1797.  9  stars  left,  7  right,  large  letters.  ANACS  graded  Details  of  AU-50 

Cleaned.  B-l.  The  desirable  draped  bust,  small  eagle  Type  that  was  minted 
only  in  1795-98,  this  piece,  while  it  has  been  cleaned  and  left  in  an  untoned 
state,  displays  enough  detail  and  choice  rims  as  to  obligate  the  bidder  to  con¬ 
sider  it  as  a  worthy  candidate  for  a  U.S.  Type  set  (#6863) 


5  1797.  10  stars  left,  6  right.  VF-20  Cleaned.  Smooth  even  wear  on  both 

sides  with  sharper  devices  towards  the  outer  ring  of  the  design  (weakest  at  the 
centers  as  often  the  case  with  these  scarce  small  eagle  dollars).  The  surface  is 
light  silver-gray  suggesting  that  it  has  been  dipped  recently;  but  it  shows  no 
signs  of  harsh  or  value-imparing  cleaning  (#6865) 


6  1798.  Large  eagle,  close  date.  PCGS  graded  EF-45.  A  very  pleasing  exam¬ 

ple  of  this,  the  first  year  in  the  bust  dollar  design  that  incorporates  a  large  or 
“heraldic”  eagle  motif  for  the  revere.  As  the  grading  holder  states,  this  piece 
lies  at  the  high  end  of  Extremely  Fine  quality.  And  it  shows  in  the  sharp  hair 
curls,  the  sharp  stars  (though  not  entirely  sharp),  and  the  crisp  delineation  of 
the  various  parts  of  the  shield  and  eagle  on  the  reverse.  The  color  is  light  sil¬ 
ver-gray  with  no  tarnish  or  spotting,  plus  no  heavy  indentations  in  the  rims 
that  so  often  plague  this  issue.  All  in  all  a  very  presentable  specimen  of  the 
draped  bust,  heraldic  eagle  Type  (#6873) 
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Draped  Bust  Dollars  and  Seated  Liberty  Dollars 


1798.  Large  eagle,  close  date.  ANACS  graded  AU  Details,  Net  EF-40 
Cleaned.  BB-92.  Knobbed  9  in  date.  Although  gently  cleaned  at  some  time 
in  the  distant  past,  the  coin  was  allowed  to  tone  naturally  and  has  since 
acquired  a  nice  pverlay  of  “antique”  color  whose  shade  varies  from  light  to 
medium  gray.  Devices  are  generally  well  struck  for  this  early  issue,  with  the 
familiar  heraldic  eagle  reverse  nicely  displayed  including  the  shield  lines  and 
E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  legend.  This  variety  has  a  “line  star  pattern”  above  the 
eagle  (#6873) 


8  1798.  Large  eagle,  close  date.  ANACS  graded  Details  of  VP-30  Cleaned.

A  popular  over¬ 
date,  the  underfigure  of  an  earlier  8  is  clearly  present  at  the  last  digit  (#6884) 


10  1801.  PCGS  graded  AU-55BB-211.  A  gorgeous  About  Uncirculated  exam¬ 

ple  of  the  optimum,  hand-picked  order.  The  extremely  lustrous  surfaces  show 
signs  of  mingled  medium  gray  with  bright  silvery  luster  and  only  slight  cir¬ 
culation  wear  on  the  highest  points.  Agreeably  well  struck  to  say  the  least, 
although  not  fully  so,  but  near  enough  to  merit  reference  here.  A  popular 
later  issue  (#6893) 


1 1  1802,  2  over  1.  Narrow  date.  PCGS  graded  AU-50  BB-232.  The  popular 

and  affordable  overdate  of  this  year,  a  coin  showing  a  wealth  of  sharp  detail 
and  even  some  original  luster  in  and  around  the  main  devices.  Smooth  sur¬ 
faces  with  warm  russet  toning  on  each  side  (#6898)

12  1841.  NGC  graded  MS-63.  An  nice  pewter-gray  toned  No  Motto  dollar,  a

It  seems  plain  that 
the  present  specimen  spent  much  of  its  life  in  an  old  style  Wayte  Raymond 
album  or  perhaps  a  coin  envelope.  It  also  seems  plain  as  day  that  it  never  got 
within  a  hundred  miles  of  the  dreaded  coin  cleaning  solution,  since  the  sur¬

1842.  PCGS  graded  MS-62.  A  frosted  example  of  the  1842  issue.  A  nice 
degree  of  toned  luster  spins  slowly  beneath  pale  gold  and  light  gray  high¬ 
lights.  Nicely  struck  with  just  a  modicum  of  weakness  at  the  eagle’s  neck 
feathers  and  along  the  top  curve  of  the  wings  (#6928) 


1843.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  A  frosty  gray  specimen  with  strong  underlying 
luster  and  rich  “old  silver”  highlights  on  both  sides.  Nicely  struck  for  the 
date,  perhaps  not  fully  so,  but  certainly  a  coin  that  gets  honorable  mention 
where  fullness  of  design  is  concerned  (#6929) 


1843.  NGC  graded  MS-63.  A  splendid  and  original  toned  specimen  whose 
satiny  choiceness  comes  with  fully  defined  design  features  plus  a  nice  overlay 
of  varying  golden  and  silver-gray  hues  on  both  sides  (#6929) 


1844.  NGC  graded  MS-62.  This  is  a  shimmering,  silver-gray  and  auburn 
brown  toned  specimen  of  an  elusive  issue.  Following  several  years  of  high 
mintage,  the  mint’s  silver  dollar  coinage  came  to  a  virtual  standstill  in  1844 
when  only  20,000  were  produced.  The  bold  strike  on  this  choice  specimen  is 
impressive  for  the  series  and  both  sides  are  atypicaliy  smooth  for  the  grade. 
In  the  favored  climate  that  this  coin  passed  through  during  its  162  years  it 
escaped  heavy  handling,  never  saw  a  cleaning  bath,  and  is  now  locked  secure¬ 
ly  in  an  NGC  encapsulation  for  all  to  admire.  7  here  are  few  situations  capa¬ 
ble  of  throwing  collectors  into  a  tizzy  than  the  prospect  of  owning  such  a 
splendid  coin!  (#6930) 


17  1845.  NGC  graded  MS-61.  A  sparklingly  bright  untoned  specimen  of  the 

low  mintage  1845,  with  rich  frosted  iridescence  on  both  sides  and  only  scat¬ 
tered  bagmarks.  Like  the  1844  before  it,  this  coin  boasts  extremely  low 
mintage:  24,000  pieces.  Only  a  few  Mint  States  survive.  What  a  masterful 
stroke  it  would  be  for  a  collector  to  acquire  this  coin  from  the  sale  (#6931) 


18  1846.  NGC  graded  MS-62.  A  fully  struck  No  Motto  coin  with  a  light  over¬ 

lay  of  silver-gray  and  russet  color.  Close  examination  reveals  some  marks,  but 
none  that  are  noteworthy.  Destined  for  a  fine  collection  of  Uncirculated  seat¬ 
ed  Liberty  silver  dollars  (#6932) 


19  1847.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  A  satiny  matte-like  coin  approaching  gem  qual¬ 
ity  with  resilient  underlying  luster  and  faint  golden  brown  toning  highlights. 
From  center  to  periphery,  the  coin  is  generally  well  struck  with  just  a  hint  of 
weakness  at  the  eagle’s  leg.  First  and  foremost,  of  all  the  silver  dollars  collec¬ 
tors  will  have  to  choose  from  in  auction  sales  this  year,  few  will  ever  imbibe 
the  kind  of  quality  entertained  by  this  frosty  1 847  specimen;  never  make  the 
mistake  of  underestimating  such  a  coin  (#6934) 

20  1847.  NCS  graded  About  Uncirculated  Details.  Although  “improperly 
cleaned”  the  surface  is  still  acceptable  for  this  early  No  Motto  type,  with  vari¬ 
able  toning  that  shades  from  medium  gray  to  deeper  shades  of  gray  and  char¬ 
coal  brown.  A  common  date  for  the  period  (#6934) 

21  1847.  NCS  graded  About  Uncirculated  Details.  Cleaned  at  one  time  and 
described  as  such  on  the  NCS  holder  as  “improperly"  —  the  question  being, 
how  can  a  coin  of  this  vintage  be  “properly”  cleaned  and  not  show  it.  Just  the 
same,  the  coin  is  indeed  very  collectible  within  its  price  range,  and  shows 
attractive  medium  to  deep  patina  over  both  sides  with  strong  details  under¬ 
neath  (#6934) 
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Seated  Liberty  Dollars 


1848.  PCGS  graded  MS-60.  Toned  original  surfaces,  and  a  coin  with  a  dis¬ 
tinct  edge  over  its  much  commoner  brethren  such  as  1841-43  and  1846-47. 
The  1 848  is  scarce  in  all  conditions.  The  Mint  went  to  sleep  this  year  and 
produced  a  mere  15,000  dollars  from  a  single  pair  of  dies.  The  natural  col¬ 
lector  will  see  at  once  that  he  must  not  lock  himself  in  chains  by  thinking  "I 
shall  purchase  this  piece  for  a  low  bid.  The  sturdy  blow  to  the  ego  when  oth¬ 
ers  bid  it  away  from  such  a  person  wont  be  a  blow  to  youv  ego  once  you 
understand  the  necessity  of  giving  it  a  strong,  full-market  bid  (#6935) 


23  1849.  NGC  graded  MS-62.  Richmond  Collection.  A  naturally  toned  and 

exceptionally  frosty  MS62  that  has  agreeable  fields  and  devices.  Struck  with 
systematic  exactness  throughout,  the  only  weakness  in  the  design  occurs  at  a 
portion  of  the  eagle  on  this  scarce,  early  No  Motto  coin  (#6936) 


26  1850.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  Only  7,500  minted,  the  first  time  this  happens 
in  the  seated  dollar  series;  all  other  dates  before  it  were  struck  in  numbers 
greater  than  ten  thousand  and  often  surpassing  a  hundred  thousand  pieces 
(#6937) 

27  1850-0.  ANACS  graded  AU-50.  With  only  40,000  minted,  it  stands  to  rea¬ 
son  the  1850-0  would  be  a  very  scarce  coin.  The  most  vigorous  retort  to  this 
is  that  years  ago  a  fine  numismatist  named  Bruce  Lorich  made  a  study  of  the 
1850-0  silver  dollar  and,  through  careful  positioning  of  his  data  and  new 
releases,  had  the  effect  of  “boosting”  the  price  on  these  more  than  double  and 
perhaps  triple  what  it  had  been  prior  to  publication  of  his  articles.  Yet,  the 
fact  remains,  ever  since  they  outlined  the  scarcity  of  1850-0  silver  dollars, 
the  market  has  been  strong,  with  solid  ironclad  support  from  legions  of  col¬ 
lectors.  This  attractive  AU50  specimen  is  near  the  high  end  of  the  scale,  with 
only  a  few  Mint  State  1850-0  silver  dollars  reported,  and  these  are,  for  the 
most  part,  locked  away  in  large  collections. 

28  1850-0.  NCS  graded  Extremely  Fine  Details.  Improperly  Cleaned.  A 

clear  winner  when  it  comes  to  rarity  and  desirability,  yet  in  spite  of  the  obvi¬ 
ous  light  cleaning  at  one  time,  a  coin  that  should  prove  popular  with  bidders. 
Only  40,000  of  these  were  made,  the  second  time  that  the  mint  at  New 
Orleans  struck  the  denomination,  and  by  far  the  scarcest  of  the  three  O-mint 
issues  (1846-0,  1850-0,  and  1860-0)  (#6938) 


24  1849.  PCGS  graded  MS-61.  Only  62,600  minted  of  this  slightly  better 
issue  (#6936) 

25  1849.  NCS  graded  About  Uncirculated  Details.  Somewhat  scratched.  Still 
acceptable  and  well  placed  for  a  collector  of  these  well-designed  and  often 
hard  to  find  early  seated  Liberty  silver  dollars.  The  1 849  has  a  lower  mintage 
than  most  (#6936)

29  1851.  PCGS  graded  MS-60.  In  1851,  the  American  public  had  no  interest  in  using  silver  dollars  as  a  circulating  medium,  preferring  instead  the  much  more 

prevalent  (if  risky)  private  banknotes  and  shinplasters  then  in  use.  The  melt  value  of  the  silver  in  a  silver  dollar  had  risen  to  $1,034,  almost  double  the  premium 
of  the  previous  year.  To  issue  them  was  to  see  them  disappear  in  a  flash,  so  the  Philadelphia  mint  struck  over  3  million  gold  dollars  in  their  place.  Just  1,300  sil¬ 
ver  dollars  were  struck  from  a  single  pair  of  dies,  and  it’s  alleged  that  these  were  remained  in  Treasury  vaults  in  the  issue  year.  Today,  Bowers,  in  his  grand  ency¬ 
clopedia  of  silver  dollars,  describes  the  1851  as  the  rarest  Philadelphia  issue  in  the  Seated  Liberty  series.  This  rarity  was  recognized  in  the  late  19th  century,  and 
as  a  result,  many  of  the  extant  pieces  are  mint  state,  albeit  modest  mint  states  like  the  present  MS60  specimen.  This  coin  has  nice  original  surfaces  and  color,  with 
outstanding  detail  for  so  rare  a  coin.  A  compelling  piece  for  the  specialist  and  sure  to  inspire  strong  bidding  among  those  who  seek  to  own  a  validly  rare  piece  of 
numismatic  history  (#6939) 
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Seated  Liberty  Dollars 


1852.  PCGS  graded  AU-53.  Only  1,100  silver  dollars  were  produced  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  in  1852  and  as  with  the  1851,  every  1852  business  strike 
dollar  is  rare!  While  the  known  population  of  the  1851  is  mostly  grouped 
within  the  AU58-MS64  grade  range,  the  1852  has  examples  evenly  from 
XF40-MS65.  As  if  offering  a  nice  1851  dollar  were  not  enough,  we  now  pre¬ 
sent  an  attractive  and  original  example  of  another  classic  rarity,  the  1852 
silver  dollar!  The  fields  retain  a  modicum  of  semi-reflective  surface  around 
the  stars  and  legends  and  are  a  nice  shade  of  silver-toned  color.  Mint  strike 
weakness  is  noted  on  some  of  the  stars  and  head  of  Liberty  but  most  of  the 
coin  is  bold,  especially  the  eagle.  As  on  most  specimens,  horizontal  die  file 
marks  are  faintly  present  within  the  left  vertical  stripes  of  the  shield.  We  feel 
that  this  specimen  is  just  shy  of  choicer  AU55  or  58  quality.  All  will 
undoubtedly  appreciate  the  originality  and  desirability  of  this  handsome 
example  (#6940) 


1852.  Restrike.  PCGS  graded  Proof  61.  Collectors  looking  to  buy  an  1851 
silver  dollar  soon  discovered  that  as  a  date,  the  1852  seated  dollar  was  also  all 
but  impossible  to  obtain.  Bullion  dealers  and  speculators  had  gathered  up  as 
many  early  1850s  silver  coins  as  they  could  find  and  melted  them  with  an  eye 
to  making  a  profit  from  the  augmented  value  of  silver  caused  by  the  Califor¬ 
nia  Gold  Rush.  By  1858,  collectors  began  asking  the  Philadelphia  Mint  for 
examples  of  1851  and  1852  dollars.  Their  pleas  were  rewarded  with  restrikes 
of  those  dates.  The  Proof  Restrikes  of  1852  were  from  different  dies  than  the 
originals.  A  foremost  and  important  opportunity  for  the  specialist  to  acquire 
one  of  the  key  dates  to  this  series  (#6995) 


32  1853.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  A  choice,  frosty  specimen.  Despite  the  fact 

that  the  1853  is  the  most  commonly  seen  1850s  silver  dollar  issue  in  Mint 
condition  after  the  1859-0  and  1860-0,  it  is  not  often  found  finer  than 
MS63.  Near  the  high  end  of  the  Condition  Census,  this  choice  example  is 
among  the  more  attractive  No  Motto  seated  dollars  of  its  date  that  bidders 
will  see  offered.  Both  sides  are  frosted  with  delicate  natural  tinting,  the  result 
of  long-term  storage.  What’s  more,  an  otherwise  sharp  strike  wanes  just  a  bit 
over  some  of  the  stars,  and  there  are  one  or  two  wispy  abrasions  in  the  obverse 
and  reverse  fields,  but  we  stress  that  the  surfaces  are  exceptionally  choice  in 
overall  appearance  for  an  1853  in  this  grade  (#6941) 


33  1854.  PCGS  graded  MS-60.  Here,  too,  we  are  pleased  to  describe  a  Mint 

State  60  1854  whose  original  surface  and  strike  quality  is  adorned  with  light 
champagne.  Relatively  choice  for  the  date,  easily  finer  in  sharpness  and  lus¬ 
ter  than  many  in  nominally  higher  grades  (#6942) 


34  1854.  NGC  graded  MS-60.  Although  1854  shows  a  mintage  of  33,140 

pieces,  not  extremely  low  by  comparison  with  others  of  its  day,  it  has  long 
been  thought  of  as  a  rarity.  One  explanation  for  its  scarcity  is  that  most  of  the 
mintage  was  exported  to  China  once  in  the  possession  of  bankers  and  export 
companies.  Walter  Breen  noted  that  10,000  silver  dollars  bearing  this  date 
were  shipped  to  San  Francisco  in  November,  1854.  The  present  example  is 
lustrous,  with  a  modicum  of  weak  strike  in  only  one  or  two  areas,  and  has 
naturally  toned  surfaces  with  good  eye-appeal  (#6942) 
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Seated  Liberty  Dollars 


1855.  NGC  graded  Proof  61.  The  Proof  1855  seated  Liberty  dollar  is  one 
of  a  handful  of  rarities  in  a  series  of  noteworthy  dates.  It  is  doubtful  that  the 
Mint  sold  more  than  30-40  Proof  sets  this  year,  as  well  as  an  indefinite,  but 
likely  low  mintage  of  additional  Proof  silver  dollars  for  sale  individually.  This 
is  a  uniformly  reflective  representative  with  muted  brightness  that  is  still  evi¬ 
dent  at  direct  angles.  The  outward  appearance  is  one  of  choice  dove-gray 
patina  with  splashes  of  steel  and  blue  iridescence  whose  most  saturated  color 
extends  towards  the  rim.  The  razor  sharp  strike  is  evident  throughout,  with 
some  wispy  hairlines  consistent  with  the  grade. 

For  1855  Proofs,  there  is  a  single  obverse  die  used,  and  it  is  identifiable  by  a 
die  scratch  through  the  denticles  above  Liberty’s  forehead.  At  least  two 
reverse  dies  are  reported  (#6998) 


38  1857.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Untoned  save  for  a  light  overlay  of  milky 

golden-gray  iridescence,  both  sides  display  reflective  fields  above  which  the 
devices  rise  with  light  satiny  striking  definition,  a  result  of  satin  frost  deep 
within  the  die  recesses  that  struck  this  choice  piece.  A  faint  swirl  of  hairlines 
can  be  seen  in  the  obverse  and  reverse  which  is  consistent  with  Proof  63  qual¬ 
ity.  The  best  part  of  it  is  there  is  no  hint  of  a  shallow  strike  on  either  the 
obverse  or  the  reverse  (these  tended  to  be  a  little  weak,  especially  on  the  stars 
and  at  the  upper  portion  of  the  eagle).  While  more  easily  found  than  the 
1855,  the  Proof  1857  seated  dollar  ranks  as  scarcer  than  the  1856.  And  as  is 
the  case  with  certain  other  early  years,  no  one  knows  exactly  how  many  Proof 
1857  examples  were  minted,  but  NGC  and  PCGS  combined  have  seen  on 
the  order  of  three-score  coins  in  all  grades,  a  likely  estimate  for  the  number 
of  coins  available  to  today’s  specialists  (#7000) 


1855.  ANACS  graded  AU-58.  Toned.  A  very  scarce  issue  in  all  grades:  only 
26,000  made.  Continuing  a  trend  begun  in  1853  when  the  price  of  silver  on 
the  world  markets  broached  the  “export  point”  for  America’s  dollar  coinage, 
the  1855  was  intended  primarily  for  use  in  the  United  States’  export  trade. 
Since  most  examples  that  left  America’s  nation’s  shores  were  undoubtedly 
melted  overseas,  it  is  easy  to  understand  why  the  1855  silver  dollar  is  so  dif¬ 
ficult  to  obtain  at  any  level  of  the  grading  scale  (#6943) 


1856.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Attractive  silvery  brilliance  with  deep  mir¬ 
rors  and  contrasting  frosted  devices;  at  the  rim,  some  warm  golden  brown  iri¬ 
descence  adorns  both  sides  with  its  balanced  patination  and  “framing” 
appearance.  A  few  faint  hairlines  are  also  seen  in  select  areas  but  from  center 
to  periphery,  the  mirrored  fields  shine  forth  powerfully  at  all  angles.  What’s 
more,  they  form  a  splendid  backdrop  to  more  satin-textured  devices.  This 
being  in  an  early  green-label  PCGS  holder,  there  is  no  mention  made  of  the 
cameo  contrast.  Yet  nicely  cameoed  it  is,  cameo  in  finish,  and  sharply  struck 
over  all  features  including  the  majestic  eagle  feathers  of  the  neck,  wings,  and 
legs.

39  1858.  NGC  graded  Proof  62.  The  present  piece  has  a  regular  (flat)  rim,  the 

usual  depressed  mark  in  the  field  by  the  eagle’s  beak,  and  is  from  unrusted 
dies.  Mintage  unknown,  but  variously  estimated  as  from  80  pieces  to  about 
200.  Walter  Breen’s  encyclopedia  tends  to  favor  the  Chapman  estimate  of  80 
and  is  not  persuaded  that  restrikes  exist.  It  does,  however,  mention  Stuart 
Mosher’s  commentary  that  he  (Mosher)  believed  restrikes  could  be  distin¬ 
guished  by  having  an  unnaturally  high  knife  rim. 

The  1858  Dollar  has  long  been  considered  to  be  a  classic  of  the  series.  None 
were  struck  for  circulation,  so  the  only  available  pieces  are  those  made  in 
Proof.  Often  a  long  run  of  months  will  elapse  between  offerings  of  these 
coins,  particularly  of  specimens  of  the  choice  Proof  62  quality  offered  here. 
Another  major  opportunity  for  the  Silver  Dollar  specialist.  Untoned,  well 
struck,  and  possessing  grand  eye-appeal  (#7001) 


40  1859.  PCGS  graded  Proof  61.  Well  detailed  for  this  more  difficult  P-mint 

Proof,  a  low  mintage  year,  with  deep  steel  and  golden-brown  highlights  that 
add  considerably  to  the  appeal  of  this  gleaming  if  not  quite  pristine  coin.  A 
few  light  hairlines  and  marks  are  present  but  obscured  by  the  toning  (#7002) 
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1859-0.  ANACS  graded  MS-63.  Choice  lustrous  surfaces  come  alive  with 
smooth,  if  slightly  patchy  gold  russet  gray  toning  with  silvery  brilliance  strik¬ 
ing  through  in  many  places.  Nicely  detailed  for  the  date,  with  some  residual 
weakness  present,  though  nothing  approaching  “weak”  can  be  said.  Fully 
struck  coins  are  rare  (#6947) 


42  1859-S.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Trade  between  the  United  States  and  China 

increased  during  the  late  1850s,  and  the  federal  government  encouraged  the 
use  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  for  silver  dollar  production  to  fill  the  orders  of 
the  big  exporting  banks  and  merchants.  The  1859-S  has  the  distinction  of 
being  the  first  S-mint  silver  dollar  (the  mint  opened  in  1854  but  primarily 
struck  gold  eagles  and  double  eagles  in  the  first  years).  1859-S  is  known  as  a 
scarce  coin  for  obvious  reasons:  only  20,000  were  produced,  many  of  which 
were  later  melted  or  otherwise  sent  overseas.  Pleasingly  detailed  in  striking 
with  not  too  much  strike  weakness  on  the  eagle’s  neck  feathers  and  upper 
wings  (usually  these  areas  are  much  weaker).  Collectors  who  go  in  the  best 
circles  will  strive  to  purchase  this  attractive  coin  (#6948) 

13  1860.  NCS  graded  About  Uncirculated  Details.  Like  several  others  from 

this  consignment,  a  coin  that  was  “improperly  cleaned”  in  the  words  of  the 
grading  service,  and  yet  still  has  plenty  of  eye-appeal  with  smooth  medium 
gray-brown  toning.  A  common  date  within  the  No  Motto  series  (#6949) 


4  1860-0.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  A  glossy  coin  and  a  close  approximation  to 

a  gem  65  by  any  benchmark.  What’s  more,  this  has  an  engaging  display  of 
satiny  light-gold  toned  iridescence  that  soars  across  the  smoothly  lustrous 
surfaces  with  serene,  not  boastful  or  bombastic,  beauty.  The  strike  is  strong 
for  O-mint  issue  as  well,  with  just  a  touch  of  compromise  to  sharpness  in  a 
few  of  the  obverse  stars  (#6950) 


45  1860-0.  NGC  graded  MS-62.  A  frosty  white  specimen  with  strong  under¬ 

lying  luster  and  rich  gleaming  highlights  on  both  sides.  The  only  toning  is 
located  at  the  rims  on  this  1 860-0  silver  dollar.  Nicely  struck  for  the  date, 
perhaps  not  fully  so,  but  certainly  a  coin  that  gets  honorable  mention  where 
fullness  of  design  is  concerned.  Of  the  very  few  bagmarks,  the  only  one  that 
is  noticeable  is  a  small  “chatter”  at  Liberty’s  shoulder. 


46  1861.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Baking  bright  luster  on  satiny  devices  con¬ 

trasts  nicely  against  the  light  brown  toned  and  reflective  mirror  fields.  A 
rounded  impression  is  sometimes  imprinted  by  the  stamp  of  the  dies  that 
struck  Proofs  this  year;  we  are  happy  to  say  that  the  present  example  is  a 
grand  exception  to  that  rule  in  being  very  sharp  throughout  including  cen¬ 
ters,  the  main  devices,  the  stars,  and  legends.  First  of  the  scarce  Civil  War 
issues,  the  1861  is  rarely  available  in  mint  condition  and  so  collectors  often 
buy  one  of  the  elusive  Proofs  (#7004) 


47  1862.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A  hard  to  beat  array  of  rich  golden  to  steel- 

toned  hues  enhance  the  surfaces  of  this  handsome  Choice  Proof  from  the 
year  1862.  The  present  prize  is  exceptionally  beautiful.  A  diminished  impres¬ 
sion  is  again  the  usual  outlook  for  a  coin  of  this  year,  even  the  Proofs,  but  in 
contrast,  this  piece  was  left  very  boldly  detailed  by  the  imprint  of  the  sharp 
dies;  a  fortunate  occurrence  (#7005) 
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1862.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  The  rarity  of  this  date  can  be  blamed  on  the 
Confederate  military  victories  in  the  latter  part  of  1861  and  on  into  1862. 
The  Northern  citizenry  of  the  “Union”  became  concerned  about  the  possi¬ 
bility  the  war  would  be  lost,  and  hoarding  grew  so  widespread  that  coinage 
of  all  denominations  was  withdrawn  from  the  banks.  Many  silver  coins 
turned  up  in  South  or  Central  America  and  did  not  return  to  American 
shores  until  the  waning  days  of  the  1870s,  years  after  hostilities  ceased.  Given 
these  factors,  it  is  no  stretch  to  say  that  Mint  State  1862  dollars  are  very 
scarce  today.  This  is  one  of  the  few  MS64’s  certified  and  a  coin  with  a  robust 
set  of  qualities. 

Typical  of  all  1 862  dollars,  this  piece  shows  faint  die  striations  in  the  fields 
on  each  side,  although  not  so  many  as  to  give  the  coin  a  semi-reflective 
appearance  which  is  the  more  common  appearance  of  Mint  States.  The  lus¬ 
ter  is  frosty.  The  striking  details  are  exceptionally  bold  and  enjoyable  to  exam¬ 
ine,  there  being  only  the  most  trivial  contact  marks  noted  and  these  of  little 
consequence.  Toned  a  reddish-brown  to  light  silvery  gray  across  each  side, 
this  is  an  impressive  Seated  dollar  for  the  grade,  one  that  should  fetch  a 
strong  price  because  of  the  rarity  of  such  pieces  in  choice  Uncirculated  con¬ 
dition  (#6952) 


1863.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  This  coin  presents  a  pleasing  aspect  with 
light  cameo  frosted  devices  against  nice  choice  mirrors.  At  all  angles,  natural 
toning  swirls  of  tan  and  silver  tinting  greet  the  eye.  When  the  surfaces  dip 
into  a  light,  however,  the  mirrors  glow  and  glitter  nicely  like  those  seen  on  a 
freshly  made  coin.  Fully  original  in  finish,  both  sides  exhibit  the  razor-sharp 
strike  of  a  Proof  and  are  worthy  of  even  strong  mention.  From  originality  to 
strong  technical  merits,  this  Proof  64  has  it  all.  A  scarce  survivor  from  a  com¬ 
bined  Proof  and  business  strike  mintage  of  just  27,660  pieces  (#7006) 


1863.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  A  well  toned  MS64  of  the  quality  for  the  grade 
some  collectors  admire,  but  others  might  turn  away  from  due  to  the  curious 
distribution  of  the  toning:  The  luster  is  still  evident  throughout,  however, 
and  the  strike  is  nearly  full,  being  quite  crisp  in  most  places.  1863  is  a  very 
scarce  year  in  grades  other  than  Proof,  with  a  mere  27,200  business  strikes 
made,  most  of  which  circulated  or  found  their  way  to  Central  and  South 
America  through  export  (#6953) 


51  1864.  PCGS  graded  Proof  61.  A  somewhat  cloudy  toned  Proof,  satiny  pale 

golden  toning  in  areas,  with  frosted  relief  sourrounded  by  motionless  mirror¬ 
like  luster  on  both  sides.  Nicely  struck  as  well,  although  the  dullish  color  sug¬ 
gests  it  was  well  toned  and  then  dipped  at  some  time  in  the  past,  leaving 
behind  the  milky  residue.  Only  470  Proofs  issued  in  1864  (#7007) 


52  1864.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  With  a  limited  business  strike  mintage  of 

30,700  coins  and  its  use  in  export  trade,  the  1864  is  very  scarce  at  all  higher 
levels  of  preservation.  This  is  a  magnificently  preserved  Gem  whose  surfaces 
gleam  with  frosty  near  perfection.  Sharp-looking  devices  are  seen  on  both 
sides,  giving  the  coin  an  unusual  sharp  appearance.  Of  particular  note  are  the 
fully  separated  hair  strands  on  Liberty’s  head  and  the  crisp  feathers  on  the 
eagle’s  legs.  The  usual  slight  bluntness  in  the  definition  at  the  top  of  the  wing 
is  missing  here,  fortunately.  In  other  words,  a  coin  that  is  accurately  graded 
and  a  delight  to  behold.  This  conditionally  rare  example  is  virtually  unob¬ 
tainable  better  than  this.  If  you  have  passed  the  age  of  instant  susceptibility 
where  you  act  before  reasoning,  then  there  is  only  one  reason  to  bid  on  this 
particular  coin:  it  is  a  delight  to  contemplate  possessing  such  a  remarkable 
coin  (#6954) 
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54  1866.  With  motto.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  satiny  frosted  beauty. 

Smooth,  rolling  mirrors  and  splashes  of  warm  steel  with  golden  brown  min¬ 
gle  on  the  near-gem  surfaces.  There  is  nice  contrast  from  the  devices  as  well. 
The  frost  on  the  dies  transferred  to  the  struck  relief  portions  of  the  design, 
leaving  in  its  wake  a  smooth  satin  finish  characteristic  of  well  made  Proofs  of 
the  1860s.  The  cameos  on  both  sides  are  really  fascinating  to  view,  either 
from  arm’s  length  or  under  a  low  power  glass.  The  detail  is  outstanding.  Only 
725  Proofs  made  in  1867  (#7014) 


55  1866.  With  motto.  NGC  graded  Proof  63  Cameo.  Desirable  satin  luster 

flows  across  the  devices  while  proof  radiance  erupts  from  the  smooth  silver 
surfaces.  That  being  the  case,  this  date  is  also  difficult  to  find  fully  struck.  The 
present  coin  retains  nice  detail  to  the  stars,  both  shields,  and  on  just  about 
every  feather  in  the  eagle  from  a  strictly  above-average  strike.  A  very  choice 
Proof. 

One  of  the  sections  of  the  law  authorizing  the  switch  to  bronze  in  the  Indi¬ 
an  cent  permitted  the  Treasury  to  order  the  addition  of  the  motto  In  God 
We  Trust”  to  any  coin  it  thought  proper.  The  beginning  of  the  Civil  War  had 
prompted  a  great  rise  in  religious  feelings;  an  earlier  suggestion  in  1861  ol 
adding  the  motto  had  found  a  receptive  home  in  the  Lincoln  administration, 
especially  with  Secretary  Salmon  P.  Chase.  Several  pattern  silver  and  gold 
coins  had  been  struck  during  the  war  to  illustrate  the  concept  (#87014) 


56  1867.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Marginally  lower  Proof  sales  for  1867  (over 

1866)  reduced  the  mintage  in  Proof  to  just  625  pieces  this  year.  A  sparkling 
and  lustrous  Proof  63,  a  satiny  frosted  beauty  with  fully  defined  mirrors  on 
both  sides,  features  that  collectors  admire,  and  nice  overlay  of  varying  old-sil¬ 
ver  hues  on  both  sides  (#7015) 


58  1868.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  A  showy  gem  with  a  cocktail  of  underlying 

mirror  reflectivity,  frosty  to  satiny  devices,  and  strong  strike  that  breathes 
scorching  life  into  the  highlights,  which  are  nicely  struck  with  crisp  details 
aplenty.  One  of  only  600  Proofs  minted,  and  a  stand-out  in  terms  of  bril¬ 
liance  and  originality  (#7016) 


59  1868.  PCGS  graded  MS-60.  Somewhat  dullish  surfaces  and  medium  gray 

to  russet  gray  patina.  A  more  difficult  year  to  acquire  in  Mint  condition. 
There  is  no  trace  here  of  the  weak  strikes  of  earlier  years  (#6961) 


1865.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A  small  mark  in  the  lower  right  obverse  field. 
An  bright  frosted  specimen  of  this  low  mintage  Proof  flashy  mirror  glow  sur¬ 
rounding  the  white-frosted  devices.  The  entire  surface  plays  host  to  untoned 
brilliance  here,  providing  the  viewer  with  a  lovely  coin,  one  that  certainly 
meets  the  qualifications  for  the  assigned  grade  of  Proof  63  (#7008) 


57  1867.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  Intensely  pleasing  original  color  captures  the 

essence  of  this  coin’s  “old  silver”  appearance;  like  a  favorite  antique,  the 
satiny,  chiefly  lustrous  surfaces  of  this  Mint  State  specimen  point  to  it  having 
been  set  aside  many  decades  ago,  and  left  in  its  natural  state  without  clean¬ 
ing  or  mishandling.  An  especially  bold  strike  on  the  stars  and  Liberty  com¬ 
plements  the  boldness  found  on  the  eagle  and  legends  of  the  reverse  (#6960)

60  1869.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  For  the  date,  a  frosty,  satiny  deep  gray  to  rus¬ 

set  brown  coin  whose  luster  gives  full  cover  on  both  sides.  Attractively  struck 
as  well,  with  just  a  hint  of  softness  at  the  eagles  leg  feathers  (#6962) 


61  1870.  PCGS  graded  Proof  60.  An  unusually  deep  mint  sparkle  coin  for  the 

date,  this  specimen  displays  nice  lustrous  satin-topped  devices,  is  untoned  for 
the  most  part,  with  sharp  detail  including  the  stars.  Moving  along,  we  can 
report  an  area  of  dull  gray-browness  in  the  lower  obverse  and  occasionally 
around  the  upper  letters  in  the  legend;  this  affects  the  mirror  gleam  and  so 
reduces  the  grade  to  Proof  60  (#7018) 


62  1870-CC.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Established  by  act  of  Congress  in  1863,  the  Carson  City  Mint  wasn’t  ready  for  coinage  operations  until  December  1869. 

Coinage  began  two  months  into  the  new  year  with  a  delivery  of  3,747  Silver  Dollars  on  February  10,  1870.  A  further  8,01 1  pieces  were  struck  for  a  total  1870- 
CC  mintage  of  11,738  coins. 

As  the  most  recognized  CC-mint  U.S.  Silver  Dollar  from  the  fabled  Nevada  branch  mint,  this  coin  has  long  benefited  from  its  popularity  with  collectors. 

1  his  Choice  MS63  is  splendidly  prooflike  in  finish  and  basks  in  full  obverse  originality;  very  little  toning  obscures  the  delicate  flash  and  sparkle  of  this  side  of  the 
coin,  nothing  takes  away  from  your  enjoyment  of  the  frosted  relief  of  Liberty.  On  the  reverse,  the  same  sparkle  is  gently  moderated  by  the  more  evident  natural 
russet  brown  and  erav  pathu  thaf  i  '!  on  the  light  to  medium  side.  A  few  random  bagmarks  are  present  over  and  near  Liberty’s  figure  on  the  obverse,  includ- 

"  a  few  light  marks  in  and  around  fields  on  the  reverse.  Both  sides  are  sharply  struck  for  the  most  part  (with

1871.  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  A  high  degree  of  luster  graces  the  satiny  sil¬ 
ver  surfaces  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle,  while  around  these  sharp  devices  flow 
smooth  mirror  reflection.  Only  modest  intrusions  of  hairlines  and  light 
marks  affect  the  Proof  surface.  Proof  mintage  was  only  960  pieces  (#7019) 


64  1871.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  A  remarkable  coin  that  emits  eye-catching  sil¬ 

ver  white  color,  with  no  marks  or  problems  for  the  skeptic  to  find,  no  toning 
or  spots  for  the  graders,  either.  In  light  of  that,  we  can  also  say  this  piece  is 
nicely  struck  with  extremely  full  details  on  both  sides.  Were  it  not  for  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  small  nicks  at  Liberty’s  knee  and  on  the  main  drapery  folds,  we  could 
picture  this  beautiful  seated  silver  dollar  in  an  MS65  holder  (#6966) 


65  1871.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  The  surfaces  are  highly  lustrous  and  each  side 

has  a  coating  of  snow  white  patina  that  swirls  and  alternates  between  lighter 
and  darker  hues,  the  effect  being  a  nice  “cartwheel”  iridescence.  Well  placed 
for  a  choice  quality  Type  collection,  it  is  the  aspect  of  these  seated  Liberty 
dollars  to  be  noticeably  bagmarked  or  “scruffy”  in  there  luster.  That  isn’t  the 
case  with  this  handsome  1871;  it  is  one  in  a  thousand  (#6966) 


66  1 872.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A  very  fresh  and  luminous  toned  specimen 

whose  choiceness  you  can  use  as  a  benchmark  for  other  Proof  63  silver  dol¬ 
lars  that  share  this  design.  While  the  strike  is  forthright  and  crisp,  it  is  over¬ 
laid  by  full  natural  “old  silver”  toning,  yet  without  doubt  few  of  the  Liberty 
and  eagle  details  are  left  to  the  imagination.  Mintage  this  year  fell  by  10  coins 
to  950  pieces,  with  1872  being  comparable  in  rarity  to  1871  in  similar  con¬ 
dition  (#7020) 


67  1872.  NGC  graded  MS-60.  Some  frosty  luster  remains  on  the  surfaces  of 

this  attractive,  smoke  and  gray  toned  coin.  Also,  pinning  the  grade  down  to 
MS60,  there  is  a  somewhat  dampened  impression  left  by  the  rebound  of  the 
dies  as  seen  in  the  less  that  bold  stars,  etc  (#6968) 


68  1872-CC.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  The  1872-CC  is  a  rare  and  highly  desir¬ 

able  silver  dollar.  Ranking  third  in  rarity  among  the  four  CC-mint  Seated 
Dollar  deliveries,  this  issue  is  much  more  challenging  to  locate  in  high  grades. 
Only  3,150  pieces  were  produced.  Many  of  the  CC-mint  dollars  were  lost  to 
circulation  or  export.  As  such,  the  1872-CC  being  an  absolute  rarity,  it  is  also 
a  major  condition  rarity.  Only  a  relative  handful  of  About  Uncirculated  spec¬ 
imens  have  been  so  graded  by  PCGS.  This  is  a  dull-toned  gray  example;  pre¬ 
dictable,  given  the  years  of  uncorrupted  storage,  likely  in  a  collector’s  sulfur 
paper  coin  envelope.  Very  well  struck  throughout,  the  defining  features  in  the 
eagle’s  plumage  is  especially  noteworthy  while  the  stars  are  nicely  defined. 
Warm  accents  of  toning  include  the  aforementioned  medium  gray  with  some 
russet  and  golden  color,  the  sort  of  covering  one  hopes  to  find  on  an 
uncleaned,  original  coin  like  this;  some  mint  luster  is  in  evidence  just  beneath 
this  overlay  of  patina  (#6969) 


69  1873.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Toned.  Nice  frosted  luster  careens  off  the  satiny, 

matte-like  surfaces  of  this  attractively  toned  late-issue  seated  Liberty  dollar.  A 
blend  of  shades  can  be  seen  on  both  sides  but  mainly  it  is  the  natural  “old  sil¬ 
ver”  color  of  gray  that  makes  this  so  original  looking.  The  strike  is  nowhere 
weak  on  this  well  crafted  coin  (#6971) 
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70  1875.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Ex  Genaitis.  Deep  blue-gray  and  russet  ton¬ 

ing  dominates  this  well  preserved  Proof  type  coin.  It  is  accented  with  multi¬ 
colored  hues  of  iridescence  as  the  coin  is  viewed  at  different  angles.  Both 
claws  appear  to  be  fully  struck  (usually  one  or  the  other  is  weak  as  it  lies 
opposite  a  high  point  of  the  obverse).  Although  this  date  is  available  in  PR62 
to  PR64  grades  and  readily  obtainable  from  multiple  auction  appearances, 
the  certified  populations  drop  dramatically  any  finer,  with  this  lovely  Proof 
66  among  9  graded  by  NGC  (1  higher)  (#7055) 


1876.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Spectacular  deeply  toned  colors  endow  this 
carefully  preserved  Gem.  A  nicely  struck  representative  that  would  make  a 
splendid  addition  to  a  toned  silver  Proof  or  Type  set.  Only  1,150  pieces  were 
struck,  which  is  a  few  hundred  more  than  the  issues  of  surrounding  years. 
This  is  likely  traceable  to  extra  ©  position  held  that

72  1877.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Lustrous  frosty  golden  gray  devices  with  rich 

mirror  undertones  whose  milky  gray  color  somewhat  lessens  the  glittery 
aspect  of  the  Proof  field.  Still  very  choice,  and  an  example  of  a  much  scarcer 
year  Trade  dollar  (#7057) 


73  1878.  NGC  graded  Proof  65  Cameo.  A  worthwhile  gem  by  any  standard, 

the  cameo  frost  on  Liberty  and  the  eagle  is  not  in  the  least  timid  or  yielding, 
while  bright  white  mirrors  and  a  lack  of  toning  blossoms  on  both  sides  with 
fully  defined  mirrors.  The  strike,  like  the  luster,  is  confident,  indeed,  as  bold 
as  ever  seen  on  virtually  any  Proof  date  in  the  Trade  dollar  series.  Only  a  few 
stray  hairlines  in  the  fields  (#87058) 


74  1878.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Proof-only  mintage  was  a  mere  900  pieces.  A 

first-rate  gem  with  richly  permeating  mirrors  that  flow  underneath  the  deli¬ 
cate  and  glittering  golden-gray  toned  surfaces.  Satisfactorily  struck  for  the 
date,  indeed,  about  as  excellent  as  this  date  is  ever  found.  The  coin's  design¬ 
er,  William  Barber,  would  have  loved  this  one!  (#7058) 
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Trade  Dollars  and  Morgan  Dollars 


1878-S.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  A  shimmering,  silky-smooth  representative 
with  bold  definition  save  for  a  few  isolated  areas  on  the  eagle  that  are  affect¬ 
ed  by  less  than  full  strike.  The  obverse  displays  wonderful  deep  golden  brown 
toning  at  the  rims  and  throughout  the  fields,  leaving  Liberty  slightly  lighter 
in  hue  and  so  somewhat  contrasting;  the  reverse,  too,  impresses  us  by  its  fresh 
appearance  and  uncleaned  look  of  more  than  a  century  and  a  quarter  of 
preservation.  Despite  large  scale  exportation  to  the  Pacific  Rim,  the  1878-S 
was  produced  in  significant  enough  numbers  (over  4.162  million  pieces)  to 
ensure  its  status  as  one  of  the  more  plentiful  Trade  Dollar  issues  at  the  Mint 
State  level.  That  said,  the  number  of  survivors  in  Gem  condition  is  extreme¬ 
ly  small. 

In  1877  the  government  attempted  to  prevent  the  dumping  of  trade  dollars 
on  the  domestic  market  by  requiring  bullion  depositors  to  prove  that  they 
were  going  to  export  abroad.  About  all  this  accomplished  was  to  encourage 
false  manifests  and  declarations.  New  regulations  did  force  the  bullion  depos¬ 
itor  to  export  an  additional  number  of  coins,  but  a  great  many  still  wound 
up  at  home. 

Toward  the  end  of  1877,  for  all  practical  purposes,  the  coinage  of  trade  dol¬ 
lars  was  stopped,  but  great  political  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  on  Treasury 
officials,  who  caved  in.  For  a  short  time  in  1878  heavy  coinage  resumed  at 
San  Francisco  (see  above  mintage  figure),  but  in  early  April  they  were  halted 
for  good.  After  that  only  Proof  coins  were  made  for  collectors  (#7048) 

Ex:  Property  of  a  Lady. 


1880.  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  And  a  visual  treat  with  outstanding 
purple-gray  to  iridescent  steel  blue  surfaces  on  the  obverse,  and  the  same  sort 
of  natural  iridescent  toning  throughout  the  reverse;  a  coin  that  is  simply  mag¬ 
nificent!  Few  similarly  toned  Trade  dollars  exist  with  such  original  splashes  of 
color  and  glowing  mirrors.  In  fact,  the  coin  is  deeply  mirrored  with  frosted 
devices  rising  up  from  the  smooth  background.  This  gives  the  com  its  cameo 
quality.  This  coin  defines  what  it  is  to  be  Proof  67  and  have  earned  the  cov¬ 
eted  grade  from  NGC.  (#7060) 


1880.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Cameo.  Only  1,987  pieces  were  struck  of  this 
issue,  all  of  which  were  Proofs.  This  is  one  of  the  finesr  examples  we  have  seen 
recently.  Glittering  throughout,  the  devices  show  a  slight  accent  of  mint  frost, 
not  enough  really  to  call  it  a  cameo  but  with  enough  pizzazz  to  add  a  bit  more 
to  this  coin’s  already  substantial  eye  appeal.  The  fields  are  deeply  mirrored 
plus  there  are  no  abrasions  on  either  side  to  report.  Brilliant,  glittering,  show¬ 
ing  a  wealth  of  detail,  in  other  words,  a  gem!  (#87060) 


78  1883.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  The  golden  toned  surface  color  is  especially 

revealing  on  this  scarce,  Proof-only  issue.  No  need  to  worry  about  an  unsuc¬ 
cessful  strike  left  by  the  rebound  of  the  dies  that  coined  this,  either,  since  even 
a  cursory  examination  of  the  piece  reveals  nice  clarity  of  detail,  including  the 
centers.  A  wonderful  combination  of  choice  preservation  and  high  aesthetic 
appeal  (#7063)

contrast.  No  toning,  except  perhaps  at  the  extreme  edge,  just  silver-white 
color.

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1879-CC.  PCGS  graded  MS-63  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike  Normal  Mint- 
mark.  All  but  unobtainable  finer  as  a  deep  mirror  coin,  the  1879-CC  Mor¬ 
gan  dollar  with  normal  mintmark  (as  opposed  to  the  capped  mintmark  vari¬ 
ety)  is  an  elusive  issue  in  better  Mint  State  grades.  Usually  frosty,  the  speci¬ 
men  that  we  offer  here  displays  ice-white  devices  that  are  free  of  all  but  the 
most  trivial  bagmarks,  surrounded  by  pools  of  mirror  reflection.  The  other¬ 
wise  strong  strike  wanes  only  slightly  over  the  central  obverse,  but  the  over¬ 
all  eye  appeal  is  undiminished.  There  are  the  usual  small  scuffs  in  the  frost  of 
the  face,  but  the  portrait  remain  true-to-form  by  being  nicely  frosted.  It 
seems  that  the  few  prooflikes  each  year  arise  from  first-strikes  off  of  new  dies. 
With  constant  pounding  as  the  production  run  continues,  the  mirror  polish 
on  the  dies  abrades  to  fine  flow-lines  that  create  the  familiar  lustrous  or  frosty 
appearance  seen  on  most.  Struck  on  the  mint’s  largest  coining  presses,  silver 
dollars  in  1879  were  struck  at  the  rate  of  about  90  coins  per  minute  with  a 
force  equalling  160  to  175  tons  per  square  inch  (40  tons  of  force  was  required 
to  strike  an  Indian  cent)  (#97087) 


1879-CC  Morgan  Dollar.  Capped  die.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  A  few  light 
bagmarks  on  the  cheek  define  the  quality  one  sees  in  a  coin  graded  MS64. 
The  1879-CC  is  the  scarcest  of  the  1878-1885  Carson  City  Mint  dates  in  the 
Morgan  Dollar  series.  A  miserly  756,000  coins  were  delivered,  and  the  sales 
conducted  by  the  General  Services  Administration  in  the  early  1970s  result¬ 
ed  in  the  dispersal  of  only  4,123  of  these.  Many  (most?)  it  must  be  presumed, 
were  melted  shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  20th  century.  The  GSA  coins,  of 
which  is  may  be  an  example,  like  most  other  extant  ‘79-CC  Dollars  at  the 
Mint  State  level,  graded  predominantly  MS60-62.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
representative  that  we  are  offering  here  is  more  than  smooth  enough  to  jus¬ 
tify  the  Choice  BU  or  “Mint  State  64”  designation.  Thick,  rich  mint  frost 
caps  in  white  both  sides  like  the  snows  of  Kilimanjaro  as  it  thins  to  more 
modest  satin  frost  further  down  into  the  fields.  The  strike  is  pleasingly  sharp 
for  the  type,  and  the  otherwise  swirling  highlights  yield  to  a  swath  of  heavy 
mint  frost  over  Liberty’s  cheek  and  throughout  the  wing  and  body  features  of 
the  eagle.  There  are  no  singularly  disturbing  or  noticeable  complications, 
either,  such  as  tarnish  or  rim  problems  (#7088) 


1878-CC.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Bright  rolling-fresh  finish,  bright  as  when 
first  issued  and  somewhat  prooflike  in  appearance  although  this  features  isn’t 
noted  on  the  holder.  Difficult  to  find  better  than  this!  Adding  to  those 
results,  a  word  about  strike:  this  piece  has  all  but  needle-sharp  devices,  with

1878-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  An  incredibly  flashy  and  highly  lustrous 
gem,  a  benchmark  for  other  examples  that  share  this  lofty  grade.  While  the 
strike  is  bold  and  crisp,  it  is  also  definitely  full,  certainly  few  of  the  head  and 
eagle  details  are  left  to  the  viewer’s  imagination.  Attractively  toned  (#7082) 

1878-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Lovely  golden  with  steel  blue  toning,  the 
outer  regions  nicely  iridescent  on  this  well  struck  and  lustrous  example 
(#7082)

One  of  the 
more  picturesque  silver  dollar  varieties,  VAM-3  is  a  “Top  100  Variety.”  The 
Capped  Die  1879-CC  was  produced  by  one  die.  This  resulted  when  a  Medi¬ 
um  over  Small  Mintmark  punching  went  awry  and  ended  up  looking  like  a 
jumble  of  letters.  Well  struck,  the  surfaces  have  bright,  frosted  mint  luster 
and  pale  golden-brown  toning  surrounds  the  outer  margins.

Metal  flow  that  simulates  the 
reflective  quality  of  a  Proof  enhances  the  billowing  mint  dazzle  that  emits  like 
forked  lightning  from  the  surfaces,  giving  the  coin  a  shimmering,  glowing  sil¬ 
very  appearance.  The  original  mint  brilliance  is  not  once  interrupted  by  any

299  1888-0.  PCGS  graded  MS-64  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  A  satiny  silver  gray 
gem  with  a  vivid  display  of  rich  mirror  iridescence  on  both  sides  topped  by 
lightly  frosted  devices.  Scarce  with  this  “deep  mirror”  effect  (#97185) 

300  1888-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Desirable  S-mint  date  with  its  low  mintage 
of  657,000.  Frosty  and  well  struck  (#7186) 

301  1889.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  A  highly  glossy  Gem  that  has  moonbeam 
white  patina  and  a  razor  sharp  strike.  A  hint  of  toning  at  the  rims  (#7188) 


302  1889-CC.  NGC  graded  MS-63  Deep  Prooflike.  Silver  Dollar  coinage 

reemerged  in  1889  at  the  Carson  City  office  after  a  three-year  absence.  Polit¬ 
ical  considerations  in  Washington  caused  the  Treasury  Department  to  close 
the  Mint  while  the  Cleveland  administration  was  in  a  tight-budget  mode. 
Upon  reopening  (after  Cleveland  was  voted  out  of  office  in  1888),  there  was 
only  time  enough  to  strike  350,000  Silver  Dollars  before  the  new  calendar 
year  began.  Hence,  this  date’s  infrequent  appearance  at  auction,  especially  in 
higher  grade  (The  Carson  mint  would  remain  open  only  until  1893,  when  it 
was  permanently  shut  down.)  The  1889-CC  Morgan  Dollar  is  one  of  the 
lowest  mintage  issues  of  the  entire  series.  All  were  struck  during  the  final 
three  months  of  the  year  with  monthly  production  of  100,000  coins  each  in 
October  and  November,  and  150,000  coins  in  December. 

Like  several  others  before  it,  this  is  a  highly  desirable  coin  in  deep  mirror 
prooflike  quality  and  is  completely  devoid  of  toning.  Curiously,  nearly  half  of 
the  Mint  State  survivors  are  prooflike  or  deep  mirror  prooflike  in  finish,  com¬ 
pared  to  other  CC-mint  dollars  where  frosted  luster  seems  to  outweigh 
prooflikes.  The  main  source  of  irritation  as  far  as  advanced  Morgan  Dollar 
collectors  are  concerned  is  that  there  simply  are  not  enough  choice  quality 
coins  to  satisfy  demand.  This  beautiful  MS63,  a  glittering  survivor,  is  nicely 
contrasted  between  the  frosty  textured  devices  and  deep,  mirrored  fields.  The 
lightest  blushes  of  toning  iridescence  are  seen  here  and  there,  but  the  coin 
basically  presents  as  brilliant.  The  scattered  abrasions  include  a  few  luster 
grazes  on  Liberty’s  cheek  and  elsewhere.  Sharply  struck  (#97191) 
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303  1889-CC.  ANACS  graded  Details  of  AU-58  Scratched.  Somewhat 

scratched  in  areas  but  still  well  worth  inspecting  for  its  abundant  luster,  its 
sharp  details,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  one  of  the  key  Morgan  dollar  dates.  Only 
330,000  were  minted  of  the  1889-CC  (#7190)

This  is  a  generally  well- 
struck  example  with  good  details,  and  unusual  for  1890-0  to  say  the  least.  It 
has  no  bothersome  nicks  or  points  of  wear  but  as  is  often  the  case,  the  dies 
left  their  partly  rigid  impression  behind  with  some  modest  weakness  or 
imprecision  only  at  the  hair  above  the  ear.

Desirable  also  with  this  above-average 
strike,  even  though  we  need  to  point  out  some  modest  signs  of  weakness  in 
the  centers  (#7216) 


323  1892-S.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  Light  gray  to  golden  brown  toning  covers 

both  sides  and  seems  to  envelop  the  coin  in  a  nice  quiet  sense  of  originality.

Far  in  advance  of  most,  this  1893  also  shows  that  it  was 
struck  with  systematic  exactness  including  (not  excepting)  the  usual  weak 
areas  in  the  center  such  as  the  hair  over  the  ear  and  the  feathers  on  the  eagle’s 
breast.

Nicely  struck  in  all  areas  without  the  usual  touch  of  incompleteness 
at  the  topmost  hair  waves  above  the  ear.  Since  it  is  completely  brilliant  and 
eye-catching,  a  lovely  coin  (#7222) 


328  1893-CC.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  The  Carson  City  Mint  struck  silver  dol¬ 

lars  every  year  from  1870  to  1893  (although  in  the  years  1874-77,  the  “dol¬ 
lars”  were  Trade  dollars).  Coinage  activity  on  Carson  Street  ended  in  1893 
with  the  inauguration  of  a  penny-pinching  administration  (Grover  Cleve¬ 
land’s). 

This  is  an  attractive  Choice  Mint  State  example  with  good  eye  appeal.  Most 
examples  of  the  1893-CC  Dollar  are  heavily  bagmarked,  however,  this,  while 
still  revealing  a  few  scattered  marks  is  a  wonderful  improvement  over  what 
we  usually  see  in  this  grade.  Both  sides  have  bright  silver  luster  and  are 
sharply  struck  barring  a  little  weakness  above  the  ear  of  Liberty  and  on  the 
eagle’s  breast  feathers  (#7222) 


329  1893-CC.  PCGS  graded  MS-61.  This  conditionally  rare  contribution  to 
the  sale  is  brilliant  with  dullish  but  still  frosty  surfaces.  The  strike  is  free  of 
censure,  being  sharp  in  all  areas  except  the  centers.  Fully  struck  1893-CC 
dollars  are  the  exception,  in  fact,  so  even  though  we  see  in  most  areas  pin¬ 
point  detailing  on  the  eagle  and  Liberty,  there  is  some  unconvincing  round¬ 
ness  here  and  there,  including  areas  around  the  ear  and  on  the  eagle’s  breast.

Both  sides  are  delicately  frosted  with  pearl  white  almost 
satiny  luster.  The  strike  is  complete,  and  the  surfaces  radiate  swirling  cart¬ 
wheel  effects  in  most  areas.

A 
natural-appearing  example  of  this  desirable  key  date,  not  only  is  the  business 
strike  mintage  of  100,000  pieces  the  lowest  in  the  series,  but  1893-S  is 
unchallenged  in  its  rarity  in  higher  grades,  hence  the  steep  markup  in  price 
as  the  grade  advances.

harder  to  obtain  it.  For  the  fact  remains,  there  are  thousands  of  prospective 
buyers  for  an  otherwise  choice  example  of  this  date  just  itching  to  put  one  of 
these  in  a  silver  dollar  album  to  complete  the  main  portion  of  a  date  and 
mintmark  set.

335  1893-S.  NCS  graded  XF  Details.  Improperly  Cleaned.  The  harsh  cleaning 

and  then  applied  dullish  gray  toning  suggestive  of  a  slightly  lower  grade  than 
Extremely  Fine,  and  yet  we  must  never  forget  that  this  is  one  of  the  two  main 
dates  in  the  series.  1893-S  often  stumps  collectors  because  of  its  relative 
unavailability  and  resulting  high  price.  The  coin  offered  in  this  lot  will  meet 
the  requirements  of  many  collectors,  if  not  all,  and  should  provide  a  nice 
entry  point  to  thinking  about  upgrading  some  day  when  the  time  is  right

gray  PVC  toning,  otherwise  close  to  Mint  quality  (#7232) 
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339  1895.  Details  of  Proof  55  Net  PF45  Lightly  Cleaned.  (PCI  graded  PR55.) 

Dark  gray  to  charcoal  suggesting  that  is  has  been  cleaned  and  retoned,  yet  the 
fact  remains  this  is  THE  KEY  to  the  Morgan  dollar  series,  the  one  and  only 
1895  Philly  Mint  Proof  (all  non-Proofs  seem  to  have  disappeared  even 
though  the  mint  records  tell  us  there  were  12,000  made  that  year).  A  well 
struck  coin  it  is,  with  sharp  devices,  nice  squared-edge  lettering,  and  some 
proof  surface  remaining  in  the  fields.  Ample  room  for  enjoyment  here,  and 
something  to  crow  about  to  your  friends  once  you  acquire  this  extremely  elu¬ 
sive  date! 

There  are  at  least  two  possible  explanations  concerning  the  disappearance  of 
the  12,000  business  strike  Morgan  dollars  struck  in  the  Philadelphia  mint  in 
1895.  The  first  of  these  is  that  the  mintage  figure  in  truth  represents  a  book¬ 
keeping  entry  in  order  to  account  for  the  final  12,000  business  strike  1894 
Morgans  delivered  after  the  end  of  the  1894-1895  fiscal  year.  The  second  is 
that  the  Mint  did  strike  12,000  1895  Morgans  that  year  intended  for  circu¬ 
lation,  but  all  remained  in  Treasury  vaults  until  melted  in  the  early  20th  cen¬ 
tury,  perhaps  under  authority  of  the  1918  Pittman  Act  which  saw 
270,232,722  Silver  Dollar  destroyed.  Wayne  Miller  (1982)  credits  the  latter 
theory  as  being  more  correct,  but  Bowers  (1993)  points  to  contemporary 
documents  that  strongly  suggest  that  no  business  strike  1895  Morgans  were 
ever  delivered.  The  true  answer  may  forever  remain  cloaked  in  mystery 
(#7330) 


340  1895-S.  NGC  graded  MS-63.  Frosty  white  patina  twinkles  underneath  nat¬ 
ural  gray  to  russet  toning  over  both  sides  of  this  choice  specimen  from  the 
San  Francisco  Mint.  A  dullish  impression  was  left  by  the  recoil  of  the  dies 
that  struck  most  1895-S  dollars;  however,  we’re  pleased  to  see  and  report  that 
this  is  a  splendid  exception  to  that  rule.  The  mintage  is  what  separates  this 
year  from  the  far  commoner  S-mint  releases  of  1896-1904.  Only  400,000 
were  struck  and  most,  it  seems,  went  to  the  melting  pots.  Choice  to  gem

341  1896.  NGC  graded  MS-65  Deep  Prooflike.  The  satin-like  devices  are 
almost  unimpaired  by  abrasions  of  large  size  while  surrounding  Liberty  and 
the  eagle  are  glittering  pools  of  mirror  radiance.  All  is  lightly,  naturally  toned. 
This  is  a  decidedly  well-struck  1896  silver  dollar  with  excellent  details,  unlike 
most.  It  has  no  bothersome  digs  or  points  of  wear,  as  is  often  the  case,  nor 
did  the  dies  leave  behind  a  less  than  rigid  impression  of  softness  in  the  cen¬ 
ters.

400  1869-S.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  When  seen,  the  1869-S  is  usually  well  worn, 

with  Very  Fine  being  the  norm,  Extremely  Fine  being  unusual  and  much 
more  desirable  and,  per  Breen,  “extremely  rare  in  AU.’’  By  any  evaluation,  the 
present  AU55  coin  is  very  attractive,  and  one  for  the  astute  collector  (#7810) 


401  1905.  PCGS  graded  Brilliant  Proof  66.  This  handsome  Proof  quarter  eagle 

is  very  bright  with  abundant  glitter  and  flash  on  the  devices,  particularly  so 
on  Liberty’s  face  as  well  as  throughout  the  fields.  The  fields  themselves  should 
delight  the  viewer  with  their  mirror  quality  and  retention  of  all  the  freshness 
imparted  by  the  dies.  These  later  Proofs  were  struck  very  carefully  so  that 
even  the  tiniest  recesses  of  the  dies  were  brought  out  on  each  coin,  hence  Lib¬ 
erty’s  hair  curls  are  stacked  high,  the  central  star  angles  crisp  and  detailed, 
while  the  eagle’s  feathers  shine  with  full  golden  perfection.  Exceptional  qual¬ 
ity  like  this  symbolizes  a  high  water  mark  in  American  coining  craft,  and 
bundled  with  the  extraordinary  “all  brilliant”  finish  and  strong  Proof-66 
grade,  this  is  a  coin  which  any  collector  will  always  covet.  Remarkably,  from 
the  paltry  mintage  of  144  quarter  eagle  proofs  struck  in  1900,  a  fair  number 
show  up  in  the  census.

gemmy  surfaces  show  vivid  golden  hues.  All  this  is  perhaps  obvious  from  the 
photos.  What  we  need  to  emphasize  too  is  that  the  strike  is  customarily  crisp 
and  detailed  for  the  1907  date,  with  the  usual  sharp  metal  flows  into  the 
deepest  recesses  of  the  dies  on  both  sides.

U.S.  coinage  history,  the  1909  enjoys  unflagging  demand  among  both  type 
collectors  and  20th  century  gold  specialists  in  true  Gem  condition.  Although 
this  issue  is  a  relatively  plentiful  Indian  Two-and-a-Half  in  MS-61,  62,  and 
63,  after  that  such  coins  are  rare  in  an  absolute  sense  and  so  infrequently 
offered  in  today’s  market  you  could  grow  old  waiting  around  for  another  to 
appear.  Striking  perfection  is  what  buyers  look  for,  and  is  pleasingly  sharp  for 
the  issue  with  none  of  the  usual  softness  of  detail  on  the  Indian’s  headdress 
lower  feathers.  The  color  is  a  warm  orange-gold  hue,  and  very  frosty  luster  is 
also  seen  from  top  to  bottom.  With  no  discernible  distractions  and  a  universe 
of  eye  appeal,  this  coin  would  fit  comfortably  into  any  high-end  collection.

to  a  trickle,  in  fact,  only  100  were  coined  of  the  Indian  quarter  eagle  and 
most  are  found  in  lower  grade  ranges  than  this  today.

The  second  year’s  mintage  declined  by  more  than  60% 
over  1854’s,  to  only  50,555  pieces.  As  is  the  case  with  the  1854,  many,  in  fact 
most,  reached  circulation,  with  choice  Mint  States  now  more  than  ever  in 
high  demand  from  collectors  (#7972) 


421  1855.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Lustrous  and  suitable  for  a  Type  Set  even 

though  it  may  run  a  few  dollars  more  than  a  commoner  1 854-dated  $3  gold 

piece  (#7972) 


422  1856-S.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  This  handsome  coin  sports  luster  on  both 

sides  and  the  desirable  S  mintmark  for  San  Francisco  below  the  wreath.  Only 
34,500  minted  (#7975) 


423  1857.  PCGS  graded  AU-50.  One  of  the  less  expensive  yet  still  low  mintage 

dates  from  the  early  period  of  this  strange  denomination,  only  20,891  pieces 
were  made.  1857  saw  the  top  of  a  banking  and  railroad  building  boom  in 
America  and  Europe  (#7976) 


424  1860.  About  Uncirculated  Details  Net  EF-40  Cleaned.  Somewhat  marked 

and  scruffy  surface,  and  yet  there  is  luster  aplenty  around  the  major  devices. 
The  rims  are  a  little  knocked  about,  so  assign  it  a  fair  price  in  line  with  its 
condition  (#7980) 


425  1860-S.  PCGS  graded  AU-53.  Among  the  San  Francisco  Mint  $3  pieces, 

excepting  of  course  the  unique  1870-S,  the  1860-S  is  in  a  world  all  by  itself 

_ the  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  set.  Mint  records  state  that  7,000  were 

struck,  from  which  quantity  2,592  were  melted,  leaving  a  net  of  4,408  pieces. 
Today,  only  four  or  five  Mint  State  pieces,  plus  100  to  130  moderately  worn 
examples  are  known  to  exist.  The  present  piece,  certified  as  AU53,  is  on  the 
cusp  of  a  higher  grade.  The  obverse  is  decently  struck,  with  some  normal 
lightness  in  the  feather  puffs,  but  with  most  details  clear.  The  lettering  is 
complete.  The  remaining  luster  is  found  around  the  legends  and  partly  with¬ 
in  the  devices  and  has  only  been  diminished  by  friction  from  light  circulation 
(#7981) 
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426  1861.  AU-55  Scratched.  A  lustrous,  well  struck  example  of  this  low  mintage 

date  from  the  opening  year  of  the  American  Civil  War,  or,  as  the  Southern¬ 
ers  like  to  call  it,  the  “War  for  Southern  Secession."  Such  difficulties  negated 
the  possibility  that  gold  or  silver  coins  would  actively  circulate.  In  fact,  most 
$3  gold  pieces,  the  few  that  were  made,  turned  up  later  in  Europe  or  South

427  1863.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  A  briefly  minted  $3  gold  piece  due,  no  doubt, 

to  low  demand  from  gold  bullion  depositors;  and  a  year  that  is  usually  seen 
with  at  least  ten  points  of  wear,  from  a  mintage  of  5,000  business  strikes.  This 
is  a  delightfully  fresh  looking  MS63  that  is  characterized  by  nicely  toned 
mint  luster  —  a  trait  that  supports  and  amplifies  the  grade  assigned  by 
PCGS.  What’s  more,  the  surfaces  are  relatively  clean  and  problem-free  in  a 
sense  that  goes  considerably  beyond  other  choice  specimens,  with  only  a  few 
light  marks  and  hairlines  precluding  a  higher  assignment. 

During  the  1861-65  “War  of  the  Rebellion”  as  it  was  officially  called  by 
Northern  government  officials,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was  Mr.  Salmon 
Portland  Chase.  He  hit  upon  with  the  concrete  idea  that  the  government 
could  issue  unfunded  paper  money  directly  and  then  issue  a  moratorium  on 
the  redemption  of  their  own  paper  bills  in  specie  (gold  &  silver).  This  drove 
most  gold  coins  into  hiding,  hoarding,  or  overseas.  When  a  banker  or  exporter 
did  require  “specie”  for  payment  of  imports  at  this  period,  he’d  have  to  pay  a 
stiff  premium  in  terms  of  depreciated  paper  greenbacks  for  the  privilege.  The 
average  citizen  never  saw  a  gold  coin  in  circulation  after  1861  (#7984) 


428  1864.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  Lustrous  and  clean-surfaced,  with  nice  appeal¬ 

ing  preservation  to  entice  the  buyer.  This  is  among  the  low  mintage  rarities  in 
the  1860s,  a  coin  with  2,680  made  but  only  a  handful  left  in  collector’s  sets. 

According  to  one  researcher,  during  the  mintage  of  $3  pieces  and  other  coins 
it  was  a  practice  to  separate  the  dies  ever  so  slightly  farther  apart  than  need 
be,  so  that  if  a  planchet  was  slightly  overweight  it  would  not  cause  die  dam¬ 
age  when  the  excess  metal  had  little  place  to  go  (except  in  some  instances  to 
create  a  wire  rim).  1  he  result  is  that  the  vast  majority  of  $3  pieces  show  some 
trivial  lightness  in  certain  spot  ithers  in  the  headdress 

and  on  the  ribbon  bow  at  the  bay  ■:  i.  he  reverse  (#7985) 


429  1866.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  The  1866  $3  gold  coin,  of  which  just  4,000 

circulation  strikes  were  made,  is  another  entry  in  the  group  of  rarities  from 
the  1860s.  Perhaps  as  few  as  150  to  200  worn  survivors  are  in  collections, 
with  about  25  to  40  Mint  States.  Among  the  About  Uncirculated  coins  this 
possesses  nice  original  surfaces  and  some  mint  frost  within  the  devices, 
assigning  it  to  the  AU55  designation  from  PCGS,  with  a  few  others  in  or 
around  this  category.

431  1869.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Fully  lustrous  with  only  light  signs  that  it  ever 

actually  circulated;  the  fields  are  mainly  prooflike  (as  is  often  the  case  with 
this  year)  while  the  devices  have  a  nice  dusting  of  frosty  luster  from  the  dies. 
A  scarce  three  that  should  cause  a  momentary  joy  when  it  is  knocked  down 
to  the  successful  bidder  —  and  then  hours  of  study  and  enjoyment  thereafter 
as  he  gazes  upon  it  in  his  or  her  collection  (#7990) 


432  1871.  AU-55.  This  one,  although  it  has  been  gently  cleaned,  is  nevertheless

433  1879.  NGC  graded  MS-63.  With  mintage  of  only  3,000  pieces,  the  1 879  is 

among  the  scarcer  dates  in  the  series.  Creamy  gold  surfaces  eddy  and  churn 
with  almost  “frothy”  luster  here,  choice  and  only  a  few  marks  and  hairlines 
in  the  otherwise  almost  prooflike  fields  (#8001) 


436  1889.  PCGS  graded  MS-62.  Final  year  of  the  design.  Lustrous  with  some 

faint  hairlines  but  overall  choiceness  that  assures  its  firm  foundation  in  the 
Mint  State  category.  Only  2,429  pieces  were  made  (#8011) 
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437  1 879  Flowing  hair.  PCGS  graded  Proof  62  Cameo.  A  $4  denomination,  one  of  the  strangest  ever  proposed  by  the  United  States  government,  came  about  as 

interest  in  a  gold  coin  for  use  internationally  gained  advocates  in  1879.  Both  of  the  Mint’s  engravers  were  set  the  task  of  designing  a  new  coin  for  the  four-dol- 
lar  gold  piece  or  “Stella”.  Charles  Barber’s  beautiful  rendition  employs  a  flowing  hair  motif,  while  George  Morgan  used  a  coiled  hair  design  for  Liberty.  More  than 
400  of  these  Barber  flowing  hair  coins  were  struck  in  1879  (Morgan’s  coiled  hair  coins  saw  smaller  production  runs  in  the  neighborhood  of  15-25  coins). 

An  issue  that  was  raised  in  both  the  David  Akers’  text  on  $4  gold  coinage  and  the  entry  in  Walter  Breen’s  Encyclopedia  concerns  restrikes  of  this  issue.  On  the 
flowing  hair  coins,  many  show  adjustment  marks  on  the  obverse  of  coins  that  are  generally  supposed  to  have  been  struck  in  1880.  This  piece  is  a  bit  softly  struck 
over  the  ear  as  are  all  examples  of  this  issue,  although  the  clear  hair  separation  should  attract  bidders’  attention.  There  also  are  often  numerous  very  light  “adjust¬ 
ment  marks”  on  the  figure  of  Liberty,  marks  that  those  schooled  in  the  techniques  of  mint  manufacturing  processes  more  accurately  described  as  roller  marks 
rather  than  actual  adjustment  to  lighten  the  weight  of  the  planchet.  However,  in  examining  the  few  1879  flowing  hair  pieces  which  we  have  been  privileged  to 
offer,  there  is  little  convincing  evidence,  and  no  historical  record  in  our  opinion  to  prove  any  contention  that  these  were  restrikes  from  1880. 

I  he  fields  on  this  outstanding  cameo  frosted  piece  reveal  thin  hairlines  on  each  side  when  closely  inspected  and  there  are  a  few  tiny  marks  in  the  field  around  the 
portrait.  But  the  major  design  is  refreshingly  bold  for  the  type  including  excellent  central  hair  definition.  Furthermore,  the  fields  glow  and  sparkle  with  true 
prool  mirrors  suggesting  an  evr  n  higher  standard  than  a  more  typical  Proof  62  specimen  of  this  rarity.  A  true  classic  in  American  numismatics  (PCGS  holder 

#05062954.)  (#88057) 
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438  1795.  Small  eagle.  PCGS  graded  VF-35.  This  coin  radiates  attractive  gold¬ 

en  color,  with  no  detracting  marks  or  problems;  there  is  even  some  remain¬ 
ing  luster  present  around  the  stars  and  legends  on  both  sides.  Light  wear 
occurs  on  the  highest  points  of  Liberty’s  cap,  her  hair,  and  near  the  front  of 
the  bust;  for  its  part,  the  small  eagle  retains  some  breast  detail  despite  the 
nominal  wear,  while  the  wings  show  much  better  originality  than  might  be 
expected,  suggesting  a  very  conservative  assignment  by  PCGS.  Choice  rims 
and  good  eye  appeal  makes  this  a  splendid  coin  for  the  early-gold  collector. 
We  perceive  no  obstacles  in  the  way  for  a  sufficiently  big  bid  (#8066) 


439  1795.  Small  eagle.  NCS  graded  VF  Details.  Damaged.  Repaired.  A  coin 

with  some  problems,  that  is  plain  to  see,  yet  one  with  the  whole  weight  of 
America’s  history  stacked  behind  it  giving  it  a  boost  in  the  eyes  of  most  col¬ 
lectors.  The  first  United  States  gold  coins  produced  were  the  $5  denomina¬ 
tion  “half  eagles”  with  the  first  examples  delivered  from  the  coiner  on  July  31, 
1795.  There  are  12  known  die  varieties  of  the  1795  small  eagle  coinage.  This 
was  almost  certainly  not  the  entire  mintage  of  1795  small  eagle  half  eagles, 
however.  Five  deliveries  of  half  eagles  were  also  recorded  for  1796,  totaling 
6,196.  Given  the  rarity  of  half  eagles  bearing  the  1796  date  (actually  1796/5), 
the  fact  that  only  one  die  variety  has  ever  been  identified,  and  that  1795  half 
eagles  appear  much  more  frequently,  it  is  strongly  believed  that  most  of  the 
1796  mintage  was  actually  dated  1795  (#8066) 


440  1798.  Large  eagle,  large  8,  13  star  reverse.  NGC  graded  AU-58.  An  very

The  reverse 
die  is  not  known  with  any  other  obverse  dies.  This  may  be  the  single  most 
available  1798  die  marriage  (#8078) 
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441  1799.  Small  star  reverse.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Small  Stars,  variety  Breen 

2-B  with  a  star  just  touching  the  upper  curve  of  the  eagles  beak.  This  is  rel¬ 
atively  common  in  relation  to  other  varieties  among  1799  half  eagles,  how¬ 
ever,  is  quite  scarce  overall  and  is  rated  Rarity-5.  This  is  a  separate  type  coin 
with  just  four  berries  in  the  branch.  All  other  1799  varieties  have  five  berries 
in  the  branch.  In  some  series  of  coins,  separate  listings  exist  in  the  Guide 
Book  for  four  berries  and  five  berries  reverse  dies,  in  others,  such  as  the  1799 
half  eagle  with  large  or  small  stars,  four  or  five  berries,  they  are  combined  into 
one! 

An  attractive  and  lustrous  example  with  tiny  rim  bruise  above  star  8.  This 
reverse  die  was  formerly  used  for  1798  Breen  3-E  (#8081) 


442  1803,  3  over  2.  ANACS  graded  Details  of  EF-45  Ex  -Jewelry.  Used  in  jew¬ 

elry,  the  surface  has  the  worn  “sweated”  appearance  of  such  a  coin,  and  yet 
shows  clear  devices,  the  full  3/2  overdate,  and  is  entirely  acceptable  if  you  are 
a  buyer  not  particularly  interested  in  going  for  a  high-end  set  of  early  gold 
coins  (#8084) 


443  1806.  Round  6.  PCGS  graded  MS-62.  A  satiny  frosted  example  of  this 

early  gold  half  eagle.  Supple  underlying  luster  is  enveloped  in  pale  yellow- 
golden  iridescence.  A  pleasing  example  of  the  1806  pointed  6  variety,  not 
completely  struck,  but  with  sufficient  detail  in  the  head,  cap,  and  shoulder 
area  of  the  obverse  that  the  designer’s  intent  is  clearly  displayed.  The  heraldic 
eagle  side,  which  is  just  as  frosty  and  golden  colored,  was  modeled  upon  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  United  States.  Only  the  artist  failed  to  notice  that  he  set  the 
arrows  and  olive  branch  in  the  wrong  claws.  This  was  a  boo-boo  in  terms  of 
heraldry,  but  todays  generation  of  collectors,  knowing  nothing  about  the 
intricacies  (or  is  it  silliness)  of  heraldry  is  oblivious  to  the  fact.  A  first-rate 
coin  in  its  grade,  and  one  that  would  make  a  sparkling  addition  to  any  rare 
coin  collection  (#8089) 


44 4  1806.  Round  6.  ANACS  graded  Details  of  MS-60  Graffiti.  Some  graffiti 

on  the  surface  of  this  otherwise  lustrous,  well  struck  early  half  eagle.  The  year 
1 806  contains  two  distinct  date  varieties,  this  piece  having  a  knob  on  the  end 
of  the  6  while  the  complementary  variety  has  the  end  of  the  6  coming  to  a 
point.  Either  variety  is  plainly  desirable  to  represent  the  capped  bust  right, 
heraldic  eagle  reverse  Type  in  a  U.S.  gold  type  set  (#8089) 


445  1807.  Bust  right.  PCGS  graded  VF-20.  Original  satin  luster  remains 

throughout  untoned  golden  surfaces,  with  the  usual  wear  only  on  the  high¬ 
est  points  of  Liberty  s  face,  shoulder,  and  hair,  as  well  as  the  defining  high 
points  on  the  eagle  and  shield.  This  bust  right,  heraldic  eagle  motif  ended  in 
1807  when  a  new  design  by  John  Reich  was  introduced  on  half  eagles

446  1810.  Large  date,  large  5.  PCGS  graded  VF-30.  The  large  date,  large  5 

variety  is  one  of  four  major  subvarieties  in  the  1810  half  eagle  stable.  This 
well  struck  piece  has  a  nice  impression  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle,  with  clear 
stars  and  even  some  slight  signs  of  luster  evident  in  the  protected  areas.  The 
capped  bust  to  left  design  began  in  1807  and  lasted  only  until  1812  before 
major  modifications  occur  to  the  bust  of  Liberty,  ending  the  Type  rather 
abruptly  (#8108) 
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147  1840-C.  ANACS  graded  VF-20  Details.  Obverse  Tooled.  The  1840-C  is 

the  second  rarest  C-mint  Half  Eagle,  behind  only  the  1842-C  Small  Date.  A 
well  known  rarity  in  all  grades,  the  1840-C  is  typically  encountered  at  VF  to 
XF  grade  level.

In  fact,  the  mintage  of  98,452  coins  is 
the  single  highest  annual  production  of  any  issue  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint, 
including  all  three  denominations.  Many  collectors  seek  just  one  gold  coin 
from  the  Dahlonega  Mint,  representative  of  the  charm  of  the  South.  This  is 
an  ideal  example  for  those  collectors.  The  strike  is  full!  The  surfaces  are  only 
lightly  abraded,  and  attractive  gold  color  with  much  remaining  luster  is  dis¬ 
played.  The  obverse  has  a  wipe  across  the  entire  obverse,  thus  the  cleaning 
notation.  This  Dahlonega  is  fully  struck  (RARE  for  this  Mint)  (#8215) 


451  1843-0.  Large  letters.  PCGS  graded  EF-40.  Pleasing  “old  gold”  toning  on 

well  struck  devices.  An  inexpensive  O-mint  issue  (82,000  made  with  the 
large  letters  reverse)  (#8216) 


452  1844-D.  ANACS  graded  AU-50  Details  Whizzed.  This  coin  is  just  lightly 

peppered  with  light  hits  with  no  major  marks  worth  noting.  The  eagle  feath¬

The  1 848-D  is  a  very  elusive  item  any  finer 
than  EF,  with  only  a  handful  of  pieces  having  been  so  graded  since  the  early

chin.  It  also  has  a  die  break  running  from  the  lower  part  of  the  right  wing 
through  the  tips  of  arrowheads  1  and  2  to  the  base  of  the  forward  most  leg 
of  the  letter  R  to  the  denticles  (#8238) 


460  1849-D.  ANACS  graded  AU-50  Details  Scratched.  Variety  22-L  (per 

Doug  Winters  second  edition  and  revised  attribution  system).  Centered 
date;  high  reverse  mintmark  that  touches  both  the  stem  and  the  feather.  This 
is  one  of  three  varieties  known  for  this  issue.  This  is  a  pleasing  golden  proof¬ 
like  example  with  a  pin  scratch  across  Miss  Liberty’s  cheek  (#8242) 


46 1  1850.  ANACS  graded  AU-50  Details  Cleaned.  This  issue  is  surprisingly 
scarce  in  all  grades  and  especially  when  approaching  Mint  State.  This  coin 
has  quite  a  bit  of  remaining  luster  in  the  deeper  devices  and  is  very  eye 
appealing  for  a  lightly  cleaned  coin.  Sharp  looking  coin  (#8243) 

462  1854.  ANACS  graded  AU-53.  An  evenly  worn  example  of  an  early  Philadel¬ 
phia  Half  Eagle  (#8256) 


1847-0.  ANACS  graded  AU-50  Details  Cleaned.  This  is  the  rarest  Coro¬ 
net  half  eagle  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint  and  an  important  date  in  the 
series,  with  a  mintage  of  only  12,000  coins.

the  1892-0  for  lowest  mintage  honors  among  New  Orleans  Mint  Half 
Eagles  with  just  10,000  coins  produced  each  year,  and  is  estimated  to  be  the 
fifth  rarest  O-mint  Five  in  high  grades  after  the  1847-0,  1842-0,  1855-0, 
and  1857-0.

been  cleaned,  this  process,  while  noticeable  to  the  unaided  eye,  was  done 
judiciously  enough  that  most  collectors  won’t  object  to  the  overall  attractive 
appearance  of  the  resulting  coin.  A  scarce  date  within  the  half  eagle  series,

468  1861-S.  ANACS  graded  VF-30  Details  Graffiti.  A  mid-grade  example  of  a 

rare  S-mint  issue  that  is  prohibitively  rare  in  higher  grades  and  unknown  in 
Mint  State.  Very  few  of  the  18,000  pieces  originally  minted  have  survived, 
and  most  are  in  low  grades.  This  is  a  moderately  worn  coin  with  3  light  graf¬ 
fiti  lines  in  front  of  the  nose  on  the  obverse,  the  lines  are  virtually  unseen 
unless  looking  through  a  loupe.  Still  a  relatively  affordable  coin,  and  perfect 
for  a  circulated  set  of  S-mint  half  eagles  (#8291)

only  4,465  pieces,  this  Civil  War  issue  is  a  prized  commodity  at  all  levels  of 
preservation.  The  otherwise  gold  surfaces  yield  to  orange-gold  lustrous  deep¬ 
er  devices  that  still  show  originality.  Very  few  marks  (#8292) 


470  1863.  ANACS  graded  AU-53  Details  Cleaned.  An  exceptionally  rare  half 

eagle  in  the  No  Motto  series.  Only  2,442  business  strikes  were  produced  dur¬ 
ing  this  tumultuous  Civil  War  year,  and  as  one  might  imagine  very  few  exist 
today  in  any  grade.  When  encountered,  VF-EF  is  the  usual  grade  range  for 
this  issue  and  only  perhaps  fewer  than  a  dozen  pieces  are  known  at  the  AU 
grade  level.

Only  2/, 612 
pieces  were  struck,  opportunities  to  obtain  a  survivor  are  fleeting  (#8299) 


472  1866-S.  No  motto.  NGC  graded  VF-35.  This  is  the  very  scarce  No  Motto 

Type  of  1866  carrying  the  desirable  San  Francisco  “S”  mintmark.  Low  pro¬ 
duction  numbers  are  standard  for  San  Francisco  half  eagles  in  the  1860s,  and 
the  no  motto  1866-S  is  no  exception:  only  9,000  pieces  were  coined.  Sur¬ 
vivors  in  all  grades  are  very  scarce  (#8300)

473  1868.  NGC  graded  EF-45.  Addition  ofIN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  a  scroll 

By 
1868,  when  this  piece  was  minted,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  suffered  low 
demand  for  the  denomination,  only  5,725  were  minted;  the  few  that  exist

47/  1874-S.  ANACS  graded  VP-20  Details  Cleaned.  The  S  mintmark  is  fully

that  year.  Breen  only  knew  of  one  coin  that  showed  an  unbroken  obverse.  Apparently,  this  unusually  arranged  die,  with  12  stars  left  and  4  right,  broke  near  the  last  star 
(on  right)  soon  after  its  first  use.  This  is  a  nice,  sharp  striking  with  extensive  luster  evident  within  the  major  devices  as  well  as  around  the  stars  and  legends.  Of  the  25-30 
pieces  believed  known,  perhaps  5-6  are  extant  today  in  Uncirculated  and  therefore  extremely  expensive.  This  high-end  About  Uncirculated  piece.  The  surfaces  show  bright 
green-gold  coloration  and  satiny  mint  luster.  There  are,  however,  striking  and  surface  problems  that  account  for  the  grade.  While  strong  on  the  reverse,  the  strike  is  irreg¬ 
ular  on  the  obverse  with  incomplete  details  on  Liberty’s  mouth  and  over  the  ear.  Numerous  small  abrasions  are  scattered  over  each  side  with  several  larger  marks  on  the  face 
of  Liberty.  Nevertheless,  this  is  a  scarce  opportunity  for  the  specialist  to  acquire  this  issue,  the  rarest  of  the  three  years  the  small  eagle  designed  was  produced  (#8555)

1797.  Large  eagle.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  Very  frosty  and  original  appear¬ 
ing  with  only  a  few  light  contact  marks  in  the  field  before  Liberty.  The  rims 
are  broad  and  choice  without  impairment.  A  beautiful,  lustrous  example  of 
this  transition  year  piece.  When  the  quarter  eagle  went  into  production  in 

1796,  it  bore  the  same  obverse  as  on  the  eagle  and  half  eagle,  but  a  new 
reverse,  generally  known  as  the  heraldic  eagle. 

It  bears  a  more  full-bodied  eagle  than  on  the  small  eagle  design.  The  eagles 
gazes  to  the  left  on  the  new  design  and  holds  in  its  beak  a  ribbon  inscribed  E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM,  a  Latin  phrase  connoting  One  Among  Many.  A  shield 
is  mounted  on  the  eagle’s  breast.  The  eagle  holds  a  bundle  of  arrows  in  its 
right  talons  (the  viewer’s  left)  and  an  olive  branch  in  its  left  talons,  and  is  sim¬ 
ilar  to  that  found  on  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States. 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  encircles  the  design,  as  on  the  small  eagle 

1797.  A  semicircle  of  clouds  stretches  from  wing  to  wing,  with  13  stars  posi¬ 
tioned  between  the  clouds  and  the  eagle  in  arrangements  that  vary  from  die 
to  die. 

Mint  engraver  Robert  Scot’s  new  reverse  was  introduced  on  the  eagle  in  mid- 
1797,  so  eagles  of  this  year  are  found  with  both  reverse  design  types.  The  esti¬ 
mated  mintage  of  the  1797  capped  bust,  heraldic  eagle  $10  is  10,940

by  a  Hellenistic  Wingless  Victory.  At  President  Roosevelt’s  request,  Saint- 
Gaudens  gave  this  head  a  patriotic  character  by  the  addition  of  a  feathered 
war  bonnet,  such  as  neither  Liberty  nor  any  Native  American  woman  would 
have  ever  worn. 


Warm  golden  bright  surfaces  exhibit  strong  cartwheel  luster  and  a  satin, 
almost  matte-like  quality  that  really  engages  the  aesthetic  sense  with  its  serene 
beauty.

As  noted  elsewhere,  but  still  deserving  discussion,  the  mint  at  San  Francisco 
opened  for  business  in  1854  once  the  flood  of  gold  bullion  issuing  from  Cal¬ 
ifornia’s  Sierra  Nevada  mother  lodes  began  to  overwhelm  commerce  in  the 
burgeoning  state.  From  the  initial  discovery  in  1848  at  Sutters  Mill  until  the 
mint  opened,  numerous  private  mints  worked  the  raw  gold  into  ingots  and 
coin  in  this  region  of  the  state.  Much  of  the  coinage  from  San  Francisco 
headed  east  through  various  avenues  to  the  Eastern  banking  establishment 
and  from  there  for  use  as  export.  The  double  eagles  that  remained  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  were  used  a  money  since  the  state’s  residents  objected  to  paper  money 
of  any  kind.  This  is  the  chief  cause  for  the  heavy  circulation  wear  found  on 
$20  gold  pieces  of  the  period,  and  only  rarely  is  one  available  in  glittering 
fresh  mint  condition  like  this.

State  1857-S  double  eagles  were  salvaged  from  the  wreck  of  the  S.S.  Central 
America,  lost  at  sea  in  a  hurricane  in  1857,  caused  no  professional  coin  deal¬ 
er  or  experienced  coin  collector  to  be  surprised  in  the  least  that  these  were 
absorbed  into  the  market  in  what  amounts  to  a  blink  of  time.  The  discovery 
of  such  importance  electrified  the  numismatic  community  when  the  discov¬ 
ery  was  announced.  All  were  sold,  realizing  per  reports,  in  excess  of  $100  mil¬ 
lion.

The 
matter  was  not  one  of  a  different  die,  but  simply  involved  the  spacing  in  the 
collar  which  allowed  metal  to  squeeze  upward  from  the  rim;  such  wire  rims, 
also  called  knife  rims  or,  in  Mint  parlance,  “fins,  are  common  elsewhere, 
such  as  in  1 9th  century  Proof  coinage. 

According  to  research  done  by  Stack’s:  “High  Reliefs  were  struck  in  3  blows 
of  the  dies  on  a  medal  press  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint,”  according  to  Stacks, 
in  reference  to  a  unique  plain  edge  1 90 T  High  Relief  $20  gold  piece  the  firm 
auction  in  January  2006.  “The  first  two  strikings  were  made  utilizing  a  plain 
collar,  presumably  to  prevent  the  raised  edge  lettering  from  being  disfigured 
from  successive  strikings.  It  was  only  during  the  third  striking  that  the  plain 
collar  was  replaced  by  the  lettered  collar  to  produce  a  “’complete”  High  Relief 
Double  Eagle  with  Lettered  Edge.  Due  to  the  work-hardening  of  metal  that 
results  from  the  pressures  of  the  striking  process,  the  as  yet  “’incomplete”  coin 
was  removed  from  the  press  after  the  first  and  second  strikings  to  be

As  seems  likely,  300  pieces  or 
so  are  extant.  This  cluster  in  MS60-63  range,  however,  and  there  is  a  quick 
drop  in  availability  above  this  level.  For  the  collector  of  high  grade  coins,  that 
means  it  would  be  advisable  to  buy  it  when  presented  since  a  choicer  coin 
may  not  occur  for  many  years. 

The  1925-S  is  similar  in  condition  rarity  to  the  1924-S  and  1926-D, 
although  it  is  not  the  rarity  that  the  ‘26-D  is  when  lower  grades  are  taken  into 
the  census.

The  centennial  of  Lewis  and  Clark’s  nation-building  journey  across  the 
continent  in  1805  provided  a  perfect  theme  (#7 447)

Engraved  by  Charles  E.  Barber  and  struck  for  the  exposition.  The  Lewis  and 
Clark  Dollar  honored  the  Corps  of  Discovery  which  explored  the  Northwest 
in  1 803  to  1 806  at  the  behest  of  President  Jefferson.  They  were  sold  for 
between  $2.00  and  $2.50  apiece,  with  the  proceeds  earmarked  for  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  bronze  memorial  to  Sacagawea,  part-time  guide  and  full-time 
interpreter  between  the  Corps  of  Discovery  and  the  Indian  tribes.  Mintage 
figures  show  10,025  dated  1904  and  10,041  dated  1905. 

Dave  Bowers  has  an  interesting  observation  about  this  issue:  "Due  to  the 
market  shenanigans  by  Farran  Zerbe  relating  to  the  1903  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition  gold  dollars  and  the  consequent  market  bust,  collectors  had  very 
little  interest  in  the  subsequent  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollars,  as  here,  issued 
in  Portland,  Oregon,  with  dates  of  1904  and  1905-  Those  that  were  sold 
mainly  went  to  the  public  and  were  not  handled  with  care.  Today  the  1904 
and  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  dollars  are  several  times  rarer  in  Mint  State  grades 
than  are  the  other  pairs  of  commemorative  gold  dollars  —  the  1903 
Louisiana  Purchase,  the  1916  and  1917  McKinley,  and  the  1922  Grant  vari¬ 
eties.”  (#7447)

S.  S.  Central  America  off  the  coast  of  the  Carolinas  in  the  1980s.  A  lustrous,  if  sometimes  unevenly  toned  About  Uncirculated  example,  it  displays  full  sharpness 
on  the  eagle  and  shield,  with  striking  detail  just  as  sharp  and  impressive  on  the  tablet-style  reverse  used  on  all  1852-53  Assay  Office  pieces  of  this  and  the  $20 
denomination. 


In  general,  territorial  issues  are  known  for  displaying  tell-tale  signs  of  somewhat  crude  minting  techniques,  but  the  striking  quality  of  this  Assay  Office  eagle  is 

easily  as  nice  as  would  be  expected  of  a  federal  gold  issue  of  the  same  year.  Lightly  abraded  on  each  side  with  no  obvious  or  singly  distracting  heavy  marks,  the 

aesthetic  appeal  is  uncommonly  high.

616  1860  Mormon  $5  Gold.  NGC  graded  MS-62.  Lovely  yellow  to  greenish-gold  hues,  the  surfaces  are  semi-prooflike  in  sheen  with  the  most  readily  discernible 

reflectivity  around  the  reverse  beehive.  Both  sides  are,  to  but  it  simply,  exceedingly  sharp  in  strike  with  weak  features.  There  are  scattered  abrasions  here  an  t  ere, 
mainly  small  in  size  and  not  conspicuous  or  unnerving.  The  collector  of  Territorials  will  see  at  once  this  is  a  pleasing  Mormon  gold  coin  lor  t  e  gra  e 
NGC  holder  #1705172-001. 

The  final  gold  coinage  from  the  Deseret  Assay  Office  consisted  of  five-dollat  gold  pieces  dated  1860.  These  were  made  between  February  28,  1861  and  March  9, 
1861  from  1860-dated  dies.  The  gold  for  this  issue  came  from  mines  in  Colorado.  Consistent  with  earlier  Mormon  gold,  the  1860  coinage  was  in  great  demand 
in  and  around  the  Salt  Lake  region,  but  it  failed  in  circulation  among  the  those  outside  the  Mormon  religion.  Most  examples  that  worked  their  way  ast  or  es 
from  Utah  were  therefore  meifed.  This  issue  is  seldom  offered  in  any  grade  in  even  the  big  “name"  collections.  Mm,  State  coins  of  the  caliber  offered  here  ate

630  1837.  Plain  cords,  small  letters.  NGC  graded  MS-66  Red  &  Brown.  A  love¬ 

ly  example  with  rich  deep  reds  and  swirling  steel  brown  hues  over  both  sides, 
the  underlying  surface  is  very  glossy  and  lustrous  for  this  popularly  collected 
date.  Well  struck  on  all  hair  elements  and  the  main  leaves  in  the  wreath,  but 
with  typically  flat  stars  around  Liberty.  A  gem  (#1733)

632  1857.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  An  incredible  array  of  luster  supports  brighi 
pastel  rose  and  sky  blue  highlights  of  this  flying  eagle  cent.  Nicely  struck  or 
the  eagle’s  head,  wings  and  tail,  the  foremost  points  of  weakness  that  maj 
have  caused  the  mint  to  change  the  design  two  years  later.  So  attractive  is  thi: 
design,  and  so  balanced  in  its  composition,  that  when  Augustus  Saint-Gau- 
dens  was  asked  to  redesign  America’s  $20  gold  piece  in  1907,  he  chose  Lon- 
gacre’s  flying  eagle  as  his  model  for  the  reverse  of  what  became  the  Saint-Gau- 
dens  double  eagle  (#2016) 

633  1857.  NGC  graded  MS-62.  Popular  three-year  design  and  considered  to  be 
one  of  the  most  attractive  coins  ever  issued  by  the  United  States.  Designs  are 
those  of  James  B.  Longacre  whose  long  career  at  the  mint  spanned  the  yean 
1844  to  1869.  Nicely  toned;  decent  strike;  attractive  choice  surfaces  with 
minimal  marks  (#2016) 


631  1838.  NGC  graded  MS-66  Red  &  Brown.  A  superlative  gem  66  cent  in  all 

respects.  The  luster  is  never  ending,  the  orange  and  deep  reddish  gold  high¬ 
lights  vie  with  each  other  for  dominance  over  the  underlying  brown  founda¬ 
tion,  while  the  strike  is  essentially  as  sharp  as  you  will  ever  find  for  the  date. 
Only  the  stars  are  at  all  flat.  Larger  than  average  mintage  for  the  period,  with 
6,370,200  cents  struck  in  1838  (#1742)

634  1858.  Small  letters.  NGC  graded  MS-63.  Smooth  light  to  medium  brown 

color  with  sharp  feathers  and  most  wreath  elements  decisively  struck.  On  the 
Small  Letters  variety  for  1858,  the  bottoms  of  AM  in  AMERICA  do  nor 
touch  (as  they  do  on  the  Large  Letters),  the  letters  are  shorter  and  thicker  as 
well  and  less  open  in  the  enclosed  spaces,  and  the  eagle’s  beak  differs  with  ai 
sharply  pointed  tip  and  a  thin  and  pointed  bottom.

637  1864.  Bronze.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Brown.  A  very  important  coin  as,  in 

effect,  the  1864  Bronze  No  L  Indian  cent  is  a  one-year  type.  The  reduced 
weight  planchets  introduced  in  mid- 1864  are  made  of  an  alloy  of  copper,  tin 
and  zinc,  known  as  French  bronze.  This  example  will  undoubtedly  bring 
forth  a  lot  of  bidding  action,  since  few  other  examples  are  as  fresh  as  original 
graded  by  PCGS.  The  coin  has  outstanding  deep  mirrors  with  delicately 
frosted  devices  and  essentially  perfect  deep  brown  surfaces.  The  coin  has 
acquired  its  patina  with  the  passage  of  time,  not  artificially.  This  is  one  of  the 
rarest  dates  in  the  Proof  Indian  Cent  collection. 

The  mintage  of  1 864  Proof  cents  is  open  to  some  debate  but  since  there  are 
nearly  200  1864  No  L  Proofs  graded  from  all  the  grading  services  combined, 
the  figure  must  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  300  to  400  (In  those  days,  the 
Mint  was  under  no  legal  obligation  to  record  mintage  figures  for  minor  coin 
Proofs,  strange  as  that  may  seem  to  us  in  the  more  bureaucratized  world  of 
the  21st  century.)  We  can  estimate  the  original  figures  based  on  what  takes 
place  in  the  marketplace,  accounting  for  a  quantity  of  examples  being  lost  to 
the  vagaries  of  time,  but  even  a  well-informed  guess  will  be  off  the  mark. 
Regardless,  perhaps  300  to  400  is  the  correct  mintage  (#2276) 


638  1864.  Bronze.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Brown.  A  second  delightful  Gem 
brown  Proof  of  this  first  year  of  the  new  bronze,  48-grain  Indian  cents.  This 
piece,  like  the  other,  has  simply  outstanding  color,  surfaces,  and  strike  detail 
on  both  sides,  and  fully  earns  its  66  grade.  Oddly  enough,  Proofs  of  this  type 
are  usually  of  exquisite  sharpness  of  strike.  The  new  bronze  cent  was  coined 
under  authority  of  the  Act  of  April  22,  1864,  which  set  the  alloy  and  made 
the  coins  legal  tender  up  to  a  maximum  of  ten  cents.  Due  to  wartime  condi¬ 
tions,  however,  hoarding  of  cents  by  the  public  and  speculators  continued 
through  the  early  summer  of  1864  (#2276) 

639  1865.  Plain  5.  SEGS  graded  MS-64  Red  &  Brown.  The  wood-grain  effect 
arises  from  the  uneven  alloy  mix  of  the  planchet.  When  the  bar  of  copper 
(French  bronze  in  this  instance)  is  rolled  to  the  correct  thickness,  the  rolling 
process  “stretches”  the  metal  in  one  direction,  thus  imparting  the  parallel  — 
and  some  consider  very  charming  —  wood-grain  texture.  A  glossy  brown 
specimen  with  some  repunching  on  the  date  as  often  found  on  1865-69  era 
cents  (#2083) 


1860.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  This  is  the  first  year  of  the  Indian  Cent  design 
featuring  an  oak  wreath  with  a  sprig  of  olive  for  the  reverse;  the  two  halves  of 
the  wreath  and  three  arrows  are  knotted  at  the  base  with  a  ribbon,  and  a 
Union  shield  at  the  top.  This  design  would  be  used  exactly  as  you  see  it 
through  the  end  of  the  series  in  1909  with  only  tiny  modifications  along  the 
way.  The  1860  is  the  second  most  difficult  Proof  issue  in  the  series,  and  it  is 
very  difficult  to  locate  in  choice  Proof  64  condition,  although  not  so  expen¬ 
sive  that  it  will  dissuade  bidders.  It  is  believed  that  the  majority  of  the  542 
Proofs  were  struck  only  once,  which  would  seem  to  explain  the  lack  of  high- 
point  sharpness  and  the  typical  moderate  reflectivity  seen  in  the  fields  on 
most  1860  Proofs.  A  handsome  piece  for  the  collector  (#2253) 


1862.  NGC  graded  MS-66.  After-glow  bright  golden  red  to  brownish  cart¬ 
wheel  luster  radiates  on  both  sides  of  this  minimally  toned  example  from 
1 862.  What’s  more,  the  word  “deficiency”  isn’t  in  the  cards  when  it  comes  to 
this  coin’s  detail;  in  fact,  outstanding  is  the  word  to  describe  the  striking 
detail  on  the  feathers,  in  the  oak  leaves,  and  on  the  shield  (#2064)

640  1867.  NGC  graded  Proof  65  Red  &  Brown.  A  beautiful  smoothly  mirrored 

gem  Proof  with  some  light  cameo  frosted  effects  on  the  main  design.  This  is 
an  exceptional  attractive  example  for  this  date.  The  color  is  a  nice  blend  of 
natural  copper-brown  with  areas  of  golden  red.  The  dies  used  for  Proofs  this 
year  often  show  anomalies,  which  sometimes  get  mistaken  for  problems  on 
the  coin.  On  the  obverse  there  is  always  a  die  line  on  the  neck,  which  to  the 
uninitiated  eye  may  look  like  a  scratch.  The  reverse  is  from  a  leftover  die  used 
in  1865-66.  By  1867  it  has  acquired  numerous  die  polishing  marks  which 
many  mistake  for  hairlines.  None  of  these  are  grade  limiting  and  are  on  all 
examples  seen  to  date.  Only  850  to  1,100  Proofs  estimated  for  1867,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  most  recent  (Bowers)  reference  guide  estimates  (#2289) 


641  1868.  NGC  graded  Proof  64  Red  &  Brown.  155  degree  rotated  dies,  some¬ 

thing  often  found  on  1868-dated  Proofs.  While  NGC  terms  this  an  “error,” 
collectors  for  decades  and  decades  simply  accepted  the  fact  that  about  half  the 
mintage  of  1868  Proofs,  along  with  a  fair  number  of  1903  Proof  Liberty 
nickels  for  that  matter,  were  struck  from  rotated  dies.  Most  1868  proofs  from 
an  estimated  750  to  1,000  mintage  are  red  and  brown.  In  1888  a  “minor 
Proof  set”  could  be  purchased  at  the  mint,  this  containing  the  Indian  cent, 
two-cent  piece,  nickel  three-cent  piece,  and  Shield  nickel  —  total  face  value 
of  1 1  cents  —  for  1 5  cents! 


642  1868.  NGC  graded  Mint  Error  Proof  64  Red  &  Brown.  Rotated  dies. 

Another  sharply  made,  attractively  toned  specimen  for  the  collector  who,  as 
he  acquires  Proofs  for  his  collection,  will  no  doubt  become  even  more  fond 
of  these  handsome  pieces.  The  year  1 868  was  an  election  cycle,  where  Ulysses 
S.  Grant  (born  Hiram  Ulysses  Grant)  was  voted  president  of  the  United 
States.  He  would  serve  two  terms  in  office. 


643  1869.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Red  &  Brown.  A  truly  pleasing  moderately 

deep  mirror  toned  gem  with  a  beautiful  frosted  contrast  on  the  head  of  Lib¬ 
erty  decked  out  in  a  feathered  headdress.  Not  even  a  hint  of  contact  marks  so 
there  is  nothing  to  keep  this  coin  from  its  assigned  66  level.  Many  times  die 
polishing  lines  in  the  fields  on  1869  Proof  cents  may  be  mistaken  for  hair¬ 
lines. 

The  scarcer  dates  in  the  late  1860s  and  early  1870s  are  found  with  moder¬ 
ately  deep  mirrors,  which  is  a  plus  in  anyone’s  book.  It  seems  the  reverse  dies 
were  normally  held  over  and  used  for  many  years,  being  repolished  many 
times  throughout  its  life.  Proof  distribution  for  1869  is  estimated  by  the 
Bowers  Indian  Cent  guidebook  at  between  850  and  1,100  pieces.  “Most  are 
red  and  brown.  Some  were  sloppily  made.”  Fortunately,  the  present  example 
is  very  sharp  and  full  featured,  with  no  hint  of  “sloppiness”  about  it.  A  first- 
class  gem!  (#2295) 


644  1869.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63  Red.  A  remarkably  bright  deep  mirror  gem 

with  a  beautiful  cameo  contrast  on  Liberty  and  the  wreath.  Only  a  couple  of 
light  hairlines  lie  on  the  surface  or  are  hidden  in  the  portrait,  so  keeping  this 
coin  from  an  even  higher  level.  The  otherwise  pinkish-orange  luster  deepens 
to  crimson  colors  in  a  few  areas  and  is  remarkably  attractive  and  striking  in 
its  coppery  originality!  Scarce  so  fine  (The  coin  has  an  Eagle  Eye  Photo  Seal 
sticker  attesting  to  the  PCGS  grade  of  Proof  63  Red.  “Grading  the  graders” 
is  a  uniquely  American  preoccupation,  seen  only  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic, 
no  doubt  much  to  the  amusement  of  Europeans  and  others  who  first  learn 
about  such  antics.)  (#2296) 


645  1871.  NGC  graded  Proof  65  Red  &  Brown.  Deeply  set  golden-red  and 

brown  luster  boogie-woogies  across  both  sides  of  this  impeccably  preserved 
coin  making  it  a  lively  specimen.  At  certain  angles,  the  surface  reveals  elec¬ 
trifying  iridescent  undertones  that  serve  to  enhance  the  already  impressive 
eye  appeal  and  firm  “gem  quality”  of  the  65  Red  and  Brown  grade  level.  Last¬ 
ly,  the  surfaces  are  blemish-free,  spot-free,  and  disagreement-free  with  pow¬ 
erful  striking  definition  on  the  main  devices.  Like  the  1870  issue,  the  1871 
is  an  important  Proof  year  due  to  the  scarcity  of  business  strikes  (#2301) 
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Indian  Head  Cents 


646  1879.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Brown.  A  lovely  deep-toned  gem  specimen 

with  exciting  iridescent  color  that  firmly  establishes  its  superior  quality.  Only 
3,200  Proofs  were  made  in  1879.  As  with  most  high-quality  pieces  from  this 
year,  the  toning  is  a  rich  brown  color  often  with  nuances  of  iridescent  blue 
and  other  shades  (Includes  Eagle  Eye  Photo  Seal  sticker  on  the  holder.) 
(#2324) 


647  1880.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66  Red  &  Brown.  A  jewel!  The  surfaces  are  deep 

with  reddish-brown  luster  and  Proof  mirror  “sparkle”  and  show  none  of  the 
muting  often  seen  on  1880  Proofs.  A  generous  amount  of  crisp  detail  for  the 
type  as  well,  including  those  areas  with  the  usual  weak  metal  flows  into  the 
deepest  channels  of  the  dies  leaving  the  centers  bold,  such  as  the  feather  ends 
and  top  leaves  in  the  wreath  (#2328) 


648  1884.  NGC  graded  Proof  67  Brown.  A  fully  brown  and  highly  glossy  Gem 

Proof  with  exquisite  design  details  and  deeply  mirrored,  iridescently  toned 
fields.  Each  side  exhibits  a  harmonizing  tone  scheme.  Furthermore,  as  expect¬ 
ed  of  the  grade,  there  are  no  spots  or  contact  marks.  Few  finer  Proof  1884 
examples  have  been  certified  by  either  service  (#2339) 


649  1885.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Brown.  A  scarcer  year  both  in  Proof  quality  as 

well  as  the  business  strikes.  Sleek  deep  steel  brown  color  resides  on  both  sides, 
with  the  underlying  mirror  surface  gleaming.  A  gem!  (#2342) 


650  1887.  SEGS  graded  MS-63  Brown.  Glossy  golden  brown  with  accents  of 

color.  A  sharp  example. 

Note  that  in  1887,  a  number  of  unused  1886  dies  were  overdated,  including 
at  least  three  different  dies  for  nickel  three-cent  pieces  and  multiple  dies  for 
Morgan  dollars.  It  would  not  surprise  us  if  an  1887/6  Indian  cent  turns  up 
someday,  but  we  have  never  heard  even  a  rumor  of  one  (#2157) 


651  1888.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Brown.  A  favorite  issue  with  collectors  and 

very  difficult  to  find  in  such  superlative  condition.  The  color  is  deep  warm 
brown  with  glossy  iridescence  over  both  sides,  and  the  holder  comes  with  an 
Eagle  Eye  Photo  seal  sticker  confirming  the  66  Brown  grade.  Only  4,582 
pieces  were  minted.  Red  Proofs  of  1888  are  almost  unavailable,  but  that  is  no 
matter,  since  most  Proofs  show  beautiful  toning  like  this  fine  example 
(#2351) 


652  1888.  NGC  graded  Proof  65  Brown.  This  is  a  lovely  gem  brown  Proof  of

This  is  an  attractive  low-end  mint  state 
whose  value  is  consistent  across  the  span  of  years,  increasing  steadily  as  new 
entrants  arrive  in  the  coin  collecting  hobby.

655  1904.  NGC  graded  Proof  65  Brown.  Deep  brown  surfaces  with  beautiful 
shades  of  iridescence.  Only  1,817  Proofs  minted.  On  cents  of  this  year,  the  4 
in  the  date  is  tilted  slightly  to  the  right  (business  strikes  as  well  as  Proofs),  so 
that  the  base  of  the  4  is  not  parallel  to  the  curve  of  the  denticles,  but  tilts 
downward  to  the  right  (#2399) 

656  1907.  NGC  graded  MS-65  Brown.  A  frosty  gem  with  nice  brown  color 
(#2408)

663  1913-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-64  Red  &  Brown.  This  fully  struck  D-mint 
coin  has  muted  reddish-orange  surfaces  blending  nicely  into  natural  brown,

667  1917.  NGC  graded  AU-53  Brown  FS-013.  DDO.  This  is  the  scarce  Dou¬ 
bled  Die  Obverse  variety,  a  rarely  offered  Red  Book  variety  with  clear  dou¬ 
bling  on  the  date  (although  not  as  boldly  doubled  as  on  the  1936,  1955,  or 
1972  doubled  die  cents).  Deep  steel  brown  surfaces  with  ample  remaining 
luster  (#2495) 

668  1919.  ANACS  graded  MS-63  Red  &  Brown.  Lustrous  with  some  residual 
mint  color  in  the  fields  and  devices.  Choice  (#2514) 


669  1922.  No  D.  Strong  reverse.  PCGS  graded  AU-50.  Die  Pair  2.  Demand  for 

new  cents  fell  so  low  in  1922  that  only  the  Denver  mint  produced  the 
denomination.  Although  7.1  million  were  struck  (an  unexceptional  sum  for 
a  20th  century  cent),  the  overall  workmanship  was  poor.  Two  No  D  varieties 
(Die  Pairs  1  and  3)  were  created  when  grease  or  other  contaminants  filled  the 
mintmark  cavity  on  the  obverse  die.  Coins  of  these  varieties  are  generally  val¬ 
ued  lower  than  examples  of  Die  Pair  2,  which  were  produced  when  the  D 
mintmark  was  removed  by  excessive  die  polishing.  As  a  result  of  this  polish¬ 
ing,  the  obverse  die  left  a  soft  impression  on  all  examples  of  this  die  marriage. 
The  reverse  is  much  clearer  because  a  new  anvil  die  was  put  into  use  before 
the  weak,  repolished  obverse  die  was  removed. 

The  1922-D  Lincoln  cent  is  a  difficult  issue  to  locate  in  the  finer  circulated 
grades  like  About  Uncirculated,  and  the  No  D  Strong  Reverse  is  even  rarer. 
The  present  coin  is  a  handsome  glossy  brown  to  reddish  specimen  that  col¬ 
lectors  will  appreciate.  Both  sides  are  layered  in  rich,  glossy-brown  patina 
with  only  a  few  marks  present.

1923.  PCGS  graded  MS-67  Red.  Brilliant,  lustrous,  and  very  nice,  full  orig¬ 
inal  mint  orange  beginning  to  fade  to  natural  golden  red.  This  is  a  pristine 
coin  of  incredible  quality,  never  dipped,  improved,  or  enhanced  in  any  way, 
but  marvelous  simply  as  is,  and  even  better  than  those  pulled  from  original 
rolls  since  it  lacks  marks  (#2545) 


672  1925-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-64  Red.  A  pleasing  and  colorful  deep  glowing 

red  example  of  this  popular  D-mint  issue.  This  is  a  nicely  struck  example 
exhibiting  fine  detail  to  all  the  high  points,  barring  only  a  few  areas  consis¬ 
tent  with  lightly  worn  dies  (#2563)

Once  the  U.S.  government  slapped  an 
embargo  on  the  Japanese  nation  in  the  summer  of  1941,  the  wheels  were  set 
in  motion  for  the  eventual  (and  long  expected)  outbreak  of  war  with  that 
country’s  government.  The  “surprise”  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  in  December 
1941  is  this  year’s  most  newsworthy  event  for  an  American.  Yet  the  present 
Proof  1941  seems  to  outlive  those  difficult  days  in  its  serene  beauty  and  con¬ 
tented  residence  in  this  NGC  grading  holder  (#3349) 

1954-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-67  Red.  Rich  gold  and  fiery  red  are  the  order  of 
the  day  where  this  gem  cent  is  concerned.  Adding  to  those  results,  a  word 
about  strike:  this  piece  has  all  but  needle-sharp  devices,  with  gorgeous  detail 
on  the  wheat  ears,  and  strong  relief  on  Lincoln’s  likeness  (#2821) 

1973-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-66  Red.  Deep  autumnal  shades  of  red,  gold,  and 
pinkish  rose  vie  for  dominance  on  this  deeply  vibrant  gem.  A  frosty  red  spec¬ 
imen  with  all  of  the  characteristics  of  the  66  Red  grade  (#2962) 

1999-P.  ANACS  graded  MS-64  Red.  A  handsome  error  coin  with  partial 
brockage  on  a  broadstruck  type.  Clear  date  and  nice  coloration.  Small  split 
in  the  planchet  at  top.

Unusu¬ 
al  Lincoln  Memorial  cent  obverse  brockage  with  portions  of  the  Lincoln 
Memorial  faintly  impressed  over  the  mushed-out  portrait  of  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln.  No  date  discernible,  but  on  this  type  of  error,  that  hardly  matters.  A 
pleasing  example. 


680  Nearly  Complete  Set  of  Lincoln  Cents  in  Dansco  Album.  Contains  one  of 
each  date  and  mintmark  in  the  Lincoln  series  between  1909  and  1996-S, 
with  just  the  1909-S  VDB  and  1922  Plain  missing.  Set  is  otherwise  complete 
through  1996-S,  with  additional  modern  dates  thrown  in  (including  1997- 
D,  1997-S,  1998-S,  1999,  2000-D,  2001,  2001-D,  2002-S  and  2004-D). 
Set  also  includes  four  duplicates  of  the  1931-S.  Nice  set  in  Average  Circulat¬ 
ed  to  Better  condition  including  many  Mint  States.

683  1855.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Desirable  Type  2  issue  and  one  that  also  hap¬ 
pens  to  have  the  lowest  mintage  in  the  1854-58  design:  139,000.  This  is  an 
especially  frosty  coin  whose  choice  quality  and  obvious  originality  should 
attract  notice.  Nice  original  dusky  gold  and  gray  mottled  toning  over  lustrous 
surfaces.  On  old  obverse  fingerprint  is  visible. 

This  smallest  of  United  States  silver  coins  was  authorized  by  Congress  March 
3,  1851.  The  first  issues  of  1851-53  were  struck  at  an  alloy  standard  of  .750 
fine  (75%  silver);  later  issues,  starting  with  1854,  are  from  normal  90%  sil¬ 
ver,  10%  copper  alloy  of  the  other  standard  silver  coins  then  in  use  (#3702) 

684  1862,  2  over  1.  NGC  graded  MS-66.  Dappled  silvery  gray  and  blue,  the 
toning  rests  upon  gemmy  original  surfaces  unmarred  by  meaningful  marks  or 
hairlines.  A  strong  strike  as  well,  making  this  a  desirable  1862/1  overdate 
specimen.  Deficiency  isn’t  in  the  cards  when  it  comes  to  this  coin’s  detail,  in 
fact,  outstanding  is  the  word  to  describe  the  striking  detail  on  star,  the  cen¬ 
tral  shield,  and  the  components  of  the  reverse  design.

1872.  NGC  graded  MS-63.  A  choice,  well  toned  example.  The  mintage  of 
three-cent  silvers  started  off  in  the  1850s  with  reasonably  large  numbers,  but 
then  declined  steadily  into  the  1 860s.  It  didn’t  help  that  the  mint  began  to 
strike  a  competing  nickel  three-cent  piece  in  1865.  By  the  year  1872,  only 
1,000  coins  were  made  for  circulation  (with  950  addition  Proofs  made  for 
sale  to  collectors)  (#3693)

700  1912.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Attractive  toning  and  swirling  mirrors  on  both 
sides.

What 
one  sees  usually  on  this  mint’s  coinage  is  a  very  convincing  impression  left  by 
the  recoil  of  the  dies;  greatly  to  our  pleasure  and  the  bidders’  enjoyment,  and 
confirming  this  observation,  that  is  exactly  the  case  here.  This  coin  is  sharp, 
very  sharp,  in  fact,  for  a  desirable  Type  1  (buffalo  on  mound)  Proof. 

Proof  coins  of  the  Indian  head/buffalo  nickel  type  were  struck  for  sale  to  col¬ 
lectors  from  1913  through  1916  and  again  in  1936  and  1937  The  Proof  five- 
cent  pieces  of  1913-16  are  normally  referred  to  as  “matte”  Proofs,  but  this 
term  is  misleading.  True  matte  Proofs  have  a  dullish  finish  completely  dis¬ 
similar  to  the  surfaces  of  normal  circulation  strikes,  and  this  technique  of 
Proofing  was  used  by  the  Mint  exclusively  for  its  gold  coinage  of  1908  and 
1911-15,  as  well  as  for  isolated  issues  of  later  years  that  were  not  sold  pub¬ 
licly  (commemorative  half  dollars). 

The  Proof  nickels  of  1913-16,  like  the  cents  of  those  years,  actually  possess  a 
satin  finish.  This  varies  in  texture  slightly  from  one  date  to  the  next  and  even 
within  a  single  year’s  coinage.  When  found  pristine,  these  coins  are  extreme¬ 
ly  beautiful  and  visibly  distinctive  from  currency  strikes  (#3988) 


703  1913.  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  MS-67.  A  gleaming  gem  of  the  highest  quali¬ 

ty  for  this  popularly  collected  Type  1  design.  Full  cartwheel  luster  blends 
smoothly  with  pale  golden  highlights  on  the  frosted  surfaces  which  are  sub¬ 
limely  original.  Superb!  (#3915) 


704  1916.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  The  satiny  golden  color  is  especially  vibrant 

on  both  sides.  A  blunt  impression  is  often  left  by  the  recoil  of  the  dies  that 
struck  business  strike  buffaloes,  but  Proofs  are  always  razor-sharp;  for  this 
reason,  we  can  report  that  this  specimen,  in  tune  with  the  few  other  gems  of 
its  caliber,  is  outstanding  in  its  detail  and  sharpness,  eye-appeal  and  visual 
perfection. 

No  surprisingly,  given  their  low  mintage,  the  1916  Proofs  are  the  rarest  of  the 
early  period  Proof  buffalo  nickels.  Some  portion  of  the  600  pieces  coined  was 
almost  certainly  consigned  to  oblivion  when  the  Mint  ceased  sales  of  Proof 
coins  at  the  end  of  this  year  (#3993) 


705  1918-D,  8  over  7.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  Collectors  of  this  series  well  know 

that  the  1918/7-D  is  the  most  eagerly  sought  variety  in  the  buffalo  nickel 
herd  of  dates.  Research  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  overdate  was  cre¬ 
ated  in  the  Engraving  Department  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  sometime  in  late 
1917.  At  the  time,  the  Mint  was  making  dies  for  both  1917  and  1918-dated 
nickel  production.  Since  a  working  die  takes  two  or  more  impressions  from 
a  working  hub  before  it  is  ready  for  use  in  the  coining  press,  it  is  under¬ 
standable  how  this  overdate  was  created.  One  of  the  working  obverse  dies 
that  had  already  received  an  impression  from  a  1917-dated  working  hub, 
then  received  a  second,  but  from  one  dated  1918.  Whether  this  was  done 
accidentally  or  intentionally  is  not  known,  but  we  do  know  that  this  obverse 
was  shipped  to  the  Denver  Mint  and  used  to  deliver  a  small  portion  of  the 
8.3  million-coin  delivery  recorded  there  in  1918. 

The  1918/7-D  is  rare  in  all  grades,  with  a  choice  About  Uncirculated  55 
example  of  this  coin’s  caliber  and  originality  the  most  prevalent  range 
requested  among  collectors.  The  number  of  Mint  State  coins  extant  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  conjecture,  high  prices  often  preclude  even  the  more  eager  collectors 
from  obtaining  one  in  this  condition.  This  handsome  coin  represents  the 
finest  in  technical  quality  that  one  will  probably  ever  have  the  opportunity  to 
acquire  for  an  AU55  overdate  nickel.  Both  sides  are  as  we  said  original  in 
appearance  with  light-gray  toning  that  yields  to  pale  golden  shadings  around 
the  devices.  The  strike  is  pleasingly  sharp  in  most  areas,  with  neither  side 
revealing  any  outwardly  distracting  carbon  flecks  or  abrasions  othei  than  a 
small  line  across  the  Indian’s  features.  Lustrous  and  attractive,  this  coin  is  des¬ 
tined  to  create  a  nice  stir  among  bidders  when  the  time  comes  to  establish  a 
price  for  it  (#3939) 
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711  1830.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Silver-white  to  light  gray  toned  satin  frost  is; 

boldly  hypnotic  on  this  fresh-appearing  early  bust  half  dime.  Substantial 
detail  to  the  highpoints  of  Liberty  on  this  fine  example,  although  an  ineffec¬ 
tual  imprint  was  left  in  a  few  areas  by  the  recoil  of  the  dies,  mainly  on  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  eagle  s  wing.  Still  and  all  a  first-class  gem  for  the  Type  Set  buyer. 

In  the  1820s  the  port  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  was  in  danger.  The  threat  came 
from  the  newly  opened  Erie  Canal  and  the  proposed  construction  of  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  that  would  parallel  the  Potomac  River  from 
Washington,  DC  to  Cumberland,  Maryland.  These  new  water  routes 
promised  to  give  a  commercial  advantage  to  the  West  that  would  bypass  Bal¬ 
timore’s  thriving  harbor  and  hurl  the  city  into  an  economic  backwater.  Some¬ 
thing  had  to  be  done. 

The  local  entrepreneurs  looked  across  the  Atlantic  to  England  and  found  an 
answer  in  the  newly  developed  railroad.  In  1828,  a  Maryland  syndicate,  led 
by  Charles  Carroll  —  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
—  broke  ground  for  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad.  The  railroads  objec¬ 
tive  was  to  connect  Baltimore  with  the  Ohio  River  and  the  West.  Initially,  the 
railroad’s  power  was  to  be  provided  by  horses.  However,  it  soon  became  obvi¬ 
ous  that  animal  muscle  was  no  match  for  the  long  distances  and  mountain¬ 
ous  terrain  that  would  have  to  be  traveled.  The  solution  lay  with  the  steam 
engine. 

In  1830,  the  year  this  half  dime  was  minted,  the  B&O  Railroad  had  extend¬ 
ed  its  track  from  Baltimore  to  the  village  of  Ellicott  s  Mills  thirteen  miles  to 
the  west  and  began  service  pulled  by  an  engine  called  the  “Tom  Thumb,” 
Americas  first  steam  locomotive  (#4277)

toned  yet  still  silvery  effervescent  luster.  A  successful  strike  was  left  by  the 
rebound  of  the  dies  that  coined  this  half  dime,  but  with  the  usual  frosty 
“halo”  around  Liberty  and  some  minor  weakness  in  a  few  feathers  on  the 
eagle  (#4278)

706  1920-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Natural  original  nickel-gray  patina.  It  is  the 

often-seen  striking  defects,  rather  than  innate  rarity,  that  explains  the  elu¬ 
siveness  of  the  1920-D  in  gem  condition.  That  is  why  the  1920-D  buffalo  is 
a  less  obtainable  issue  in  any  Mint  State  grade  and  the  tendency  for  poorly 
struck  coins  makes  it  a  vertical  desirable  item  as  a  Gem.  The  example  that  we 
are  offering  here  is  far  more  sharply  struck  than  most  survivors  —  and  one 
would  have  to  look  long  and  hard  to  locate  a  comparable  coin.  We  do,  how¬ 
ever,  note  some  softness  of  detail  over  the  central  highpoints  on  both  sides, 
as  well  as  the  bison’s  head  on  the  reverse.  This  feature,  however,  is  minimal 
for  the  issue,  and  its  effect  on  the  overall  grade  or  appearance  is  nominal

07  1926-S.  PCGS  graded  AU-50.  Key  date  in  the  series:  only  970,000  minted 

and  in  increasing  demand  from  new  collectors  entering  the  market.  A  lus¬ 
trous  coin  with  generally  ample  detail  on  the  main  devices  but  with  the  pro¬ 
viso  of  the  usual  softness  in  certain  components  of  the  buffalo  (head,  shoul¬ 
der,  etc.)  Light,  neutral  russet-gray  toning  (#3959) 

708  1930-S.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  Sparkling  nickel-fresh  iridescence  imbues  this 

satiny  beauty  with  a  life  of  its  own.  Add  a  high  degree  of  luster  and  the  appeal 
is  virtually  irresistible.  One  of  the  more  popular  depression-era  years  (#3970) 
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Capped  Bust  Half  Dimes  and  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dimes 


713  1834.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  A  frosty  gem  with  eruptions  of  deep  gray-brown 

toning  on  both  sides.  Nearly  fully  struck,  however  just  a  hint  of  limitation  in 
the  detail  at  the  eagle’s  wing  as  almost  always  occurs.  1 834  initiated  a  major 
readjustment  in  the  weight  of  America’s  gold  coins;  silver  half  dimes  had  to 
wait  until  their  turn  in  1837  when  the  mint  revised  the  designs  (although  did 
not  tinker  with  the  silver  content)  (#4281)

714  1837.  No  stars,  small  date.  NGC  graded  MS-66.  A  simply  stunning  exam¬ 

ple  of  the  1 837  No  Stars  Type,  the  strike  is  noteworthy  for  this  often  poorly 
preserved  type.  The  focal  features  are  all  sharply  defined,  including  all  the 
delicate  features  of  Liberty;  plus,  the  luster  is  full  with  a  richly  frosted  sheen. 
Bright  and  still  gently  toned. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  1830s  Mint  officials  decided  to  spruce  up  the  sil¬ 
ver  coinage.  They  picked  Christian  Gobrecht  to  redesign  the  half  dimes  (and 
dimes),  among  other  pieces,  for  which  he  created  his  now-famous  rendition 
of  an  allegorical  Liberty  seated  on  a  boulder;  in  one  hand  she  supports  a 
shield,  while  in  her  other,  a  pole  with  liberty  cap  dangling  from  the  end. 
Gobrecht’s  motif  first  appeared  on  silver  dollars  of  1836.  Dimes  and  hall 
dimes  followed  in  1837,  with  stars  added  in  1838.  But  then  the  heavy  hand 
of  mediocrity  descended  like  a  leaden  weight  upon  a  lovely  rose;  for  no  sane 
reason,  the  mint  told  Robert  Ball  Hughes  to  remodel  Gobrecht’s  delicate  Lib¬ 
erty.  This  he  did.  The  results  were,  shall  we  say,  less  than  favorable?  The  1 837 
Gem  quality. half  dime  offered  here  looks  exactly  like  Gobrecht  meant  his 
innovative  design  to  look.  Do  yourself  a  favor  and  acquire  it  for  your  collec¬ 
tion  (#4312) 


715  1838.  Stars,  no  drapery.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  in 
1838  added  stars  to  Gobrecht’s  “starless’  motif  of  1837  and  continuing 
through  November  1 840,  created  the  familiar  (and  short-lived)  “no  drapery 
Type.  It  was  produced  in  only  three  calendar  years.  The  first  year  1 838  enjoys 
large  collector  interest  which  we  suspect  arises  from  the  constant  availability 
in  nice  frosty  Mint  condition  coins  like  the  present  specimen.  For  the  sort  of 
collector  who  wants  to  add  a  superior  bit  of  Americana  to  his  or  her  coin  col¬ 
lection,  this  attractively  toned  Gem  Mint  State  65  might  be  in  your  future. 
Both  sides  are  naturally  toned;  both  sides  enjoy  basking  in  the  comfort  of  full 
frosty  originality.  While  this  isn’t  the  single  finest-graded  1838  No  Drapery 
half  dime,  it  is  certain  to  please  anyone  who  studies  it  for  a  few  minutes  and, 
as  inevitably  happens,  falls  in  love  with  it  (#4317) 

716  1838.  Small  stars.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  Deeply  toned,  yet  basically  full  gem 
quality  in  appearance.  The  few  wispy  abrasions  visible  under  magnification 
do  not  detract  from  the  overall  pleasing  eye  appeal  of  this  Gem  early  No 
Drapery  seated  Liberty  half  dime.  Half  dimes  with  this  design  were  minted 
only  in  1838-40  before  the  mint  authorized  Robert  Ball  Hughes  to  re¬ 
engrave  the  master  hub,  resulting  in  a  thick  drapery  fold  below  Liberty’s 
elbow  (#4318) 


717  1841-0.  NGC  graded  MS-66.  This  issue’s  original  mintage  of  815,000 

pieces  may  be  respectable  by  the  standards  of  the  early  Seated  Hall  Dime 
series,  but  it  is  still  limited  in  an  absolute  sense.  Add  to  this  a  heavy  rate  of 
attrition  from  domestic  circulation  and  one  can  easily  understand  why  the 
1841-0  is  a  scarce-to-rare  coin  in  all  grades.  Gems  (MS-65  and  MS-66)  cur¬ 
rently  number  just  four  pieces  at  PCGS  and  NGC,  and  all  ol  these  coins  eas¬ 
ily  qualify  as  high  Condition  Census.  NGC  holder  #549158-007. 

As  befits  the  die  marriage,  this  gorgeous  example  possesses  overall  sharp  strik¬ 
ing  definition  that  is  perhaps  most  praiseworthy  over  Liberty’s  head  and  foot 
on  the  obverse.  Shimmering,  softly  frosted  luster  is  full  throughout,  and  the 
surfaces  are  untoned  save  for  the  lightest  whispers  of  golden  iridescence  here 
and  there  at  the  rims.  With  no  outwardly  distracting  handling  marks,  this 
coin  is  solidly  graded  at  the  MS-66  level. 

Light  clash  marks  (as  struck)  are  seen  in  a  few  isolated  field  areas  around  the 
central  devices,  particularly  on  the  reverse.  A  magnifying  glass  also  reveals  evi¬ 
dence  of  light  die  rust  (again,  as  made)  both  in  the  fields  and  over  several  of 
the  devices.  The  latter  feature  is  seen  quite  often  on  seated  Liberty  coinage 
from  the  New  Orleans  Mint. 

NGC  Census:  just  2;  with  a  single  MS-67  example  finer.  PCGS  reports  no 
coins  in  MS-66  and  one  piece  in  MS-67  (#4329) 
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Seated  Liberty  Half  Dimes  and  Draped  Bust  Dimes 


718  1841-0.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Lustrous  and  very  attractively  toned.  Much 

scarcer  by  far  than  the  1841  Philadelphia  Mint  this  year  (#4329) 


19  1852-0.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Highly  lustrous  and  at  first  blush  this  could 

easily  be  construed  as  a  full  Mint  State  coin.  The  1852-0,  as  with  other  New 
Orleans  mint  half  dimes,  is  scarce  to  very  scarce  in  higher  grade.  Many  were 
subsequently  melted  after  passage  of  the  Coinage  Act  of  1853  reduced  the  sil¬ 
ver  content  of  the  coins,  necessitating  withdrawal  of  “old  tenor”  coins  from 
circulation  for  remelting.  Mintage:  260,000,  but  a  large  percentage  of  this 
issue  was  melted  (#4350) 


7 22  1858.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  This  example  has  shimmering  milky  surfaces 
and  gorgeous  russet  brown  to  blue  toning,  mainly  at  the  rims.  One  would  be 
hard  put  to  find  a  more  truly  beautiful  gem  specimen  of  a  popular  half  dime 
issue  with  not  even  a  hint  of  problems.  This  design  lasted  from  1840  until 
1859  when  the  mint  decided  to  alter  the  legends  by  moving  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  from  the  reverse  to  the  obverse.  It  is  known  as  the 
Stars  Obverse  Type,  for  this  reason,  with  13  miniature  stars  arrayed  in  a  cres¬ 
cent  around  Liberty  (#4367)

723  1862.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  A  sparkling  and  lustrous  toned  gem,  a  satiny 
beauty  with  fully  defined  design  features  under  the  natural  gray  patina  plus  a 
burst  of  unending  originality  on  both  sides  (#4381) 

724  1869.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Brilliant  and  satiny  with  nice  detail  in  the  main 
areas  such  as  Liberty’s  gown  and  shield  as  well  as  most  parts  of  the  “wreath  of 
cereals’  on  the  reverse.  Early  PCGS  holder.  Excellent  coin  to  put  in  a  19th 
century  Type  set  (#4394) 

725  1873.  PCGS  graded  MS-62.  This  well  struck  little  coin  has  ample  luster  and 
peripheral  color  to  add  spice  to  anyone’s  collection.  It  is  contained  in  one  of 
the  pre-1989  holders.  There  are  suggestions  for  a  higher  grade  (#4404) 


20  1853.  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Another  in  a  very  early  PCGS  holder, 

pre-1989  (the  dot-matrix  printed  tear- apart  label  is  a  dead  giveaway).  Hand¬ 
some  and  original,  with  light  golden  brown  toned  luster  throughout  and 
decent,  if  not  quite  bold  strike  on  the  main  devices.  The  With  Arrows  motif 
was  used  in  1853-55  to  denote  a  change  in  the  silver  standard  of  America’s 
coins  (#4356) 


721  1854.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  This  boldly  struck  Gem  Proof  example  is  one 

of  a  three-year-only  type.  Both  sides  display  razor-sharpness  show  from  well 
made  dies.  Liberty’s  features  are  crisp  and  plain  with  the  wreath  on  the  reverse 
just  as  sharp  and  showing  nice  inner  details  like  the  tiny  leaf  veins.  Medium 
toned  overall  with  a  nice,  original  look  to  the  patina.  Originality  and  fresh¬ 
ness  are  the  two  key  elements  which  strike  potential  buyers  when  examining 
this  coin.  NGC  holder  1716007-060. 

1  he  1854  is  rare  in  Proof.  The  precise  population  of  survivors  will  and  must 
remain  unknown.  The  Breen  encyclopedia  wrote  that  they  were  very  rare, 
which  any  perusal  of  auctions  over  the  last  50  years  will  attest  to!  (#4432)

726  1796.  PCGS  graded  JR-4.  EF-45.  A  very  boldly  struck  example  of  this 

important  draped  bust,  small  eagle  Type.  The  central  hair  curls  are  all 
resplendent,  as  are  the  stars  flanking  the  bust  of  Liberty.  On  the  reverse,  the 
eagles  with  its  cloud  and  wreath  arrangement  is  also  enticingly  bold  for  the 
date.  The  color  is  strictly  original:  light  to  medium  silver  gray  without  tar¬ 
nish  spotting  or  streaks.  The  mint  act  of  April  2,  1792  allowed  the  United 
States  government  to  strike  cents,  half  dimes,  dimes,  quarters,  half  dollars,  sil¬ 
ver  dollars,  quarter  eagles,  half  eagles,  and  eagles.  Most  of  these  denomina¬ 
tions,  however,  had  to  wait  months  or  even  years  before  their  first  examples 
emerged  from  the  newly  authorized  Philadelphia  Mint.  In  the  particular  case 
of  the  dime,  this  occurred  in  1796  with  the  delivery  of  22,135  pieces  of  the 
Robert  Scot-John  Eckstein  draped  bust,  small  eagle  coins.  This  type  has  long 
been  esteemed  by  numismatists  because  it  was  supplanted  by  the  heraldic 
eagle  series  after  only  two  years  of  production  (1796  and  1797). 

The  1796  is  the  more  frequently  offered  of  the  two  small  eagle  dates.  All  the 
same,  it  enjoys  stronger  collector  demand  as  a  first-year  issue.  There  are  six 
known  die  marriages  of  the  1796  Dime.  This  is  JR-4.  Rarity-4.  A  scarcer  die 
pairing  from  this  highly  collectible  premier  issue,  estimated  to  represent 
about  10  percent  of  the  surviving  population  of  1796  Dimes.  It  is  one  of  the 
best  produced  die  marriages  for  the  year  and  can  be  recognized  by  the  tips  of 
leaves  being  aligned  with  the  edges  ol  the  A  in  STATES  and  the  F  in  OF. 
Additionally,  the  TY  in  LIBERTY  is  joined  at  the  top  of  the  letters  (#4461)

727  1805.  4  berries.  ANACS  graded  MS-62  JR-2.  A  few  alloy  impurity  streaks 

on  the  reverse.  While  technically  Mint  State,  the  dark  gray  toning  masks 
much  of  the  underlying  surface  and  any  sparkle  or  frostiness  retained  in  the 
fields.  About  typical  for  an  1805  dime  in  terms  of  its  strike  definition  as  well. 
This  is  one  of  the  two  most  affordable  years  in  the  draped  bust,  heraldic  eagle 
series  (1798-1807),  with  the  other  being  the  1807  (#4477) 


728  1 807.  PCGS  graded  MS-62  JR- 1 .  Only  the  one  die  pair  for  1 807,  and  a  coin 

with  light  but  not  too  extensive  die  clashing.  For  instance,  UNTED  STATES 
is  much  crisp  and  detailed  than  average  for  this  often  weak  area  of  the  coin. 
Centers,  too,  show  excellent  detail.  Frosty  white  patina  dominates  both  sides, 
although  not  in  full  “bloom”  —  otherwise  this  would  grade  gem  and  be 
many  times  the  price  you’ll  have  to  bid. 

The  year  1 807  was  one  of  great  tension  in  the  United  States.  At  least  the  ten¬ 
sion  was  felt  close  to  the  East  Coast  port  cities  when  President  Jefferson 
slapped  the  Embargo  of  1807  on  entry  of  goods  to  the  various  ports.  Mer¬ 
chants  and  businesses  felt  the  pain  at  once  in  the  form  of  higher  prices  and 
lack  of  goods;  complaints  were  made  but  to  no  avail.  This  one  Act  of  Jeffer- 
sons  caused  him  much  grief  and  lost  support  among  the  moneyed  voters

729  1853.  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  MS-65-  An  unusually  high  quality  gem  for  the 

1853  Arrows  date,  this  specimen  displays  riveting  lustrous  satin  surfaces,  is 
untoned,  with  sharp  detail  including  the  stars,  the  hair  on  Liberty,  and  the 
veins  in  the  leaves  of  the  wreath.  Moving  along,  we  can  gladly  repoit  a  high¬ 
ly  presentable  appearance  and  long  history  of  collector  interest  in  this  3-year

730  1859.  NGC  graded  MS-67.  If  over  the  years  you’ve  probably  adopted  a  gen¬ 

tly  defensive  attitude  when  you  read  about  “a  scintillating,  superb  Gem 
bathed  in  lightning  white  iridescence  with  golden  peripheries”.  If  so,  then 
take  heart,  for  this  1859  half  dime  is  just  that,  a  scintillating  gem.  Both  its 
strike  and  surface  quality  appear  to  leave  little  room  for  improvement  even 
though  a  PCGS  MS68  sample  is  in  the  grading  roster.  This  is  clearly  one  of 
the  nicest  1859  half  dimes  we  have  offered  in  years  and  it  pleases  us  to  no  end 
to  know  that  it  will  find  a  welcome  new  home. 

In  1859,  the  half  dime  got  a  modified  design  and  hollow-center  stars.  This 
change  is  attributed  to  Assistant  Engraver  Anthony  Paquet.  The  second 
remodeling  of  Gobrecht’s  original  design  comes  at  the  end  of  the  Stars 
Obverse  period.  Perhaps  because  the  figure  of  Liberty  itself  was  less  well 
accomplished  than  Robert  Ball  Hughes’s  rendition  of  1840-58,  or  because  he 
did  not  wish  another  engraver  doing  his  work,  Chief  Engraver  James  Lon- 
gacre  changed  the  design  of  the  half  dime  once  more  in  1860,  after  only 
340,000  pieces  of  the  Paquet  1859  pieces  had  been  made  at  the  Philadelphia 
mint.  The  characteristics  of  this  design  earns  it  one-year  type  status,  in  the 
opinion  of  some,  and  has  long  been  an  oversight  which  may  eventually  be 
corrected  (#4619) 


731  1864.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  The  hoarding  of  silver  coins  and  their  removal 
from  circulation  during  the  “War  for  Southern  Secession  explains  the  vastly 
reduced  original  mintage  of  this  P-mint  date.  This  is  a  rare  issue,  no  ifs,  ands, 
or  buts  about  it,  and  the  present  Gem  Mint  State  65  is  one  of  only  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  examples  certified  by  NGC  and  PCGS.  Nicely  and  naturally  toned  in 
the  outer  areas,  the  frosty  surfaces  are  ringed  in  deep  champagne-russet  to  iri¬ 
descent  blue  accents.  Both  sides  are  sharply  struck  by  the  dies,  some  clash 
marks  (as  produced)  are  noted  here  and  there.

1903-0.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  A  high  degree  of  luster  distinguishes  the 
satiny  silver  gray  surfaces  from  others  of  the  O-mint  date  which  are  less  pul¬ 
sating  even  though  in  technically  similar  gem  condition.  Collectors  familiar 
with  the  series  will  recognize  rhis  difference  at  once.  Scarce  (#4831) 


738  1905-0.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Well  toned  with  shades  of  reddish  brown 
and  gray  predominant.  The  O-mint  issue  this  year  is  considerably  scarcer 
than  later  O-mint  Barber  dimes,  with  only  a  handful  of  Gems  certified  and 
even  lesser  quality  Mint  State  pieces  scarce  (#4836) 

739  1916-S.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  Here,  too,  we  are  pleased  to  describe  a  gem  of 
the  finest  MS65  order  whose  rolling  cartwheel  luster  adorns  the  nice  gray- 
brown  surfaces.  Piercingly  sharp  for  the  date,  easily  finer  in  sharpness  than 
many  in  nominally  higher  grades,  this  is  the  final  bow  of  Charles  E.  Barber’s 
coinage,  whose  design  first  appears  in  1892  (#4871)

740  1916-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-63  Full  Bands.  Swimming  in  mint  brilliance  over 
each  side  of  this  sharply  made  choice  toned  specimen  has  full  bands  on  the 
fasces.  The  little  monogram  AW  behind  the  head  of  Liberty  connotes  Adolph 
A.  Weinman,  the  designer  (#4909) 

741  1917.  PCGS  graded  MS-63  Full  Bands.  Frosty  white  with  a  dab  of  pale  hazy 
toning,  the  strike  is  very  sharp  (#4911) 

742  1917-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  The  wintry  blast  of  white  luster  is  utterly 
pleasing  on  this  handsome  ‘  1 7-S  Mercury  dime.  A  dullish  impression  was  left 
after  the  recoil  of  the  dies  that  struck  this,  but  only  on  the  very  top  part  of 
the  two  cross  bands  on  the  reverse;  elsewhere,  the  strike  isn’t  even  close  to 
“dull”  but  is,  instead,  razor-sharp  (#4914) 

743  1920-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  An  especially  well  preserved  and  attractive 
coin  whose  modest  MS63  grade  belies  the  fact  that  it  could  and  might  well 
fit  into  a  much  higher  quality  set  of  Mercury  dimes  and  feel  right  at  home 
(#4930) 


744  1921-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Dancing  cartwheel  luster  careens  off  the 
satiny,  matte-like  surfaces  of  this  attractively  toned  gem  Mercury  dime.  A 
blend  of  shades  can  be  seen  on  both  sides.  The  strike  isn’t  the  usual  somewhat 
spongy  look  of  others  but  instead  is  crisply  detailed  with  only  slight  weakness 
in  the  reverse  cross  bands.  The  1921-D  (1  million  pieces  produced)  is  simi¬ 
lar  in  rarity  to  the  1921  (1.2  million  pieces  produced)  in  most  grades.  At  the

745  1923.  PCGS  graded  MS-64  Full  Bands.  Close  to  gem  quality.  Luminous 
white  surfaces  with  a  little  toning  color  (#4939)

753  1858.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  A  stunner!  Everyone,  young  or  old,  rich  or 

poor,  will  love  this  coin  for  its  superb  toning.  Deep  blue-gray  to  coffee-with- 
cream  throughout,  with  gleaming  mirrors  on  the  obverse,  the  reverse  is  high¬ 
lighted  by  the  same  level  of  glittery  effect  plus  an  outstanding  eagle.  Some 
cataloger  of  rare  coins  years  ago  observed  that  there  is  a  small  left  of  center 
belly  button  on  Liberty  on  the  1858  Proof.  Now  why  anyone  would  care  is 
for  readers  to  conjecture.  Just  the  same,  this  lovely  Proof  66  is  among  the  very 
finest  known  of  a  limited  mintage  of  approximately  100  pieces.  If  you  are 
assembling  a  gem  set  of  seated  Liberty  quarters,  then  here  is  a  great  addition 
to  chase,  even  if  it  means  having  to  contend  with  strong  competition  from 
other  bidders  online,  on  the  phone,  or  on  the  edges  of  their  chair  in  the  auc¬ 
tion  room.  Capturing  a  prize  of  this  quality  and  importance  will  be  the  glory 
of  an  advanced  collection.

756  1861.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  An  hard  to  believe  array  of  deep  blue  mirror 
reflection  supports  razor-sharp  highlights  on  this  scarcer  No  Motto  Proof. 
Nicely  preserved  with  the  design  comparable  to  the  best  preserved  specimens 
of  this  date  and  only  here  and  there  a  faint  hairline  or  two  (#5557)

strike  is  not  just  “nearly  full 


759  1864.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63  Cameo.  An  nice  array  of  blue  toning  supports 

mirror-deep  quality  in  the  fields  and  strong  cameo  frost  on  the  highlights. 
Nicely  struck,  which  is  typical  for  these  carefully  made  Proofs  from  the 
1860s;  later  issues  in  the  1870s  and  1880s  would  see  a  fall-off  in  quality  con¬ 
trol,  but  here,  the  devices  are  needle-sharp  (#85560) 


760  1865.  PCGS  graded  Proof  61  Cameo.  Some  hairlines  and  a  few  ticks  in  the 

fields,  but  still  generally  fresh  appearing  with  its  nice  two-tone  contrast  and 
original  toning.  Only  500  Proofs  minted  in  1865  (#85561) 
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Seated  Liberty  Quarter  Dollars 


761  1866.  With  motto.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65  Cameo.  Coins  dated  1866  are  a 

favorite  of  numismatists.  First,  only  625  Proofs  were  sold  to  collectors  —  a 
small  number  by  anyone’s  reckoning.  Second,  with  the  addition  of  the 
national  motto,  IN,  GOD  WE  TRUST,  a  new  design  was  initiated.  Third, 
American  society  was  striving  to  regain  its  bearings  after  the  twin  disasters  of 
Civil  War  and  Presidential  assassination.  And  last,  the  date  just  looks  inspir¬ 
ing:  1 -8-6-6.  Combine  these  with  the  aforementioned  spectacular  quality 
and  you  have  a  coin  your  friends  and  family  will  be  hounding  you  to  show 
them! 

An  impeccable  Proof  representative  of  this  first  year  of  the  With  Motto 
design,  one  of  a  paltry  725  pieces  originally  struck.  Glittering  surfaces  are 
beautifully  toned  in  multiple  shadings  of  steel,  cobalt-blue,  and  lavender 
leaving  the  centers  mostly  brilliant.  A  gem!  (#85565) 


762  1867.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65  Cameo.  Mintage  declined  somewhat  from 

1866  (725  Proofs)  when  only  625  Proofs  were  minted  and  sold  to  collectors 
of  Proof  sets  in  1867.

Its  high  degree  of  broad-spinning  mirror  luster 
pulses  beneath  rich  purple  gray  and  blue  highlights.  Nicely  struck,  too,  with 
outstanding  detail  in  the  stars,  the  eagle’s  feathers  and  shield,  and  of  course 
on  Liberty’s  dress  folds.

765  1870.  PCGS  graded  Proof  62  Cameo.  Stronger  than  usual  frosted  relief 

gives  this  a  'cameo”  designation  on  the  holder  and  nice  two-tone  quality 
when  viewed  first-hand.  The  surface  is  nicely  mirrored,  although  reveals 
some  hairlines  underneath  the  toning.  All  original  and  comparable  in  overall 
eye  appeal  to  the  other  choice  specimens  in  the  group.  Prool  mintage:  1,000 
pieces  (#85569) 


1876.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Natural  light  to  medium  gray  patina  through¬ 
out,  this  being  the  Centennial  year  issue  and  popular  as  such.  Well  struck 
devices  compare  favorably  with  gems  that  have  been  certified  (#5501) 


764  1869.  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  Choice  but  not  possessing  enough  pizzazz  to 

earn  a  higher  grade  from  PCGS.  Just  the  same,  this  piece  has  the  same  splen¬ 
did  peripheral  toning  as  found  in  the  other  1 860s  Proofs  in  the  section  of  the 
sale  you  are  reading.  The  devices  are  bold,  while  the  mintage  in  1869  is  iden¬ 
tical  to  the  low  600  pieces  struck  for  1868  (#5568)

767  1887.  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  A  frosted  gem  with  strong  underlying  mirrors 

from  the  carefully  made  Proof  dies  that  reinforce  the  beauty  of  the  frosted 
relief  of  Liberty  and  eagle.  Only  710  Proofs  were  made  of  the  1887  date.  This 
piece  has  toned  around  the  periphery  in  complementary  colors  of  warm  rus¬ 
set  brown  and  blue  iridescence. 

Why  the  low  mintage  for  1887  (and  others  from  1879-90)?  There  was  an 
enormous  expansion  of  silver  coinage  in  the  mid- 1870s.  Then,  toward  the 
latter  part  of  1877  vast  numbers  of  previously  exported  silver  coins  began 
returning  to  the  United  States  from  abroad,  principally  from  Central  Amer¬ 
ica  and  Canada.  Tens  of  millions  of  coins  (worth  perhaps  as  much  as  $30  mil¬ 
lion  in  the  estimate  of  Robert  W.  Julian,  a  Coin  World  columnist)  returned 
like  a  whirlwind  from  the  past.  This  vast  “inpouring”  continued  well  into 
1880,  much  to  the  amazement  of  observers. 


769  1890.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  A  satiny  gem  with  intense  underlying  luster  thai 

bolsters  the  beauty  of  the  original  (and  colorful)  toning  that  rides  the  crest  oi 
the  luster  like  a  surfer  riding  the  frothy  crest  of  a  wave.  There  are  few 
moments  in  a  collector’s  day  when  his  brain  is  more  contemplative  than  dur¬ 
ing  that  brief  space  when  he  is  moistening  his  lips  preparatory  to  reading  a 
newly  arrived  auction  catalog.  Plying  the  reader  with  our  description  of  this 
handsome  piece,  we  ask  you  to  review  the  situation  and  then  jump  right  in 
with  your  bid  (#5523)

According  to  Julian,  silver  miners  and  their  political  cronies  were  not  only 
amazed  by  the  unexpected  inflow,  but  were  enraged,  because  the  mints  were 
no  longer  buying  silver  for  minor  coinage.  There  was  no  demand  for  such 
coinage  and  the  channels  of  trade  were  clogged  with  it.  Because  there  was  no 
inflation  in  prices  paid  for  goods  and  services  with  the  added  coinage,  the 
long  suffering  farmers  who  thought  they  were  better  off  with  inflated  prices 
were  not  helped.

768  1888.  PCGS  graded  MS-67.  Spectacular  quality  in  a  seated  Liberty  quarter, 

a  coin  boasting  a  colorful  mixture  of  turquoise-blue  iridescence  mixed  with 
rose-gold  and  gray  on  the  obverse  and  an  even  more  colorful  kaleidoscope  on 
the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  even  and  magnificent,  their  quality  comes 
temptingly  close  to  perfection.  Only  10,000  business  strikes  made  it  out  of 
the  Mint  that  year;  the  head  of  the  Treasury  department  had  told  the  mints 
to  limit  their  production  of  silver  coins  below  one-dollar  due  to  sufficient 
coins  in  storage  in  the  treasury  vaults  at  that  time  (#5520) 


771  1896.  NGC  graded  Proof  67  Ultra  Cameo.  Pleasant,  almost  cheery  silver 

satin  frost  display  lots  of  fresh  white  color.  The  fields  are  deep  and  watery, 
and  so  reflective  as  to  be  hypnotizing  in  their  effect.  So  ends  the  discussion 
of  the  luster.  Now  on  to  the  detail.  This  piece  is  not  just  close  to,  but  com¬ 
pletely  and  sharply  struck,  with  terrific  detail  at  the  frosted  cap  and  hair,  all 
thirteen  stars  as  well  as  the  impressive  eagle.  A  superb  gem.  Something  of  an 
accomplishment  in  a  coin  1 10  years  old!  (#95682) 


In  response  to  this  inpouring,  the  Treasury  ordered  the  suspension  of  minor 
silver  coinage  in  early  1878  and  did  not  resume  it  for  some  years  because  of 
the  accumulation  in  the  Treasury.  It  is  Julian’s  contention  that  contrary  to 
popular  belief,  the  coinage  of  Morgan  dollars  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
interdiction  of  subsidiary  silver  mintage  in  the  years  1879-90  (#5588) 


770  1892-0.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  A  nice  blizzard  frosty  underlies  the  natural 

tint  of  “old  silver”  that  radiates  from  this  lustrous  piece.  Adding  to  those 
results,  a  word  about  strike;  this  piece  has  all  but  needle-sharp  devices,  with 
gorgeous  detail  on  the  leaves  and  hair  strands  on  Liberty,  as  well  as  most 
important  detail  on  the  eagle.  A  scarce  coin  struck  at  the  mint  in  New 
Orleans  (#5602)

772  1901-S.  ANACS  graded  About  Good-3.  Key  date  in  the  series:  only  72,664 

minted.  The  obverse  has  most  of  its  rim  intact;  the  reverse,  as  always,  show 
less  rim  and  almost  all  the  letters  in  the  legend  are  worn  smooth.  The  mint- 
mark  is  plain,  however;  rims  are  in  acceptable  condition  as  well,  a  definitely 
plus  (#5630) 


773  1904.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  A  lustrous  Gem  that  has  icy  white  color  peek¬ 

ing  through  the  natural  golden  brown  toning,  and  a  good  strike.  Regarding 
this  date,  the  clearest  details  are  found  throughout  the  peripheral  areas 
including  stars,  and  also  encompassing  the  key  centers  which  are  crystal  clear 
as  noted  in  sharp  eagle.  A  prize  for  the  collector.  0  (#5637)

tremendous  pressure  due  to  the  lack  of  gem  quality  survivors.  Its  high  degree 
of  broad-spinning  satiny  luster  pulses  nicely  beneath  gold  and  pale  russet 
highlights.  Nicely  struck,  too,  with  just  a  minor  degree  of  weakness  at  the 
usual  Achilles’  heel  on  the  head  of  Liberty. 

When  the  Standing  Liberty  quarters  were  first  released  in  1916-1917,  they 
received  favorable  numismatic  press,  and  many  collectors  set  aside  pieces  for 
their  collections  or  as  souvenirs.  In  time,  the  1916  Standing  Liberty  quarter 
became  recognized  as  a  key  issue  [52,000  mintage],  a  major  rarity  in  the  con¬ 
text  of  the  20th  century,  a  status  that  it  has  maintained  since  then  (#5704) 

1917.  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  One  of  the  fresher,  more  attractive 
appearing  standing  Liberty  quarters  in  an  early-style  PCGS  encapsulation. 
The  surface  is  fully  satin-like  and  very  pleasing  on  the  eye,  with  sharp  devices 
throughout.  1917  Type  1  is  noted  for  its  crisp  detail  and  attractive  preserva¬ 
tion,  which  this  coin  has  in  abundance  (#5707) 

778  1917.  Type  1.  Details  of  MS63+  Net  AU-55.  A  sparkling  coin  with  smooth 
luster  but  signs  of  light  cleaning.  Well  struck  and  attractively  centered  on  a 
nice  planchet.  The  wide  obverse  rim  gives  the  inner  design  a  framed  appear¬ 
ance  (#5706) 

779  1917-D.  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  The  Denver  issue  of  1917  is  slight¬ 
ly  better  due  to  its  low  mintage  and  consequent  shorter  supply  in  choice 
quality.  This  piece  is  housed  in  one  of  the  first  generation  holders,  pre-1989, 
and  so  fails  to  take  note  of  the  strong  head  detail  on  Liberty.  The  luster  is  all 
encompassing,  smooth  with  a  satin  quality,  and  very  appealing  (#5708) 


1918.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Here,  too,  we  see  the  level  of  careful  preserva¬ 
tion  and  a  nice  blow  from  the  dies  that  made  this  1918.  The  grade  says  in 
loud  lettering  that  this  is  a  first-class  Gem  (#5720) 
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Standing  Liberty  Quarter  Dollars  and  Washington  Quarter  Dollars 


781  1918-S,  8  over  7.  Details  ofAU-58  NetXF45  Cleaned.  (PCI  graded  AU50). 

Although  lightly  cleaned  at  one  time,  leaving  behind  untoned  surfaces,  the 
fact  remains  the  surfaces  still  retain  luster  on  both  sides,  the  detail  inviting 
your  inspection  with  a  loupe,  and  the  status  as  an  overdate  rarity  locked  in 
stone  by  the  rigors  of  time  and  generations  of  avid  collectors  of  this  series.  To 
put  it  in  a  nutshell,  this  is  one  of  the  celebrated  rarities  of  the  20th  century. 
Few  overdates  were  struck  after  the  mints  went  to  more  technically  proficient 
production  in  the  late  1 890s,  and  all  are  eagerly  sought  by  collectors.  Perhaps 
one  thousand  of  these  191 8-D,  8  over  7  quarters  exist,  mainly  well  worn.  The 
grading  services  have  seen  just  a  few  over  500  in  all  grades.  This  one  has  the 
diagnostics  referred  to  in  the  Breen  Encyclopedia.  The  overdate  is  clear  with 
or  without  a  magnifying  glass.  The  belief  is  that  in  the  rush  to  get  dies  pre¬ 
pared,  one  1918  die  received  a  blow  from  a  1917  master  hub,  then  the  hub 
was  switched  to  a  1918  hub,  and  the  die  was  struck  again.  Quality  control  at 
the  mint  failed  to  notice  the  overdate,  or  let  it  go  with  a  shrug  of  the  shoul¬ 
ders,  and  the  die  was  shipped  and  put  into  production  at  the  San  Francisco 
Mint.  This  lustrous,  naturally  preserved  and  toned  example  is  at  the  high  end 
of  the  “circulated”  scale  and  deserves  special  mention  for  its  beauty  and  desir¬ 
ability  (#5726) 


782  1921.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  Nearly  a  full  head  and  close  to  gem  quality  lus¬ 

ter  on  this  much  scarcer  quarter  dollar  from  the  depression  year,  1921.  Fol¬ 
lowing  a  war  boom  during  1914-17,  the  economy  dipped  rapidly  into 
depression  but  for  only  a  few  months  in  late  1920  and  1921.  This  resulted  in 
much  lower  coinage  production  at  the  mints  (barring  a  step-up  in  silver  dol¬ 
lar  mintage  in  1921).  With  1921  high  on  the  list  of  most  standing  Liberty 
quarter  connoisseurs,  we  can  only  hope  this  will  find  a  ready,  welcome,  and 
heartfelt  new  home  (#5740) 


783  1929-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-64  Full  Head.  A  fully  struck  Gem  with  a  light 
overlay  of  ice-blue  color  to  the  stark  silvery  whiteness  of  the  luster.  Close 
examination  reveals  some  outstanding  details  with  only  a  few  tiny  marks 
placing  it  in  the  MS64  classification  and  not  one  that,  at  first  glance,  might 
seem  to  deserve  higher.  Destined  for  a  fine  collection  all  the  same  (#5775) 

784  1930.  PCGS  graded  MS-63  Full  Head.  Strong  full  head  and  other  details 
with  smooth  luster  throughout.  A  frosty  example  in  an  early  style  PCGS 
holder  (#5779)

There  are  a  couple  of  nicks  above  Liberty’s  nose,  how¬ 
ever  the  remaining  surface  is  exciting  in  its  choiceness  and  freedom  from 
marks.

806  1815.  5  over  2.  NCS  graded  AU  Details.  Improperly  Cleaned.  On  January 

11,  1816,  a  fire  in  the  rear  building  of  the  Mint  damaged  rolling  and  cutting 
apparatus  sufficiently  to  make  any  further  coinage  of  gold  or  silver  impossi¬ 
ble  until  extensive  repairs  could  be  made." 

Regarding  the  damage  to  the  rolling  and  cutting  apparatus,  while  this  affect¬ 
ed  the  Mint  planchet  preparation  process,  the  real  reason  for  lack  of  half  dol¬ 
lar  coinage  after  1815  was  lack  of  deposits.  The  War  of  1812  had  officially 
ended  on  December  24,  1814,  but  news  of  this  was  not  fully  disseminated 
until  well  into  1815  (the  Battle  of  New  Orleans,  showcasing  the  heroism  of 
Andrew  Jackson,  took  place  in  January  1815  after  the  war  had  ended).  The 
commerce  of  Europe  remained  in  turmoil,  affected  not  only  by  the  aftermath 
of  the  War  of  1812,  but  also  the  recent  wider-ranging  Napoleonic  Wars. 

Cleaned  but  still  attractive  with  russet  brown  to  gray  and  the  centers  yielding 
to  lighter  silver-gray  toning  framed  by  the  peripheries  of  each  side.  What  lus¬ 
ter  must  have  resided  in  the  fields  was  swept  away  by  the  cleaning,  and  )et  the

Liberty’s  hair  curls  and  cap  are  in  nice  strong  relief  on  this  well  made 
coin.  There  is  a  small  toned  spot  on  the  vertical  shield  stripes.  Obverse  details 
of  MS64.  Reverse  details  of  MS64,  but  wiped  above  eagles  head  (#6129) 
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808  1853.  Arrows  and  rays.  MS-64.  A  well  struck  and  frosty  example  of  this 

important  one-year  design,  the  eagle  is  surrounded  by  a  “glory”  of  sunrays 
giving  a  beautiful  effect  to  the  composition.  The  obverse  has  some  uneven

matte-like  surfaces  of  this  attractively  toned  gem,  a  coin  that  is  among  the 
finest  recorded,  certainly  one  of  the  most  attractive.  A  blend  of  warm  reddish 
brown  to  deep  golden  shades  can  be  seen  on  both  sides.  The  strike  is  firm 
throughout  the  obverse  and  on  the  reverse;  this  includes  the  stars  as  well. 
With  the  election  of  Abraham  Lincoln  in  November  of  I860,  the  nation 
went  on  a  war  footing.  South  Carolina  seceded  from  the  Union  in  Decem¬ 
ber  that  year,  to  be  followed  by  six  other  Southern  states  who  formed  the 
Confederate  States  of  America  and  ushered  in  a  long,  bloody  conflict.

812  1870-CC.  ANACS  graded  AU  Details,  Net  EF-40  Scratched  -  Cleaned. 
This  is  the  legendary  first  year  of  issue  half  dollar  from  Carson  City,  a  coin 
whose  relatively  low  mintage  of  54,617  pieces  assures  its  ranking  as  the  most 
difficult  CC-mint  date  to  obtain.  With  most  detail  present,  we  still  must 
report  the  problems  described  on  the  ANACS  holder:  some  scratches,  and 
evidence  of  cleaning  that  is  now  covering  over  with  natural  light  to  medium 
gray  color  (#6328) 

813  1877-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  A  choice,  well  struck  example  with  mostly 
silvery  bright  surfaces  (though  a  dab  of  light  toning)  (#6357) 


814  1879.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  Only  5,900  minted.  Highly  radiant  and  thor¬ 

oughly  original  with  warm  golden  to  deep  greenish  blue  highlights  on  both 
sides.  All  but  fully  struck,  with  just  a  insubstantial  touch  of  weakness  a  few 
high  points;  the  details  are  exceptional  for  this  low  mintage  rarity.  Sure  to

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816  1 897-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  The  1 897-S  is  one  of  the  more  difficult  semi¬

Slightly  under  a  million  pieces  were  produced,  and  today  only  a  handful  sur¬ 
vive,  although  a  few  MS65  and  better  examples  are  known.  This  is  obvious¬ 
ly  one  of  the  better  preserved  Mint  State  64  PCGS  coins  graded  it  behooves 
bidders  to  mark  their  catalogs  to  bid  assertively.  As  one  would  expect,  the

(and  original),  the  striking  details  are  unusually  keen  for  an  early  Walker.

820  1916.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  Well  struck  and  carefully  preserved,  with 
delightful  toning  throughout.  The  coin  is  housed  in  an  early  PCGS  holder, 
as  well,  suggesting  it  may  well  be  resubmitted  for  possible  upgrade.  The  1916 
issue  was  the  first  in  a  nice  run  of  dates.  Walkers,  as  they  are  sometimes  called, 
are,  by  most  accounts,  some  of  the  most  attractive  coins  ever  circulated  in 
America.  And  this  lovely  1916  is  a  splendid  un  circulated  example  whose 
frosty  allure  is  sure  to  please  just  about  everyone  (#65 66) 


817  1911  -S.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  A  lustrous  Gem  example,  fully  struck  with 

rippling  silver  color.  Here,  too,  we  are  impressed  by  the  nice,  convincing 
design  detail  for  all  areas  of  this  important  Barber  Type  half  dollar  with  not 
even  the  slightest  amount  of  flatness  on  the  key  features.  San  Francisco  mint 
struck  1,272,000  pieces  this  year  (#6523)

and  head  area,  being  just  a  trifle  soft  on  her  skirt  lines,  an  area  that  is  char¬ 
acteristically  weak  most  dates  struck  prior  to  1923.  The  surfaces  are  otherwise 
fully  brilliant  but  with  a  thin  shroud  of  toning,  and  reveal  the  usually  seen 
fine-grain,  almost  matte-like  texture.

Even  the  finest,  most  delicate  detail  seen  on  this  coin  struck 
with  uncommon  sharpness  for  a  1920  half  dollar;  were  it  only  possibly  for  all

826  1927-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  A  satin-fresh  beauty.  Level,  rolling  luster  with:

1920-D  walking  Liberty  half  dollar  is  especially  scarce  in  choice  condition.

828  1936.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  A  very  popular  first-year  Proof  in  the  Walking 

Liberty  half  dollar  series.  Proof  mintage  was  only  3,901  pieces.  An  extraordi¬ 
nary  gem  in  all  respects,  the  mirrors  are  smooth  and  unyielding,  while  pale 
natural  toning  highlights  blossom  on  both  sides.  The  strike  is  bold,  indeed, 
as  bold  as  ever  seen  on  virtually  any  Proof  date  in  the  series. 

(Because  this  was  the  initial  year  of  production  for  half  dollar  Proofs  since 
1915,  a  fair  percentage  of  coins  landed  in  the  hands  of  new  collectors  as  well 
as  the  general  public  who  did  not  know  how  to  look  after  Proofs.  As  a  result, 
many  were  cleaned  or  impaired.)  (#6636)

829  1937.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  A  bright  and  gleaming  gem  Proof  whose  glit¬ 
tery  luster  seems  poised  to  detonate  with  an  intensity  rarely  seen  on  a  Walk¬ 
er;  plus  we  find  the  brilliant  surface  almost  overwhelming  in  its  beauty,  espe¬ 
cially  on  the  reverse.  Firmly  struck  with  complete  details  on  both  sides.  Def¬ 
initely  gem  caliber!

830  1937-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  A  better  D-mint  issue.  And  an  appealing 
fresh  silvery  white  specimen,  fully  struck,  and  unmarred  by  discoloration  or 
heavy  bag  marks.  Quite  difficult  to  encounter  in  this  nice  a  grade  showing 
full  mint  bloom  (#6602) 

831  1938.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A  glittering  brilliant  white  gem  with  intense 
luster,  a  bold  strike,  and  eye  appeal  that  just  won’t  quit.  The  sleek  mirrors 
really  stand  out  on  this  one.  Proof  mintage  was  only  8,152  pieces  (#66 38)

832  1939.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Proof  mintage  was  only  8,808  pieces.  Blazing 
mirrors  on  gleaming  surfaces.  A  touch  of  color  is  seen  at  the  rim,  but  pri¬ 
marily  the  coin  is  brilliant  throughout.  This  type  was  designed  by  A.  A. 
Weinman  whose  monogram  AAW  appears  under  the  tip  of  the  wing  feath¬ 
ers.  Proofs  weren’t  struck  until  1936  due  to  the  uniqueness  of  the  designs;  it 
took  until  then  for  the  mint  to  work  up  the  nerve  to  experiment  with  pol¬ 
ishing  the  unevenly  “basined"  dies  used  in  those  days  (#6639) 

833  1939.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  Virtually  ice-smooth  fields  stream  light  out  in 
every  direction  with  a  thin  curtain  of  golden  toning  (#6606) 

834  1940.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  A  sparkling  gem  with  intense  underlying  lus¬ 
ter  that  breathes  fiery  life  into  the  mirrors  and  razor-sharp  highlights.  Nicely 
struck  with  crisp  details  aplenty.  Proof  mintage  was  only  11,279  pieces 
(#6640) 

835  1941.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Early  PCGS  holder.  A  blazing  bright  gem 
with  eye-appealing  mint  flash  plus  grand  eye  appeal.  A  hint  of  an  even  high 
grade  is  seen  in  the  smooth  mirror  surface.  Proof  mintage  was  only  15,412 
pieces  (#6641) 

836  1941.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  Clearly  the  most  visually  arresting  aspect  of  this 
coin  is  its  soft,  frosted  mint  luster.  Full  spinning  luster  on  both  sides,  in  fact, 
like  it  was  hand-picked  from  a  roll  (#661 1) 

837  1941.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Brilliant  lustrous  white  color.  Housed  in  early 
PCGS  holder  (#6611) 

838  Lot  of  Three  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars.  PCGS  graded  all  three  MS-65- 
Three  dates  include  1941,  1942  and  1943.  The  silvery  hues  reciprocate 
between  levels  of  frost  and  satin-texture  plus  a  smidgen  of  golden  amber 
color.  Each  lustrous  and  well  struck  with  rocking-fresh  surfaces. 

839  1942.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  A  gem  specimen  of  the  final  Proof  year  in  the 
walking  Liberty  half  dollar  run  —  wartime  conditions  necessitated  that  the 
mint  cease  offering  Proofs  to  collectors  (#6614) 


840  1942.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Only  21 ,120  Proofs  this  year.  Sparkling  white 
iridescence  imbues  this  mirror-fresh  beauty  with  a  life  of  its  own.  Add  a  high 
degree  of  originality  and  the  appeal  is  virtually  irresistible.  The  sparkle  of  this 
coin  just  rushes  out  of  its  own  accord.  We  suppose  it  is  because  the  coin 
knows  it  is  on  display  in  front  of  potential  new  owners  and  wants  to  parade

841  1942.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  This  piece,  too,  is  set  in  an  early  generation

842  1942-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  Crisp  freezing  white  to  naturally  toned  sur¬ 
face  whose  nicely  undisturbed  mint  luster  dances  with  fresh-off-the-dies 
sparkle  (#6615) 

843  1942-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  What  is  most  in  full  view  when  we  examine 
this  ‘42-D  is  its  thick,  rolling  mint  luster  —  it  swirls  over  each  side  unhin¬ 
dered  by  heavy  abrasions  and  free  of  even  a  trace  of  tarnish.

Clean  as  a  whistle,  as  one  would  look  forward 
to  from  the  66  grade;  however,  what  really  makes  this  break  free  from  others 
is  its  cartwheel  luster  that  rolls  around  each  side  (#6622) 

849  1944-D.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  A  lustrous  Gem  that  has  icy  color  that  shoots 
out  beams  of  white  and  a  good  strike,  with  a  dash  of  color  at  the  rim  on  the 
obverse  plus  more  developed  toning  for  the  reverse  (#6622) 

850  1945.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  A  radiant  example,  fully  struck  with  silver  color 
that  rises  and  falls  in  an  almost  rhythmic  display  of  frostiness  (#6624) 

851  Lot  of  Two  1945  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars.  Gleaming,  satiny  luster  and 
excellent  detail.  The  surfaces  are  mostly  untoned.  One  PCGS,  one  NGC, 
both  MS65. 

852  1945-D.  NGC  graded  MS-66.  Both  the  peripheries  and  the  central  areas  are 
impressive  for  their  sharpness  of  strike,  and  the  frosty  textured  surfaces  are

coin  taken  from  one  of  the  desirable  original  Mint  Sets  of  the  period.  Well

1958.  ANACS  graded  MS-66.  Deep  steel  blue  toning  hugs  the  frosty  surface

8  4  1922-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  A  few  light  marks  on  the  jaw  and  one  or  two

from  long  careful  storage  (#7363) 

1924-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  This  choice  example  does  have  a  tiny  nick  on 
the  cheek,  but  is  elsewhere  relatively  free  of  bagmarks.  Much  scarcer  than  its 
Philadelphia  Mint  counterpart  (#7364) 

1925.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Old  PCGS  holder.  Sleek  white  in  color  with  an 
occasional  hint  of  frost  in  the  otherwise  satiny  surface.  A  gem  (#7365) 


880  1925.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Deep  gray  as  a  base  for  the  colorful  gold  and 
steel  blue  accents;  the  reverse  had  more  typical  fingerprint-dappled  gray  pas¬ 
tels  (#7365) 

881  1925-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  One  small  nick  a  few  millimeters  to  the  right 
of  the  nose;  others  barely  discernible  in  the  hair  and  on  the  eagle’s  wing.  One 
would  be  hard  pressed  to  locate  a  more  strictly  graded  MS64  even  if  one  were 
known  to  either  NGC  or  PCGS.  The  nicely  frosted,  rotating  white  surfaces, 
like  summer  lightning,  provide  a  surge  of  unimpeded  mint  luster  (#7366) 

882  1926.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  Lightly  toned  and  satiny  (#7367) 

883  1926-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Well  struck  and  lustrous,  with  the  usual 
accompaniment  of  small  bagmarks  accounting  for  the  MS63  grade  (#7368) 


884  1926-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  For  the  date,  a  frosty,  satiny  dusky  golden 
gray  gem  with  smooth  satin  luster  on  both  sides.  Attractively  struck  as  well, 
with  no  hint  of  the  usual  softness  at  the  centers  (The  toning  shows  some  old 
fingerprints,  which  some  might  raise  objections  to.)  (#7369) 

885  1927.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Lustrous  with  a  thin  overlay  of  gray  toning. 
The  1927  has  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  few  dates  in  the  series  to 
come  in  under  one  million  mintage.  To  be  exact,  848,000  pieces  were  struck 
(#7370) 

886  1927-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Isolated  swirls  of  silvery  if  somewhat  muted 
iridescence  confirm  the  originality  of  this  scarcer  D-mint  example.  Fully  lus¬ 
trous  for  the  MS63  grade  level  and  quite  clean  for  the  issue  as  well  (#7371) 


887  1928.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  An  impressive  gem  of  this  low-mintage  rarity 

(only  360,649  minted)  with  brilliant  luster  aplenty  and  lively  vibrant  high¬ 
lights  without  offending  heavy  bagmarks.  Light  milky  white  toning  is  all 
original.  Representative  strike  for  the  date,  which  means  crisp  and  well 
detailed  at  the  head  of  Liberty  as  well  as  on  the  eagle’s  wing  and  leg  of  the 
reverse,  thereby  putting  it  in  the  lead  where  objective  quality  is  concerned 
(#7373)

888  1928-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Without  doubt  not  the  most  visually  stun¬ 
ning  1928-S  on  the  market,  and  yet  this  coin  is,  with  its  soft,  frosted  mint 
luster,  still  an  attractive  representative  of  the  year.  As  so  often  occurs,  the 
design  left  by  the  dies  lacks  a  certain  robustness  at  the  centers,  but  that  isn’t 
unusual  for  this  mint’s  production  (#7374) 

889  1934.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  A  choice,  satiny  example  with  minimal  signs  of 
bag  contact  (#7375) 

890  1934.  MS-63  or  Better.  Choice  with  satiny  luster,  a  brilliant  coin  which  has 
good  eye-appeal  (#7375)

891  1934-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  Velvety  to  satin-like  fields  almost  wobble 
under  the  mass  of  its  highly  lustrous  silver  color.  There  is  a  bit  of  toning  in 
one  or  two  areas,  but  mainly  the  luster  is  brilliant.  In  more  respects  than  one, 
the  dies  left  their  rigid  impression  behind  without  even  the  slightest  weakness 
or  imprecision,  only  a  few  are  ever  found  this  way.

A  familiar  design  from  a  set  of  12  different 
Pattern  cents  sold  by  the  government  in  1858.  The  Judd- 193  has  the  tradi¬ 
tional  1858  obverse  as  adopted  in  1859  for  the  Indian  cent.  The  reverse  also 
has  the  normal  oak  wreath  (adopted  in  1860)  but  surmounted  by  a  fancy 
shield  rather  than  one  with  plain  sides.  Splendid  mirror-fresh  luster  erupts 
vividly  beneath  the  warm  golden  highlights,  while  natural  tan  shades  form  an 
even  layer  around  the  design  elements  of  this  mirror  gem.  The  strike  is 
strong,  as  might  be  expected  for  a  test  piece  or  “pattern”  without  even  a  hint 
of  lightness  at  the  eagle’s  head,  tail  or  body  (#11844)

with  an  oak  wreath  on  the  reverse  surmounted  by  a  fancy  shield.  When  the 
time  came  for  regular  production  of  shield-reverse  cents  in  1 860,  the  mint 
chose  to  go  with  the  plain  shield  instead.  A  choice,  attractive  warm  brown 
example.

899  1859  Pattern  Cent.  Copper-nickel,  plain  edge.  Judd-227.  Pollock-271  Rar¬ 

ity-6.  SEGS  graded  Proof  63  Cleaned.  This  attractive  coin,  while  it  shows 
light  signs  of  having  been  cleaned  in  the  past,  nevertheless  should  prove 
enjoyable  to  the  next  owner.  It  has  sharp  definition  on  the  key  design  ele¬ 
ments,  and  swirling  mirrors  around.  As  in  the  instance  of  the  prior  1858 
“fancy”  or  ornamental  shield  variety  Pattern  cent  just  offered,  this  J-227  Pat¬ 
tern  combines  a  regular  die  obverse  with  an  oak  wreath  reverse  topped  by  a 
broad,  ornamented  shield.

62  Brown.  A  sleek  glossy  blue-brown  toned  example  of  this  popularly  col¬ 
lected  Indian  cent  Pattern.  The  dies  are  those  used  on  regular  issue  Indian 
cents  of  the  year  but  this  is  struck  on  a  test  planchet  of  bronze  that  would 
become  the  standard  for  the  series  after  1864.  Always  in  demand,  like  the 
Judd-208  and  Judd-228  Indian  cents  as  sort  of  a  cross-over  or  “transitional” 
type  (#60453) 


901  1863  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Silver,  reeded  edge.  Judd-338.  Pollock-410  Rar- 

ity-6.  ANACS  graded  Proof  62.  Attractive  toning  with  sufficient  hairlines 
and  a  few  marks  to  preclude  a  higher  grade.  The  devices  are  well  frosted, 
however,  and  stand  out  smartly  against  the  smooth  mirror  finish  of  the  fields.

An  intensely  beauti¬ 
ful  Arkansas  half,  a  coin  with  gem  quality  luster  and  a  strike  that  is  amazing¬ 
ly  close  to  complete.  Intense  (and  colorful)  toning  suggests  that  the  present 
specimen  spent  much  of  its  life  in  an  old  style  Wayte  Raymond  album  or  per¬ 
haps  this  comes  from  the  issue  holder.

The  low-mintage  king  of  the  commemorative  half  dollars  with  only  2,000 
pieces  struck.  What  is  most  in  full  view  when  we  examine  this  lovely  ‘35-D 
is  its  fresh,  satin  mint  luster  —  it  swirls  over  each  side  unhindered  by  abra¬ 
sions  and  free  from  dark  toning,  only  the  lightest  golden  brown  adheres.  A 
coin  with  outward  charm  that  will  delight  the  serious  Commemorative  half 
dollar  collector. 


Boone  was  born  in  Exeter,  Pennsylvania  in  1735.  His  father,  Squire  Boone, 
came  from  England,  and  took  up  his  residence  in  a  frontier  settlement  in 
Pennsylvania,  where  Daniel  received  the  merest  rudiments  of  education. 
When  he  was  18  years  old  the  family  moved  to  the  banks  of  the  river  Yadkin, 
in  North  Carolina,  where  he  married  Rebecca  Bryan,  and  passed  some  years 
as  a  farmer.  The  later  years  of  his  life  he  spent  in  Missouri,  with  his  son, 
Nathan  Boone,  near  Marthasville,  after  his  wife  died,  and  he  died  September 
26,  1 820,  aged  eighty-six.  The  only  original  portrait  of  Boone  in  existence 
was  painted  by  Mr.  Chester  Harding  in  1820,  and  now  hangs  in  the  State- 
house  at  Frankfort,  Kentucky  (#9623)

to  russet  layer  of  toning;  the  surface  luster  is  smooth  and  hard-working,  plus 
is  free  of  the  usual  nicks  and  other  marks  often  seen. 

Now  mostly  forgotten  except  by  music  historians,  Stephen  A.  Foster’s  life  has 
become  part  of  American  legend  as  America’s  first  great  songwriter.  Foster 
published  such  memorable  ditties  as  “Oh  Susanna”  and  “Nelly  Was  a  Lady,” 
campfire  tunes  that  even  today  are  a  hit  with  teenagers  and  elders  from  sea  to 
shining  sea.  There  was  no  logical  reason  to  put  Foster’s  portrait  on  a  half  dol¬ 
lar  commemorative  for  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  but  that  didn’t  stop  the  pro¬

satin  luster  on  a  well  presented  and  fully  struck  example.  Elusive  as  a  Gem 
and  better,  this  coin  has  toning  suggesting  that  it  was  kept  in  an  original  issue 
card  for  many  years  (#9288) 


924  1892  Columbian  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  While  Mint  State 

1892  Columbian  half  dollars  abound  and  are  seen  in  every  auction,  Proof 
strikings  are  few  and  far  between,  with  this  being  a  rare  opportunity  to  bid 
on  one.

Here’s  a  useful  fact:  In  1936  the  City  of  Elgin,  Illinois  built  a  treatment  facil¬ 
ity  at  the  Slade  Avenue  well  site  to  treat  the  well  water.

Ulysses  S.  Grant,  Civil  War  general  and  later  president,  died  in  1885.  His 
birth  in  1 822  is  commemorated  here  by  the  artist  Laura  Gardin  Fraser  after 
a  photograph  by  the  famed  Civil  War  photographer,  Matthew  Brady.  Grant 
was  born  in  a  traditional  frame  house  of  the  period,  but  this  has  come  down 
to  us  as  a  “log  cabin.”  The  house  depicted  is  correct.  Some  consider  Grant  as 
our  worst  president  because  of  the  scandals  which  rocked  his  administration; 
perhaps  he  should  more  charitably  be  described  as  a  soft  touch  for  his  schem¬ 
ing  “friends.”  Two  half  dollar  Commemorative  varieties  and  two  gold  dollar 
varieties  were  struck,  one  of  each  with  or  without  star  before  Grant’s  bust 
(#9307) 


938  1935  Hudson  Half  Dollar.  NGC  graded  MS-66.  A  sparkling  fresh  toned 
gem  of  the  optimum  quality  for  this  actively  collected  commemorative 
design.  Original  luster  blends  effortlessly  with  deep  golden  brown  tab  ton¬ 
ing  highlights  on  the  satin  surfaces.  This  is  one  of  the  scarcer  Types,  the  mint 
having  struck  an  even  10,000  pieces  for  sale  to  collectors  (#9312)

939  1918  Illinois  Half  Dollar.  NGC  graded  MS-67.  Swirling  frosty  luster  with 
delicate  patina  rounds  out  this  coin’s  list  of  memorable  attributes.  And  judg¬ 
ing  by  the  photographs,  bidders  cannot  deny  that  this  piece  was  fully  struck 
in  all  the  key  places  with  pinpoint  detailing  on  Lincoln’s  hair  curls,  and 
including  convincing  crisp  detail  not  just  here  and  there,  but  everywhere  on 
the  eagle.  This  more  youthful  portrait  of  the  16th  President  was  from  a  pho¬ 
tograph  before  Lincoln  grew  a  beard  in  later  life  (#9320)

vivid  wintry  blast  of  luster  undulates  and  billows  across  the  surface  like  a 
Himalayan  avalanche,  with  attractive  rose-gold  to  brownish  toning  as  a  nice, 
natural  overlay  for  enhancing  the  visual  appeal.

945  1936  Lynchburg  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  The  otherwise 
sparkling  silver  luster  flares  into  heavy  frostiness  in  a  few  areas.  Struck  with 
scientific  exactness  throughout  the  portrait  of  the  noted  Senator,  Carter 
Glass.  Born  to  a  newspaper  family  in  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  Carter  Glass 
(1858-1946)  took  an  early  and  active  interest  in  politics.  Elected  to  Congress 
in  1902,  Glass  later  became  chairman  of  the  subcommittee  which  was  set  up 
to  explore  the  reformation  of  the  nation’s  banking  and  currency  system.  Glass 
favored  a  highly  decentralized  system  of  reserve  banks,  and  other  big-govern¬ 
ment  programs.  His  most  notable  achievement  in  office  was  the  successful 
floating  of  a  $5  billion  Victory  Loan,  a  huge  consolidation  of  government 
borrowings  and  an  important  administrative  accomplishment,  to  help  liqui¬ 
date  the  expenses  of  World  War  I  (and  at  the  same  time,  to  pay  back  the  big 
Morgan-backed  banks  which  had  funded  the  war  effort.)  (#9324) 

946  1936  Lynchburg  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Beautiful  golden 
brown  color.  More  often  than  not  frosty  for  the  issue,  as  seen  here,  the  some¬

947  1920  Maine  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Rich  silvery  white  color 
blends  nicely  with  the  neutral  light  gray  and  russet  patina.  A  well  struck  Gem 
that  has  satiny  fields.  According  to  our  observations,  including  the  key  high- 
points  of  the  little  scroll  above  the  two  standing  figures,  the  strike  is  above- 
average,  in  fact  sharp,  in  all  areas.  The  Maine  motto:  Dirigo  “I  Lead”  (#9326) 

948  1920  Maine  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Very  early  PCGS  holder. 
Pleasant,  almost  cheery  silver  satin  frost  display  lots  of  fresh  white  color  on 
this  well  struck  Maine  commemorative  (#9326) 

949  1920  Maine  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Lightly  toned.  This  exam¬ 
ple,  illustrative  of  the  gem  quality  seen  in  its  grade  class,  has  iridescent  sur¬ 
faces  and  sharp  devices  (including  the  clearly  visible  pine  tree  on  the  shield) 
(#9326) 


950  1938  New  Rochelle  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  A  lovely,  frosty- 

white  Gem  with  original  iridescent  sheen,  there  are  no  mentionable  bag- 
marks  on  either  side.  Struck  with  scientific  exactness  throughout  the  calf  and 
standing  figure.  Only  15,286  minted  (#9335) 


951  1928  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Early  PCGS  holder. 
Intensely  blazing  white  luster  explodes  like  a  fire  storm  on  the  satiny,  chiefly 
brilliant  surfaces  of  this  near-perfect  gem.  Far  from  the  normal  example  of 
this  issue  is  the  respectable  amount  of  detail  throughout  with  no  signs  of 
weakness  to  the  Indian  or  covered  wagon  (#9342) 

952  1928  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  A  worldly  dose  of 
heavy  cartwheel  luster  enlivens  the  broad  expanse  of  surface  on  this  Gem 
quality  Oregon  Trail  commemorative.  The  fields  are  essentially  immaculate, 
and  the  strike  is  bold  enough  to  warrant  special  mention  (#9342) 

953  1928  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  A  sparkling  and  lus¬ 
trous  gem,  like  the  others  in  this  group,  a  satiny  beauty  with  fully  defined 
design  features  and  burst  of  varying  silvery  to  lightly  toned  hues  on  both 
sides.  Only  6,000  minted,  most  of  these  were  conveyed  to  collectors,  who 
tended  to  take  good  care  of  them  (unlike  other  commemorative  issues  which 
were  spent)  (#9342) 

954  1933-D  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  A  frosty  white 
example  of  this  low  mintage  date;  always  popular  with  collectors  since  the 
only  other  coin  struck  at  the  Denver  Mint  in  1933  is  the  lowly  Lincoln  cent! 
(One  wonders  what  occupied  the  mint  workers  the  rest  of  the  year?)  (#9343) 


955  1934-D  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-67.  A  brilliant,  satiny 
silver  specimen  with  faint  wisps  of  iridescence  on  both  sides.  Nicely  struck 
for  the  Oregon  Trail  commemorative,  certainly  much  finer  than  most,  which 
is  the  reason  it  earned  a  grade  of  Mint  State  67;  a  coin  worthy  of  strong  bid¬ 
der  consideration  (#9344) 

956  1934-D  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  For  the  most  part, 
untoned  and  refreshingly  clean  for  this  issue,  with  shimmering  luster  in  the 
fields  and  gleaming  devices.  In  light  of  that,  we  can  also  say  this  piece  is  nice¬ 
ly  struck  with  extremely  full  details  on  both  sides  (#9344) 

957  1934-D  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  This  is  a  lovely, 
radiant  Gem,  both  sides  being  essentially  untoned  with  frosty,  silver-white 
luster.  Struck  with  exactitude  by  the  dies  and  a  nice  accompaniment  for  the 
other  1934-D  Oregons  in  the  sale  (#9344) 

958  1934-D  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Both  sides  display 
the  typical  “look”  for  this  Denver  mint  delivery:  thickly  frosted  surfaces, 
rolling  cartwheel  effects,  and  boldly  struck  devices.  As  we  see  it,  when  it 
comes  to  the  centers  of  the  Indian  and  wagon,  the  strike  is  above-average, 
sharp,  and  well  defined  in  all  areas.  There  are  only  a  few  tiny  marks  present

959  1934-D  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  A  coin  with  a  nice 
cartwheel  appeal,  silver  untoned  surfaces  appearing  as  when  first  struck.

Blazing  but  satin 
luster,  the  coin  gently  rolling  to  a  light  white  color  through  which  silver  iri¬ 
descence  still  persists.  Devices  foursquare  and  bold  throughout.  The  mintage: 
7,000  pieces  (#9344) 


965  1937-D  Oregon  Trail  Half  Dollar.  NGC  graded  MS-68.  Superb!  A  blazing 
multicolor  toned  gem  with  highly  concentrated  luster  below  and  almost 
ostentatious  eye  appeal.  Don’t  expect  a  lick  of  weakness  at  the  conestoga 
wagon  as  typically  seen  for  this  issue  since  this  has  been  taken  into  consider¬ 
ation  by  the  grading  service. 

(The  Conestoga  wagon  or  “prairie  schooner,”  depicted  on  the  reverse,  was 
believed  to  have  been  named  for  the  valley  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  where  it  was  developed  by  Pennsylvania-German  settlers.  It  was  one  of 
the  chief  freight  haulers  in  the  East  from  about  the  1750s  until  the  arrival  of 
the  railroads.  The  boat-shaped  body  kept  loads  from  shifting  and  gave  the 
wagon  its  characteristic  appearance.  No  two  wagons,  however,  were  alike, 
since  they  were  custom  built.  The  Conestoga  Wagon  often  had  a  red  running 
gear,  a  Prussian  blue  wagon  body,  and  a  white  canvas  cover.  Four  to  six  hors¬ 
es  were  required  to  pull  it  and  broad  wheels  kept  it  from  getting  mired  in  the 
sand  or  mud.)  (#9347) 

966  1920  Pilgrim  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Pleasing  original  toning 
whose  russet  and  neutral  “old  silver”  patina  gives  it  ample  room  to  provide 
hours  of  enjoyment.  The  underlying  luster  is  fresh  and  frosty  (#9359) 

967  1935-S  San  Diego  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  The  surfaces  glisten 
with  headlight  bright  silvery  color  that  will  make  your  head  spin.  No  need  to 
worry  about  an  unsuccessful  strike  left  by  the  rebound  of  the  dies  that  coined 
this  San  Diego,  since  even  a  cursory  examination  of  the  piece  reveals  nice 
clarity  of  detail,  including  the  centers.  Even  the  edge  of  the  tower  is  sharp 
(#9371) 


968  1936-D  San  Diego  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-67.  Delicately  toned  but 

still  full  gleaming  luster  with  immaculate  preservation  on  both  sides.  Adding 
to  those  results,  a  word  about  strike:  this  Denver  Mint  piece  has  all  but  nee¬ 
dle-sharp  devices,  with  gorgeous  detail  on  the  two  buildings,  unlike  the  San 
Francisco  Mint  strikes  of  the  year  before  which  tend  to  be  weaker,  more 
rounded  on  the  edge  of  the  tower  building. 

The  obverse  has  been  adapted  from  the  California  state  seal.  Despite  the  word 
LIBERTY  the  allegorical  female  is  meant  to  be  Minerva,  goddess  of  wisdom. 
For  the  reverse,  sculptor  Robert  Aitken  chose  to  depict  two  of  the  exposition 
buildings,  the  Chapel  of  St.  Francis  (domed  structure)  and  the  California 
Tower.  The  California-Pacific  International  Exposition  was  considered  a 
world’s  fair  in  its  day  and  was  the  second  such  event  held  in  San  Diego  (the 
earlier  one  in  1915).  It  consisted  of  1400  acres  of  events  in  Balboa  Park  and 
drew  an  estimated  3,750,000  visitors.  Coins  struck  in  1935  bear  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  mintmark  while  those  of  1936  have  a  “D”  for  Denver  (#9372) 


969  1926  Sesquicentennial  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Light  toning. 

Otherwise,  intense  cartwheel  luster  graces  the  satiny,  almost  mirror-like  fields 
of  this  attractive  low-relief  designed  coin.  The  strike  is  somewhat  controver¬ 
sial  on  these  since  the  legends  in  particular  are  in  very  low  relief  (#9374) 


970  1 925  Stone  Mountain  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-67.  Lightly  toned.  A 

satiny  and  lustrous  gem  with  a  nuance  of  faint  toning  on  both  sides.  The 
strike  is  virtually  complete  on  Jackson  and  Lee,  the  two  Civil  War  generals 
depicted  on  horseback*,  with  excellent  detail  on  both  sides. 

*For  purposes  of  fairness,  we  append  the  following  history  of  one  of  the  hors¬ 
es:  In  the  spring  of  1 86 1 ,  while  he  was  in  command  at  Harper’s  Ferry,  Thomas 
“Stonewall”  Jackson  acquired  the  horse  that  he  rode  throughout  the  war. 
Although  the  horse  was  originally  purchased  by  Jackson  as  a  gift  for  his  wife 
and  initially  named  “Fancy,”  this  name  was  short-lived.  Jackson  decided  to 
keep  the  horse,  and  it  was  universally  known  as  “Little  Sorrel.”  Jackson  died 
as  a  result  of  “friendly  fire,”  a  euphemism  for  being  killed  by  your  own  troops. 
He  was  shot  at  Chancellorsville  on  May  2,  1863,  by  an  unknown  member  or 
members  of  the  1 8th  North  Carolina  Infantry  Regiment.  Little  Sorrel  died  in 
March  1886,  at  the  age  of  36,  and  his  mounted  hide  is  now  on  display  in  the 
Virginia  Military  Institute  Museum  in  Lexington,  Virginia.  Little  Sorrel's 
bones  were  cremated  and  interred  on  the  grounds  of  VM1  in  1997  (No  infor¬ 
mation  is  available  as  to  where  General  Jackson’s  hide  is  mounted  or  displayed, 
although  we  do  know  where  his  amputated  arm  is  buried.)  (#9378)

19-*8-S  Booker  1.  Washington  Halt  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  bright  with  moon-glow  white  luster  and  show  none  of  the  muting 
often  seen  on  some  1948  issues;  a  dash  of  brownish  toning  off  to  one  side 
barely  imposes  itself  over  the  heavy  frost  (#9414) 

1936  Wisconsin  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  This  is  a  noteworthy 
example  whose  lightly  patinated  surfaces  show  pinpoint  striking  definition 
throughout  and  are  largely  free  of  distracting  contact  marks.  Indeed,  an  espe¬ 
cially  sharp  impression  was  left  by  the  recoil  of  the  dies  that  struck  this  Wis¬ 
consin  half  dollar.  That  is  a  pile  of  iron  ore  that  the  pick  axe  is  about  to  hit

973  1936  York  Half  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  A  crisply  struck  coin  glowing 

with  smooth  toned  glow  from  the  fields  and  devices  (#9449) 


9  4  1900  Lafayette  Dollar.  NGC  graded  MS-66.  Wonderful  lustrous  surfaces 

are  flourishing  with  rich  satiny  and  silver  brilliance.  Well  struck  for  the  date, 
with  all  reverse  details  present,  though  nothing  approaching  “full”  can  be  said 
if  only  because  that  pesky  boot  on  Lafayette’s  statue  tends  to  lack  a  little  fine 
detail  on  most  of  these.  Fully  struck  coins  of  this  date  are  rare,  but  given  the 
stellar  quality  of  the  present  coin,  that  is  of  little  consequence. 

To  anyone  who  may  give  a  look  of  inquiry  in  learning  that  America  com¬ 
memorated  a  French  adventurer  and  Revolutionary  War  hero  on  its  coinage, 
we  have  this  to  report:  America’s  first  Commemorative  Silver  Dollar  was  by 
Charles  E.  Barber  after  an  engraving  of  Houdon’s  bust  of  Washington.  On 
the  reverse,  Barber  depicted  the  Lafayette  equestrian  statue  at  the  Paris  Expo¬ 
sition  of  1900.  Lafayette  Dollars  were  sold  to  defray  part  of  the  cost  of  com¬ 
pleting  Paul  Wayland  Bartlett’s  statue  of  the  French  General,  then  under  con¬ 
struction  in  Paris  for  display  at  the  exposition.  Out  of  an  authorization  for 
50,000  pieces,  36,000  were  sold,  the  remainder  being  melted  (#9222)
